TO    THE    LEGISLATURE    OF     THE    STATE    OF    NEW-YORK,      THE      GOVERNORS 
OF    THE    NEW-YORK     HOSPITAL    RESPECTFULLY 

REPORT, 

That  during  the  year  1834,  there  have  been  1721  patients  admit- 
ted into  the  Hospital,  who  with  1S4  remaining  there  on  the  31st  De- 
cember, 1833,  make  1905  persons  who  have  received  the  benefits  of 
that  Institution  during  the  year  last  past. 

Of  that  number  there  have  been  cured,  1266;  relieved,  69  ;  dis- 
charged at  tlieii  own  request,  154  ;  and  as  improper  objects,  32;  and 
there  have  hern  discharged  as  disorderly  or  have  eloped,  46  ;  died,  174  ; 
and  there  remained  164  in  the  Hospital  on  the  31st  December,  1834. 

The  above  numbers  do  not  include  the  Insane  Patients  in  the 
Bloomingdale  Asylum,  of  whom  during  the  last  year  102  have  been 
admitted,  who  with  120  patients  remaining  in  the  establishment  on 
the  31st  December,  1833,  make  222  persons  who  have  received  the 
benefit  of  the  Asylum  during  the  year  1834;  of  these  165  were  old 
cases,  and  57  recent  cases,  out  of  which  number,  51  have  been  cured, 
16  have  been  discharged  improved,  16  others  at  the  request  of  friends, 
20  pauper  patients  have  been  removed  by  the  City  Authorities  to 
Bellevue,  10  have  died,  2  have  eloped,  and  103  remained  in  the 
Asylum  on  the  last  day  of  the  year  1S34. 

The  proportion  of  cures  effected  in  the  Asylum,  whilst  in  itself  it 
presents  a  very  gratifying  result,  being  41  out  of  57  recent  cases,  and 
10  out  of  165  cases  of  long  standing,  adds  fresh  evidence  of  the  im- 
portance as  stated  in  former  reports,  of  a  very  early  attention,  and  ap- 
plication of  medical  and  moral  treatment  to  the  first  access  of  mental 
alienation.  The  great  mass  of  these  cases  in  the  Asylum  which  seem  to 
be  without  hope,  are  long  neglected  cases  of  town  and  city  paupers. 

The  improvement  most  needed  in  the  Asylum,  is  a  separate  detach- 
ed building  for  violent  female  patients,  similar  to  ihe  one  erected  a  few 
years  ago  for  male  patients  of  the  same  claps.  This,  the  Governors 
hope  to  erect  during  the  present  year. 


The  whole  amount  of  expenditures  by  this  Corporation,  for  and 
during  the  year  1834,  was  sixty-three  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
sixty-eight  dollars,  fifty-five  cents.  The  whole  amount  of  receipts 
from  all  sources,  was  sixly-five  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifty-nine 
dollars,  thirty  cents,  leaving  a  balance  in  favor  of  this  Corporation  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  ninety  dollars,  seventy-five  cents. 

In  the  above  aggregate  sums,  are  included  the  separate  accounts  of 
the  two  establishments  under  the  charge  of  the  Corporation  ;  viz:  the 
Hospital  in  the  city  of  New-York,  and  the  Asylum  for  the  Insane  at 
Bloomingdale.  The  separate  accounts  of  those  two  Institutions  pre- 
sent the  following  results  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1834. 

The  New-York  Hospital  has  received  during  the  year  1834,  for  the 
state  annuity  for  the  compensation  from  the  United  States  for  the 
board  of  sick  and  disabled  seamen,  from  pay  patients,  for  library  tick- 
ets to  medical  students,  subscriptions  of  members  and  articles  sold, 
thirty-two  thousand  three  hundred  and  forty-seven  dollars,  forty  one 
cents. 

During  the  same  year  there  has  been  paid  for  the  support  of  the 
Hospital,  repairs,  medicines,  surgical  instruments,  books,  burials,  and 
contingent  expenses,  the  sum  of  twenty-seven  thousand  and  forty 
dollars,  four  cents,  shewing  an  excess  of  five  thousand  three  hundred 
and  seven  dollars,  thirty-seven  cents  of  receipts  above  expenditures  in 
the  last  year.  Out  of  this  excess  the  sum  of  three  thousand  four 
hundred  and  seventy  dollars  has  been  applied  in  aid  of  the  sinking 
fund  of  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum'. 

During  the  year  1834  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum  has  received  from 
the  state  annuity  from  pay  patients,  for  board,  and  for  articles  sold, 
thirty-three  thousand  six  hundred  and  eleven  dollars,  eighty-nine  cents. 
During  the  same  period  there  has  been  paid  on  account  of  the  estab- 
lishment, for  its  support  and  the  salaries  of  its  physician  and  officers, 
and  wages  of  servants,  for  payment  of  interest  on  its  debt,  and  in- 
crease of  the  sinking  fun  1  provided  for  the  liquidation  of  the  principal, 
the  sum  of  thirty-six  thousand  nine  hundred  twenty  eight  dollars,  fif- 
ty one  cents,  shewing  a  balance  against  the  Asylum  of  three  thousand 
three  hundred  and  sixteen  dollars,  sixty-two  cents. 

If,  however,  the  sum  of  three  thousand  four  hundred  and  seventy 
dollars  applied,  as  herein  before  stated  out  of  the  saving  of  the  Ncir- 
York Hbspitalio  the  increase  of  the  sinking  fund  and  productively 
invested,  be  excluded  from  the  account  of  expenditures  on  account  ot 


the  Asylum,  ihere  will  remain  a  balance  of  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
three  dollars,  thirty-eight  cents,  in  favor  of  the  Asylum. 

The  outstanding  debts,  due  the  Asylum,  amount  to  nine  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  thirty  dollars  ;  a  considerable  amount  of  this  will 
be  collected  without  difficulty,  a  part  is  undoubtedly  desperate,  and  the 
rest  doubtful.  The  debts  of  the  two  latter  kinds  are  chiefly  of  an  old 
date,  and  it  is  confidently  believed  that  the  rules  for  the  collection  and 
payment  of  the  dues  for  board,  adopted  about  two  years  ago,  and  now 
generally  adhered  to,  will  prevent  hereafter  any  accumulation  of  doubt- 
ful outstanding  debts. 

The  whole  amount  of  debts,  due  by  this  Corporation  on  the  31st  De- 
cember, 1834,  was  one  hundred  and  thirty-seven  thousand  dollars, 
being  the  same  sum  stated  in  the  last  year's  report  as  being  the  amount 
borrowed  for  the  purchase  of  ground  and  erection  of  buildings  at 
Bloomingdale  several  years  ago,  and  on  terms  which  do  not  place  the 
payment  or  redemption  of  the  principal  at  present  within  the  power 
of  this  Institution. 

The  sinking  fund  which  has  been  provided  for  the  final  payment  of 
the  debt  when  due,  amounted  on  the  last  day  of  December,  1834,  to 
forty-eight  thousand  nine  hundred  and  five  dollars,  fifty-six  cents,  in- 
vested in  stock  of  the  Bank  of  America,  and  certificates  of  the  New- 
York  Life  and  Trust  Company,  exhibiting  an  increase  of  the  fund  of 
eight  thousand  three  hundred  and  twenty-four  dollars  during  the  last 
year. 

The  system  of  constant  supervision  and  inspection  by  Committees 
of  the  board,  of  the  two  institutions  under  its  care,  now  tested  and 
perfected  by  many  years' experience,  has  been  continued  to  be  applied 
with  perfect  regularity,  and  its  good  effects  are  to  be  seen  in  the  contin- 
ued and  gradually  increasing  comforts  and  usefulness  of  the  Hospital 
and  Asylum,  which  the  Governors  trust  will  show  that  they  have  not 
been  careless  or  unfaithful  stewards  of  the  public  bounty,  so  liberally 
bestowed  for  the  relief  of  the  diseased  in  body  and  mind.

TO    THE    LEGISLATURE    OF     THE    STATE    OF    NEW-YORK,    THE    GOVERNORS 
OF    THE    NEW-YORK    HOSPITAL    RESPECTFULLY 

REPORT, 

That  during  the  year  1835,  there  have  been  1837  patients  admit- 
ted into  the  Hospital  in  the  city  of  New-York,  who  with  164  remaining 
there  on  the  31st  December,  1834,  make  2001  persons  who  have  re- 
ceived the  benefits  of  the  Institution  during  the  year  last  past ;  being 
96  more  than  in  the  year  preceding. 

Of  this  number  there  have  been  cured,  1431 ;  relieved,  72 ;  dis- 
charged at  their  own  request,  101  ;  and  as  improper  objects  for  the 
Hospital,  fourteen  ;  there  have  been  discharged  as  disorderly  and  have 
eloped,  25  ;  died,  169  ;  and  there  remained  1S9  in  the  Hospital  on  the 
last  day  of  the  year  1835. 

The  above  numbers  do  not  include  the  Insane  Patients  in  the 
Bloomingdale  Asylum,  of  whom  during  the  last  year,  13S  have  been 
admitted,  who  with  103  remaining  in  the  establishment  on  the  31st 
December,  1834,  make  241  persons  who  have  received  the  benefits  of 
the  Institution  during  the  last  year  :  out  of  these,  173  were  cases  of 
long  standing,  and  the  remaining  68  of  recent  occurrence.  Of  these 
patients,  58  have  been  cured;  11  have  been  discharged,  improved- 
12  others  at  the  request  of  their  friends  ;  13  have  died ;  3  eloped  • 
and  144  remained  in  the  Asylum  on  the  last  day  of  the  year  1835 
being  31  more  than  at  the  close  of  the  preceding  year. 

The  former  annual  Reports  of  this  Board  have  repeatedly  given 
evidence  of  the  great  importance  of  an  early  application  of  medical  and 
moral  treatment  to  the  various  forms  of  insanity,  before  the  disease 
becomes  rooted  in  the  system  :  of  this  the  experience  of  the  last  year 
in  our  Asylum  gives  additional  proof  in  the  striking  fact,  that  while 
out  of  68  recent  cases,  52  have  been  cured,  out  of  173  old  cases  com- 


prehending  a  number  of  neglected  town  and  city  poor,  but  6  have 
been  comparatively  restored,  and  10  others  discharged  improved. 

The  increased  number  of  insane  patients  has  made  still  more  mani- 
fest, the  necessity  of  a  separate  and  wholly  detached  building  for 
violent  or  noisy  female  patients,  similar  to  the  one  erected  some  years 
ago,  and  since  used  with  the  greatest  advantage  for  male  patients  of 
the  same  class.  Such  a  building,  it  was  stated  in  the  last  annual 
Report,  the  Board  had  hoped  to  have  elected  during  the  last  year. 
Plans  comprising  all  the  improvements  which  the  experience  of  this 
and  other  Asylums  have  suggested,  had  been  prepared  by  the  Asylum 
Committee,  and  estimates  procured,  and  the  committee  authorised  to 
make  the  necessary  contracts  ;  but  in  consequence  of  the  high  price 
of  building,  together  with  some  accidental  causes  of  delay,  they  were 
reluctantly  compelled  to  postpone  the  work  for  another  year. 

This  Board  still  hope  to  have  the  much  wanted  addition  completed 
and  ready  for  the  reception  of  patients  by  the  next  autumn. 

The  New- York  Hospital  has  received  during  the  year  1835,  from 
the  annuity  granted  by  the  State,  from  the  United  States  for  compen- 
sation for  the  board  of  sick  and  disabled  seamen,  from  pay  patients, 
for  library  tickets  to  medical  students,  subscriptions  of  members  arid 
articles  sold,  thirty-three  thousand  six  hundred  and  thirty-eight  dollars, 
eighty-seven  cents. 

During  the  same  year  there  has  been  paid  for  the  support  of  the 
Hospital,  repairs,  medicines,  surgical  instruments,  books,  and  contin- 
gent expenses,  twenty-seven  thousand  six  hundred  and  forty-seven 
dollars,  ninety-one  cents,  shewing  an  excess  of  receipts  above  expendi- 
tures for  this  establishment,  of  five  thousand  nine  hundred  and  ninety 
dollars,  ninety-six  cents. 

During  the  year  1835,  the  Blcomingdale  Asylum  has  received  from 
the  State  annuity,  from  the  board  of  pay  patients,  and  from  articles 
sold,  thirty-four  thousand  eight  hundred  and  nine  dollars,  sixty- 
eight  cents. 

During  the  same  year  there  has  been  paid  on  account  of  the  estab- 
lishment for  its  support,  and  the  salaries  of  the  physician  and  officers, 
and  the  wages  of  servants,  for  payment  of  interest  on  its  debts,  and 
increase  of  the  sinking  fund  provided  for  the  liquidation  of  the  prin- 
cipal, the  sum  of  thirty-eight  thousand  four  hundred  and  eighty-two 
dollars,  forty-three  cents,  shewing  a  balance  against  the  Asylum  of 


three  thousand  six  hundred  and  seventy-two  dollars,  seventy-five 
cents.  If,  however,  the  amount  of  three  thousand  thirty  dollars,  paid 
to  the  Commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund,  and  productively  invested, 
be  deducted,  the  excess  of  payments  for  the  support  of  this  establish- 
ment over  the  income  for  the  year,  will  be  six  hundred  and  forty- 
two  dollars,  seventy-five  cents. 

The  outstanding  debts  due  the  Asylum  for  board  of  patients, 
amount  to  ten  thousand  six  hundred  and  twenty-nine  dollars,  six 
cents,  all  of  which  except  about  eight  hundred  dollars,  will  probably 
be  collected  without  difficulty. 

The  amount  of  board  for  patients  at  the  Asylum,  earned  and 
charged  during  the  year,  is  twenty-seven  thousand  two  hundred  and 
thirty-two  dollars,  forty-three  cents.  The  whole  amount  of  expenditures 
for  the  support  of  the  Institution,  excluding  the  amount  paid  for  in- 
terest on  its  debt,  and  the  amount  paid  over  in  aid  of  the  sinking 
fund,  is  twenty-seven  thousand  two  hundred  and  thirty-nine  dollars, 
thirty-one  cents,  shewing  an  excess  in  favour  o*f  the  establishment  of 
six  dollars  eighty-eight  cents. 

The  whole  amount  of  debt  due  by  this  corporation  on  the  31st  of 
December,  1835,  (exclusive  of  a  temporary  debt  to  the  Fulton  Bank 
of  twenty-five  hundred  and  twenty-nine  dollars,  paid  off  a  few  days 
after  the  date  above  mentioned,)  is  the  same  as  stated  in  the  last 
year's  Report,  being  one  hundred  and  thirty-seven  thousand  dollars, 
borrowed  on  bond  and  mortgage,  for  the  purchase  of  ground  and 
erection  of  buildings  at  Bloomingdale,  on  terms  by  which  the  pay- 
ment of  any  portion  of  the  principal  is  irredeemable  for  some  years, 
without  the  consent  of  the  lenders. 

The  sinking  fund  provided  for  the  payment  of  this  debt,  when  it 
becomes  due  in  1838  and  1840,  amounted  on  the  last  day  of  De- 
cember, 1835,  to  ninety-seven  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifty-one 
dollars,  twenty-four  cents,  invested  in  stock  of  the  Bank  of  America, 
certificates  of  the  Life  Insurance  and  Trust  Company,  and  bonds  and 
mortgages  on  real  estate  in  the  City  of  New- York. 

The  increase  of  the  sinking  fund  during  the  year,  amounts  to  forty- 
nine  thousand  and  forty-five  dollars  and  sixty-eight  cents ;  of  which 
sum,  a  part  amounting  to  six  thousand  four  hundred  and  seventy- 
seven  dollars,  eight  cents,  arose  from  interest  of  the  fund  itself,  and 
the  savings  and  appropriations  of  this  corporation  out  of  its  ordinary 


incoine.  The  remainJer,  amounting  to  forty-two  thousand  five  hun- 
dred and  sixty-eight  dollars,  sixty  cents,  was  added  out  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  of  a  portion  of  the  Asylum  lands  at  Bloomingdale. 

This  land  consisted  of  about  thirty-eight  acres,  being  the  southern 
part  of  the  lands  originally  purchased  for  the  farm  and  grounds  of 
the  Asylum.  As  this  tract  was  not  needed  for  the  grounds  and  gar- 
den, the  remaining  35  acres  surrounding  the  Asylum  being  amply 
sufficient  for  every  purpose  connected  with  the  health  of  the  patients, 
or  the  convenience  and  security  of  the  establishment,  the  board  of 
Governors  were  induced  by  the  sudden  rise  in  value  of  lands  in  that 
vicinity,  to  authorise  the  Asylum  Committee  to  make  this  sale,  which 
was  concluded  during  the  last  summer.  The  result  was  highly  satis- 
factory, and  this  addition  to  the  sinking  fund  now  places  the  extinction 
of  the  Asylum  debt  perfectly  within  the  means  of  this  corporation  as 
soon  as  the  debt  becomes  payable. 

The  board  of  Governors  have  every  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the 
general  condition  of  the  Hospital  and  Asylum,  as  well  as  with  the 
ability  and  fidelity  of  the  physicians  and  officers,  and  the  regular  at- 
tention of  the  several  committees  of  management  and  inspection, 
upon  whose  faithful  and  constant  supervision,  the  good  order  and 
economy  of  the  Institution  must  very  much  depend. 

Believing  that  an  immense  amount  of  human  misery  and  suffer- 
ing is  annually  relieved  by  these  establishments,  at  a  comparatively 
very  small  charge  upon  the  community,  they  confidently  recommend 
them  to  the  continued  favour  and  patronage  of  the  Legislature.

TO     THE     LEGISLATURE      OF     THE      STATE      OF       NEW-YORK,    THE 
GOVERNORS  OF  THE  NEW- YORK  HOSPITAL  RESPECTFULLY 

REPORT, 

That  during  the  year  1836,  there  have  been  1987  patients  admit- 
ted into  the  hospital  in  the  city  of  New-York,  who  with  the  189 
remaining  there  on  the  last  day  of  the  year,  1835,  make  2176  persons 
who  have  received  the  benefits  of  the  Institution  during  the  year  last 
past ;  a  larger  number  than  usual,  being  175  more  than  in  the  year 
preceding,  and  261  more  than  in  the  year  1834. 

Out  of  this  number  of  2176  patients,  there  have  been  cured  1503  ; 
relieved  122  ;  discharged  at  their  own  request  101 ;  and  as  improper 
objects  for  the  Hospital  15  ;  there  have  eloped  or  have  been  discharged 
as  disorderly  25 ;  died  197  ;  and  there  remained  213  patients  in  the 
Hospital  at  the  end  of  the  last  year. 

The  above  numbers  do  not  include  the  Insane  Patients  in  the 
Bloomingdale  Asylum,  of  whom  during  the  last  year  121  have  been 
admitted,  who  with  144  remaining  in  the  establishment,  on  the  31st 
December,  1835,  make  265  persons  who  have  received  the  benefits  of 
that  establishment  during  the  past  year.  The  number  of  admissions 
is  something  smaller  than  in  the  year  preceding,  but  there  has  been 
throughout  the  whole  year  1836  a  larger  average  number  of  patients 
than  have  been  under  the  care  of  the  Institution  during  any  one  year 
since  its  establishment. 

Out  of  the  patients  above  enumerated  66  have  been  cured,  26  have 
been  discharged  improved,  16  others  at  the  request  of  their  friends  ;  14 
have  died  ;  1  eloped,  and  142  remained  in  the  Asylum  at  the  close  of 
the  year. 

The  experience  of  the  last  year  presents  similar  results  with  those 
stated  in  reports  of  former  years  from  this  board,  in  regard  to  the  com- 


parative  success  of  the  treatment  of  cases  of  a  few  months  standing 
only,  and  those  which  had  existed  and  had  been  neglected  for  a  longer 
time.  Out  of  69  recent  cases  admitted,  56  have  been  cured  and  dis- 
charged ;  and  of  the  recent  cases  remaining  in  the  house  after  January 
1st,  1837,  the  recovery  of  12  others  is  considered  already  established. 
This  will  present  the  striking  and  gratifying  result  of  ninety-eight  per 
cent  of  recoveries  on  the  whole  number  of  recent  cases  admitted  during 
the  year.  Out  of  196  old  cases,  including  many  of  very  long  standing, 
ten  only  have  been  completely  restored,  and  25  others  were  discharged 
improved. 

The  difficulty  of  classifying  the  female  patients,  and  so  preventing 
the  quiet  and  convalescent  from  being  disturbed  by  the  more  violent,  as 
long  as  all  inhabited  the  same  building,  though  in  different  stories  of 
it,  has  long  impressed  the  Governors,  with  the  importance  of  having  a 
detached  building  for  certain  classes  of  the  female  patients,  similar  to 
the  one  erected  some  years  ago,  and  found  of  the  greatest  utility  for 
several  classes  of  the  male  patients. 

After  numerous  delays,  arising  from  different  circumstances,  the 
building  was  commenced  during  the  last  year,  and  will,  it  is  trusted,  be 
ready  for  occupation  be f. ire  the  1st  of  May. 

About  ten  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  were  expended  upon  it 
during  the  year,  and  the  whole  additional  estimated  cost  for  its  com- 
pletion and  furniture,  is  about  ten  thousand  dollars. 

It  will  contain  accommodation  for  about  forty  patients,  together  with 
room  for  washing  and  other  domestic  purposes  of  the  establishment. 
It  is  sixty-six  feet  in  length,  thirty-eight  feet  in  width,  two  stories  high 
above  the  basement,  and  substantially  built  of  stone  and  brick  of  the 
best  materials,  and  upon  a  plan  in  which  all  the  various  improve- 
ments suggested  by  the  experience  of  this  and  other  establishments 
have  been  introduced. 

The  New- York  Hospital  has  received  during  the  year  1836,  from 
the  annuity  granted  by  the  State,  from  the  United  States  for  compensa- 
tion for  the  board  of  sick  seamen,  from  pay  patients,  library  tickets  to 
medical  students,  subscriptions  of  members,  and  articles  sold,  the  sum 
of  thirty-five  thousand  seven  hundred  sixty-one  dollars  sixty-two 
cents. 

During  the  same  period  there  has  been  paid  for  the  support  of  the 


Hospital,  salaries,  wages,  repairs,  medicines,  surgical  instruments, 
books,  and  contingent  expenses  of  the  house,  thirty-four  thousand  one 
h  indred  and  thirty-four  dollars,  eleven  cents,  shewing  an  excess  of  re- 
ceipts above  the  ordinary  expenditures  of  sixtejn  hundred  thirty  - 
seven  dollars,  fifty-one  centi. 

Butduring  the  year,  in  addition  to  these  expenditures,  there  was  also 
paid  an  assessment  imposed  for  the  widening  of  Chapel-street,  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  Hospital  grounds,  amounting  to  twenty-five  hundred  and 
sixty-six  dollars,  charged  upon  this  corporation  for  the  improved  value 
of  their  property,  this  making  the  whole  expenditure  amount  to  thirty- 
six  thousand  seven  hundred  dollars,  and  eighteen  cents,  biing  an  ex- 
cess of  payments  above  the  receipts  of  the  Hospital,  of  nine  hundred 
thirty-eight  dollars,  forty-nine  cents. 

During  the  year  1836,  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum  has  received  from 
the  State  annuity,  from  the  board  of  patients,  and  from  articles  sold, 
the  sum  of  forty  thousand  eight  hundred  forty-seven  dollars,  seventeen 
cents. 

During  the  same  year  there  was  paid  for  the  support  of  the  estab- 
lishment, and  the  salaries  of  the  physician  and  officers,  and  wages  of 
nurses  and  servants,  for  payment  of  interest  on  debt  contracted  in  1818, 
for  building  the  Asylum,  and  for  increase  of  the  sinking  fund  provided 
for  the  liquidation  of  the  principal,  the  sum  of  forty-one  thousand  eight 
hundred  twenty-nine  dollars,  seventeen  cents,  shewing  a  balance 
against  the  Asylum  of  nine  hundred  eighty-two  dollars. 

To  this  must  also  be  added  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars,  expended  and  paid  during  the  year  for  the  new  building,  thus 
making  the  whole  excess  of  payments  above  receipts  on  account  of 
this  establishment,  eleven  thousand  four  hundred  eighty-two  dollars. 

The  out-standing  debts  due  to  the  Asylum  for  board  of  patients, 
amount  to  eleven  thousand  nine  hundred  seventy-nine  dollars,  twenty- 
three  cents,  nearly  all  of  which  being  either  due  from  the  cities  and 
towns  of  the  State,  for  their  insane  poor,  or  from  individuals  of  known 
responsibility,  will  be  collected  without  loss. 

The  whole  amount  of  debt  due  by  the  corporation  on  the  last  day  of 
December,  1836,  (exclusive  of  a  temporary  debt  to  the  Fulton  Bank 
of  four  thousand  four  hundred  forty-three  dollars,  fifty-one  cents,  since 
paid)  is  the  same  as  stated  in  the  reports  of  the  three  last  years,  being 


one  hundred  and  thirty-seven  thousand  dollars,  borrowed  on  bond  and 
mortgage,  for  the  purchase  of  land  and  the  erection  of  the  Asylum 
buildings  at  Bloomingdale  in  1818,  on  terms  by  which  any  portion  of 
the  principal  of  the  debt  is  as  yet  irredeemable  without  the  consent  of 
the  lenders. 

The  sinking  fund  provided  for  the  payment  of  this  debt  when  it  be- 
comes due  in  1839  and  1840,  amounted  on  the  last  day  of  December, 
1836,  to  one  hundred  and  eight  thousand  one  hundred  and  sev  ety- 
four  dollars,  twenty-six  cents,  invested  in  certificates  of  the  Life  Insu- 
rance and  Trust  company,  stock  of  the  Bank  of  America,  and  bonds 
and  mortgages  on  real  estate,  within  the  city  of  New- York. 

The  increase  of  the  sinking  fund  during  the  year,  amounts  to  ten 
thousand  two  hundred  and  twenty-three  dollars,  two  cents,  arising 
from  the  accumulation  of  the  interest  of  the  fund  itself,  and  the  ap- 
propriation of  the  annual  excess  of  the  Asylum  annuity  above  the 
amount  of  interest  on  its  debt. 

The  aggregate  receipts  during  the  year  1836  on  account  of  the 
Hospital  and  Bloomingdale  Asylum,  amount  together  to  seventy-six 
thousand  six  hundred  and  eight  dollars,  seventy-nine  cents,  and  the 
expenditures  for  the  support  of  both,  and  in  aid  of  the  sinking  fund, 
amount  to  seventy-five  thousand  nine  hundred  sixty-three  dollars, 
twenty-eight  cents,  being  an  excess  of  receipts  over  the  ordinary  ex- 
penditures of  six  hundred  forty-five  dollars,  fifty-one  cents,  but  it  will 
be  seen  as  herein  before  stated,  that  in  addition  to  the  expenditures 
above  mentioned,  the  sum  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  and  sixty- 
six  dollars,  was  paid  for  an  assessment  on  the  property  of  the  Hospital, 
and  the  further  sum  of  ten  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  towards  the 
erection  of  a  new  building  for  the  accommodation  of  Insane  female 
patients,  making  together  thirteen  thousand  and  sixty-six  dollars,  extra 
expenses,  and  which  added  to  the  amount  of  the  ordinary,  makes  the 
whole  expenditures  amount  to  eighty-nine  thousand  and  twenty-nine 
dollars,  twenty-eight  cents,  being  twelve  thousand  four  hundred  twenty 
dollars,  and  forty-nine  cents  more  than  the  whole  amount  of  actual 
receipts  ;  four  thousand  three  hundred  dollars  of  which  amount  were 
supplied  by  a  loan,  and  the  rest  drawn  from  the  savings  of  former 
years. 

The  books  of  this  institution  have  not  for  some  years  exhibited 


such  an  apparently  unfavorable  balance.  But  whilst  it  is  considered 
that  besides  these  extra  expenses  the  last  was  a  year  of  unusual  ex- 
pense, arising  from  the  greatly  increased  price  of  nearly  all  the  articles 
which  form  the  great  consumption  of  the  Hospital  and  Asylum,  as 
well  as  the  increased  number  of  patients,  it  must  therefore  be  observed 
that  at  the  close  of  the  year  the  good  and  available  debts  due  to  this  cor- 
poration exceeded  the  amount  of  debts  contracted  within  the  year  and 
unpaid  at  the  end  of  it,  by  more  than  seven  thousand  dollars,  and  that 
the  sinking  fund  for  the  extinction  of  the  old  permanent  debt  has  been 
augmented  ten  thousand  two  hundred  dollars. 

In  consequence  of  the  augmented  number  and  frequently  the 
increased  severity  of  the  surgical  cases  in  the  hospital  for  some  time 
past,  the  Governors  have  been  induced  to  enlarge  the  professional  at- 
tendance in  that  department  by  the  addition  of  two  attending 
surgeons  to  the  four  already  appointed,  and  also  by  doubling  the  rest  of 
the  surgical  assistance  by  adding  another  house  surgeon,  to  reside  in 
the  wing,  devoted  to  the  Marine  Department,  with  two  additional 
assistants  for  the  wards  assigned  to  him. 

The  Hospital  and  Asylum  have  been  as  usual  regularly  and 
frequently  visited  during  the  year,  by  the  President,  Vice-President  and 
the  Committees  of  this  board  as  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  ;  and  from 
their  inspection  and  reports,  the  Governors  have  every  reason  to  be 
satisfied  with  the  faithfulness  and  ability  of  the  Physicians,  Surgeons 
and  other  Officers  of  these  important  and  interesting  Institutions.

TO     THE      LEGISLATURE     OF     THE     STATE     OP     NEW    YORK,    THE 
GOVERNORS  OF  THE  NEW- YORK  HOSPITAL  RESPECTFULLY 

REPORT, 

That  during  the  year  1837,  there  have  been  1769  patients  admit- 
ted into  the  hospital  in  the  city  of  New- York,  and  that  213 
remained  there  on  the  31st  December,  1836,  making  in  all  1982 
persons  who  have  received  the  benefits  of  the  Institution  during  the 
year. 

Of  this  number  of  19S2  patients,  there  have  been  cured,  1305  ; 
relieved,  140  ;  discharged  at  their  own  request,  121  ;  and  as  improper 
objects  for  the  Hospital,  24  ;  there  have  eloped,  or  have  been  discharged 
as  disorderly,  15  ;  died,  191  ;  and  there  remained  186  patients  in  the 
Hospital  on  the  31st  December,  1837. 

The  above  numbers  do  not  include  the  Insane  Patients  in  the 
Bloomingdale  Asylum  ;  in  that  establishment  112  patients  have  been 
admitted  during  the  last  year,  who  with  142  remaining  there  on  the 
31st  December,  1836,  make  254  persons  who  have  received  the 
benefits  of  that  Institution  during  the  past  year. 

Of  the  above  number  of  Insane  Patients,  50  have  been  cured  ; 
12  have  been  discharged  improved  ;  32  have  been  discharged  at  the 
request  of  their  friends  ;  13  have  died  ;  2  have  eloped  ;  and  145 
remained  in  the  Asylum  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

The  Annual  Reports  from  this  Board  for  several  years  past,  have 
stated  the  great  success  that  had  attended  the  treatment  of  cases  of  a 
few  months  standing,  compared  with  those  that  had  existed  for  a  long- 
er period.  The  results  of  the  last  year  have  not  been  as  gratifying  as 
some  of  the  former,  but  they  still  confirm  the  importance  of  an  early 
resort  to  suitable  and  proper  treatment  in  all  cases  of  Insanity. 

Of  the  whole  number  of  76  recent  cases  during  the  year,  39  have 


been  completely  restored  and  discharged  ;  and  of  178  old  cases,  11 
only  have  been  cured,  and  10  others  materially  improved. 

The  separate  building  for  a  belter  classification,  and  a  more  perfect 
accommodation  of  tlie  female  patients,  referred  to  in  the  last  annual 
report  as  being  then  under  construction,  was  completed  in  the  month  of 
August  last,  and  it  has  been  found  to  answer  the  beneficial  purposes 
contemplated.  The  violent  and  noisy  female  patients  are  now 
separated  from  the  quiet  and  convalescent,  and  the  comfort  and 
recovery  of  the  latter  thereby  greatly  promoted. 

There  has  been  expended  in  the  erection  and  completion  of  that 
building  the  sum  of  nineteen  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-nine 
dollars  and  forty-four  cents. 

The  New-York  Hospital  has  received  during  the  year  1837,  from 
the  annuity  granted  by  the,  State,  from  the  United  States  for  compen- 
sation for  sick  and  disabled  seamen,  from  pay  patients,  library  tickets 
to  medical  students,  subscriptions  of  members,  and  articles  sold,  the 
sum  of  thirty-six  thousand  five  hundred  and  forty-five  dollars  and  forty- 
six  cents. 

During  the  same  period  there  has  been  paid  for  the  support  of  the 
Hospital,  salaries,  wages,  repairs,  medicines,  surgical  instruments, 
books  and  contingent  expenses  of  the  house,  the  sum  of  thirty-eight 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  ten  dollars  and  thirty-two  cents,  showing 
an  excess  of  expenditures  over  the  ordinary  receipts  of  two  thousand 
two  hundred  and  sixty-four  dollars  and  eighty-six  cents. 

During  the  year  1837,  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum  has  received 
from  the  State  annuity,  from  the  board  of  Patients,  and  from  articles 
sold,  the  sum  of  forty-two  thousand  one  hundred  and  six  dollars 
and  ninety-six  cents. 

During  the  same  year  there  was  paid  for  the  support  of  the  Institu- 
tion, and  the  salaries  of  the  physician  and  officers,  and  wages  of  nurses 
and  servants,  for  interest  on  the  debt  contracted  in  1S18,  for  building 
the  Asylum,  and  for  increase  of  the  sinking  fund  provided  for  the 
redemption  of  the  principal,  the  sum  of  forty-seven  thousand  and  eighty- 
three  dollars  and  eighteen  cents,  being  an  excess  of  expenditures  over 
the  receipts  of  four  thousand  nine  huudred  and  seventy-six  dollars 
and  twenty-two  cents. 


In  addition  to  this  excess  of  expenditure,  there  must  be  added  the  sum 
of  nine  thousand  three  hundred  and  forty-nine  dollars  and  forty-four 
cents,  paid  during  the  year  for  completing  the  new  building  erected  for 
the  accommodation  of  female  patients,  thus  making  the  whole  excess  of 
payments  on  account  of  the  Asylum,  amount  to  fourteen  thousand 
three  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  and  sixty-six  cents. 

The  whole  pnyments  on  account  of  both  the  Hospital  and  the 
Asylum  amount  to  sixteen  thousand  five  hundred  and  ninety  dollars  and 
fifty-two  cents  more  than  the  ordinary  receipts,  in  addition  to  which  a 
temporary  loan  from  the  Fulton  Bank,  of  four  thousand  four  hundred 
and  forty-three  dollars  and  fifty-one  cents,  existing  on  the  3 1st  day  of 
December,  1836,  was  paid  off  during  the  year  1S37,  making  the  whole 
payments  of  every  kind  dining  the  year,  amount  to  twenty-one  thou- 
sand and  thirty-four  dollars  and  three  cents  more  than  the  ordinary 
receipts,  and  for  which  sum  the  Hospital  is  indebted  to  the  New- York 
Life  Insurance  and  Trust  Company,  and  to  the  Fulton  Bank,  having 
borrowed  that  amount  from  these  Institutions  on  temporary  loans. 

The  debts  due  to  the  Asylum  on  the  31st  December,  1837,  for  the 
board  of  patients  amount  to  thirteen  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
thirty-eight  dollars  and  eighty-one  cents,  nearly  all  of  which  it  is 
believed  will  be  collected. 

The  whole  amount  of  debt  due  from  the  corporation  on  the  31st 
December,  1837,  exclusive  of  the  temporary  loan  of  twenty-one  thou- 
sand and  thirty-four  dollars  and  three  cents  before  mentioned,  is  the 
same  as  stated  in  the  reports  of  the  last  four  years,  being  one  hundred 
and  thirty-seven  thousand  dollars,  borrowed  on  bond  and  mortgage, 
in  the  year  1818,  for  the  purchase  of  land  and  the  erection  of  the  Asylum 
buildings  at  Bloomingdale,  the  bonds  for  which  debt  will  become  due 
in  1838  and  1840. 

The  sinking  fund  provided  for  the  payment  of  the  debt  when  it 
becomes  due,  amounted  on  the  31st  December,  1837,  to  one  hundred 
and  fourteen  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-four  dollars  and  nine 
cents,  invested  in  certificates  of  the  New- York  Life  Insurance  and  Trust 
Company,  Stock  of  the  Bank  of  America,  and  bonds  and  mortgages, 
on  Real  Estate  within  the  city  of  New- York. 

The  increase  of  the  sinking  fund  during  the  year,  amounts  to  six 
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thousand  seven  hundred  and  forty-nine  dollars  and  eighty-three  cents, 
arising  from  the  interest  received  on  the  fund  itself,  and  the  appropria- 
tion of  the  excess  of  the  Asylum  annuity  above  the  amount  of  the 
annual  interest  on  its  debt. 

The  aggregate  receipts  during  the  year  1837  on  account  of  the 
Hospital  and  Bloomingdale  Asylum,  amount,  together  to  the  sum  of 
seventy-eight  thousand  six  hundred  and  fifty-two  dollars  and  forty-two 
cents,  and  the  expenditures  for  the  support  of  both  and  in  aid  of  the 
sinking  fund,  amount  to  eighty-five  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety- 
three  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  but  there  have  been  extra  payments  during 
the  year  amounting  to  thirteen  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-two 
dollars  and  ninety-five  cents,  as  herein  before  stated,  which  added  to 
the  expenses  for  ordinary  purposes,  makes  the  whole  expenditures 
of  the  corporation  for  the  year,  amount  to  ninety-nine  thousand  six 
hundred  and  eighty-six  dollars  and  forty-five  cents,  being  twenty-one 
thousand  and  thirty-four  dollars  and  three  cents  more  than  the  receipts 
from  ordinary  sources. 

It  will  be  seen,  however,  that  the  amount  expended  in  erecting  the 
new  building  for  the  more  perfect  accommodation  of  the  Insane 
female  patients,  at  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum,  is  nearly  equal  to  the 
amount  of  the  increase  or  excess  of  expenditures  at  the  close  of  the 
year,  and  although  the  Governors  regret  the  necessity  that  existed  for 
this  extra  expense,  they  are  fully  satisfied  that  it  was  called  for,  and 
the  improvement  required  by  a  proper  regard  for  the  comfort  and  wel- 
fare of  the  patients,  and  they  trust  that  the  necessity  of  a  proper 
economy  is  felt  in  order  to  provide  for  an  early  redemption  of  the 
debt. 

The  surgical  and  medical  departments  of  the  Hospital  are  under  the 
immediate  charge  of  six  Surgeons  and  four  Physicians  of  high  stand- 
ing, and  professional  skill  and  reputation,  who  have  generally  during 
the  year,  faithfully  and  assiduously  discharged  their  duties  to  the 
Institution. 

During  the  last  year  the  Physician  to  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum 
and  the  Warden  and  Matron  of  that  establishment,  resigned  their 
respective  offices,  and  other  persons,  who  the  Governors  believe  to  be 
very  suitable  and  well  qualified,  have  been  appointed  in  their  place. 


The  Hospital  and  Asylum  have  been  regularly  and  frequently 
visited  during-  the  year,  by  the  President,  Vice-President,  and  the  Com- 
mittees of  this  Board  as  required  by  the  by-laws,  and  the  Governors 
are  gratified  in  expressing  their  belief  that  the  important  duties  of  the 
Physicians,  Surgeons,  and  other  officers  of  these  useful  and  interesting 
Institutions  have  been  faithfully  and  ably  discharged.

TO      THE      LEGISLATURE      OF      THE      STATE      OF      NEW-YORK      THE 
GOVERNORS  OF  THE  NEW-YORK  HOSPITAL  RESPECTFULLY 

REPORT: 

That  the  whole  number  of  patients  ad  mil  ted  into  the  Hospital  in 
the  city  of  New-York  in  the  year  1S38,  was  1774  ;  which,  with  186 
remaining  at  the  close  of  1837,  form  a  total  of  1960  persons,  who  have 
received  medical  and  surgical  treatment,  and  the  other  benefits  of  the 
Institution  during  the  year.

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  Governors  present  the  following  state- 
ment of  Insane  patients,  under  their  charge  in  the  Bloomingdale 
Asylum. 

In  that  establishment  122  patients  have  been  admitted,  who  with 
145  remaining  at  the  close  of  1837,  makes  267  persons  under  treat- 
ment during  the  last  year.

The  comparative  results  of  the  treatment  during  the  last  year,  of  re- 
cent cases  of  Insanity,  and  of  those  of  longer  standing,  confirm  the 
Board  in  the  opinion  formerly  expressed,  of  the  much  greater  chance  of 
success  in  the  former,  than  in  the  latter,  and  leads  them  again  to  urge 
the  solemn  duty  of  securing  at  an  early  period  the  advantages  that  this 
Asylum  affords  for  the  interesting  subjects  of  this  calamitous  visitation. 
Of  the  whole  number  of  seventy-three  cases  of  recent  insanity  from  va- 
rious causes,  discharged  during  the  year,  62  recovered,  3  were  dischar- 
ged improved,  2  by  request,  and  6  died,  and  of  56  old  cases,  11  only 
recovered,  19  were  discharged  improved,  10  by  request,  1  eloped,  and 
15  died. 

The  receipts  of  the  Hospital  in  the  city  during  the  year  1S38,  from 
the  annuity  granted  by  the  state,  from  the  United  States  for  sick  and 
disabled  seamen,  for  board  of  pay  patients,  tickets  to  medical  students, 
articles  sold,  and  members  subscriptions,  amounted  to  the  sum  of  thirty- 
four  thousand,  one  hundred  and  twenty-four  dollars  and  eighty-five 
cents. 

During  the  same  period  there  has  been  paid,  for  the  support  of  the 
Hospital,  salaries,  wages,  repairs,  medicines,  surgical  instruments,  and 
contingent  expenses,  thirty-two  thousand  four  hundred  and  twenty- 
three  dollars  and  fourteen  cents,  being  an  excess  of  receipts  over  pay- 
ments, of  seventeen  hundred  and  one  dollars  and  seventy-one  cents. 
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The  receipts  of  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum  in  the  year  1838,  from  the 
state  annuity,  board  of  patients,  and  articles  sold,  amounted  to  forty- 
Beven  thousand  four  hundred  and  ninety-five  dollars  and  seventy-two 
cents  ;  and  the  payments  during  the  same  period  to  forty-nine  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  twenty-two  dollars  and  nineteen  cents  ;  showing 
an  excess  of  payments  over  the  receipts  of  that  establishment,  of  two 
thousand  two  hundred  and  twenty  six  dollars  and  forty-seven  cents. 

In  the  foregoing  statements  of  payments  for  the  Bloomingdale 
Asylum,  are  included  a  debt  which  was  due  to  the  Fulton  Bank,  31st 
December,  1837,  of  six  thousand  nine  hundred  and  forty-eight  dollars 
and  fifty  cents,  the  annual  interest  on  the  debt  contracted  for  the  erec- 
tion of  the  Asylum  buildings,  nine  thousand  six  hundred  and  forty- 
four  dollars  and  seventy-one  cents,  and  a  contribution  to  the  sinking 
fund  provided  for  the  payment  of  the  principal,  one  thousand  four  hun- 
dred and  one  dollars  and  thirty-eight  cents. 

The  outstanding  debts  due  to  the  Asylum,  for  the  board  of  patients, 
on  the  31st  December,  1838,  amounted  to  ten  thousand  five  hundred 
and  fifty-nine  dollars  and  thirty-six  cents,  all  of  which  are  supposed  to 
be  good. 

The  sinking  Fund  amounted  on  31st  December,  1S38,  to  one  hun- 
dred and  eleven  thousand  three  hundred  and  eighty  dollars  and  eighty 
cents,  invested  in  certificates  of  the  New- York  Life  Insurance  and 
Trust  Company,  stock  of  the  Bank  of  America,  and  Bonds  and  Mort- 
gages. There  has  been  added  to  the  Sinking  Fund  during  the  year 
the  sum  of  eight  thousand  six  hundred  and  thirty-four  dollars  and  fif- 
teen cents,  and  on  the  other  hand,  the  sum  of  twelve  thousand  one 
hundred  and  seventy-seven  dollars  and  forty-four  cents,  has  been  with- 
drawn from  the  fund,  and  applied  in  payment  on  account  of  the  debt 
due  from  the  Institution  for  the  redemption  of  which  the  Sinking  Fund 
was  established.  The  debts  of  the  Institution  chargeable  to  that  fund, 
amount  to  one  hundred  and  twenty-four  thousand  eight  hundred  and 


twenty-two  dollars  and  fifty-six  cents  ;  in  addition  to  which,  the  Hos- 
pital is  indebted,  on  temporary  Loan,  to  the  New- York  Life  Insurance 
and  Trust  Company,  fifteen  thousand  dollars. 

The  receipts  during  the  year  1838,  from  all  sources,  on  account  of 
the  Hospital  in  Town,  and  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum,  including  the 
sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  received  on  loan  during  the  year,  from  the 
Life  Insurance  and  Trust  Company,  amounted  to  eighty-six  thousand 
six  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  and  fifty-seven  cents  ;  and  the  pay- 
ments during  the  same  year,  including  the  debt  of  eleven  thousand 
and  thirty-four  dollars  and  three  cents  due  to  the  Fulton  Bank,  at  the 
close  of  the  year  1337,  amounted  to  eighty-five  thousand  two  hundred 
and  forty-three  dollars  and  forty-six  cents. 

The  surgical  and  medical  departments  of  the  Hospital,  continue  un- 
der the  charge  of  six  Surgeons  and  four  Physicians  ;  who  have  faith- 
fully devoted  their  high  professional  talents  and  valuable  experience  to 
the  cure  or  relief  of  the  unfortunate  objects  of  their  care  ;  and  the  Gov- 
ernors would  also  bear  favorable  testimony  to  the  fidelity  of  the  Super- 
intendant  and  other  officers  of  the  Establishment. 

The  Bloomingdale  Asylum  is  under  the  immediate  charge  of  a  resi- 
dent Physician,  Warden  and  Matron,  who  continue  to  discharge  their 
respective  duties  in  the  most  commendable  manner,  under  the  super- 
vision of  a  standing  committee  of  six  members  of  the  Board. 

The  earnest  desire  of  the  Governors,  has  been  to  discharge  their  trust 

by  expending  the  funds  accruing  to  the  Hospital  from  the  munificence 

of  the  State  and  from  other  sources,  economically  and  judiciously,  so 

as  to  alleviate  the  greatest  possible  amount  of  misery,  whether  arising 

from  infirmities  of  body  or  of  mind  ;  and  they  confidently  hope  that 

the  Institution  will  continue  to  merit  the  distinguished  favor  of  the 

Legislature  and  of  the  community.

GOVERNORS    OF     THE     NEW-YORK     HOSPITAL     RESPECTFULLY 

REPORT: 

That  two  thousand  and  forty-one  persons  have  received  medical 
and  surgical  treatment,  and  the  other  benefits  of  the  Institution,  du- 
ring the  year  1839.  Of  this  number  one  hundred  and  seventy-seven 
remained  in  the  Hospital,  at  the  close  of  the  year  1838,  and  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-four  were  admitted  during  the  course  of  the  year 
1839.

In  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum,  one  hundred  and  thirteen  patients 
have  been  admitted  during  the  year  1839,  who,  with  one  hundred 
and  thirty-eight  remaining  at  the  close  of  the  year  1838,  makes  two 
hundred  and  fifty  one  cases  of  Insanity,  treated  in  that  Institution 
during  the  past  year.

The  whole  number  of  cases  of  recent  insanity,  discharged  during 
the  year,  were  62.  Of  these  52  were  recovered,  4  improved,  and 
6  died.  Of  63  old  cases,  16  only  were  recovered,  28  were  discharged 
improved,  11  discharged  by  request  of  friends,  and  8  died.  These  re- 
sults go  in  confirmation  of  all  former  experience,  to  show  the  urgent 
necessity  of  giving  the  subjects  of  this  terrible  affliction,  the  benefits 
afforded  by  this  Institution  without  delay. 

The  receipts  of  the  Hospital  in  the  city  during  the  year  1839,  from 
the  annuity  granted  by  the  state,  from  the  United  States  for  sick 
and  disabled  seamen,  for  board  of  patients,  tickets  to  medical  stu- 
dents, and  articles  sold,  amounted  to  the  sum  of  thirty-three  thousand 
six  hundred  and  thirty-nine  dollars  and  ninety-two  cents.  During 
the  same  period  there  has  been  paid  for  the  support  of  the  Hospital, 
salaries,  wages,  repairs,  medicines,  surgical  instruments,  and  contin- 
gent expenses,  thirty-three  thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirty-six  dol- 
lars and  fifty-four  cents ;  being  an  excess  of  payments  over  receipts  of 
two  hundred  and  ninety-six  dollars  and  sixty-two  cents. 

The  receipts  of  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum  in  the  year  1839,  from 
the  state  annuity,  board  of  patients,  and  articles  sold,  amounted  to 
forty-eight  thousand  four  hundred  and  sixty-seven  dollars  and  five 
cents,  and  the  payments  during  the  same  period,  to  forty-eight  thou- 
sand five  hundred  and  twenty-nine  dollars  and  seventy-eight  cents  ; 


showing  an  excess  of  payments  over  the  receipts  of  that  establishment 
of  sixty-two  dollars  and  seventy-three  cents. 

The  foregoing  payments  for  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum,  include 
eight  thousand  four  hundred  and  thirty-nine  dollars  for  the  annual 
interest  on  the  debt  contracted  for  the  erection  of  the  Asylum  build- 
ings, three  thousand  dollars  contributed  to  the  sinking  fund  provided 
for  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  that  debt,  and  one  hunched  and 
fifty-five  dollars  and  seventeen  cents,  expense  of  foreclosing  a  mort- 
gage. 

The  outstanding  debts  due  to  the  Asylum,  for  the  board  of  patients, 
amounted  on  the  31st  December,  1839.  to  nine  thousand  five  hundred 
and  fifty-nine  dollars  and  seventeen  cents. 

The  Sinking  Fund  on  the  31st  December,  1839,  amounted  to  one 
hundred  thousand  two  hundred  and  three  dollars  and  five  cents,  in- 
vested in  certificates  of  depo.-ite,  with  the  New- York  Life  Insurance 
and  Trust  Company,  in  Bonds  and  Mortgages,  and  in  land  at  Bloom- 
ingdale, heretofore  sold,  and  recently  bought  in,  under  foreclosure  of 
the  Mortgage.

There  has  been  added  to  the  Sinking  Fund,  during  the  year,  thir- 
teen thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty  dollars  and  forty-five  cents, 
and  there  has  been  withdrawn  twenty-four  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  thirty-eight  dollars  and  twenty  cents,  which  has  been  applied  in 
payment  on  account  of  the  debts  due  from  the  Institution,  and  for  the 
redemption  of  which  the  Sinking  Fund  was  established. 

The  remaining  debt  chargeable  to  that  fund,  amounts  to  one  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars,  and  is  not  yet  due.  The  Ho.-pital  is  also  in- 
debted fifteen  thousand  dollars  for  a  temporary  loan,  from  the  New- 
York   Life  Insurance  and  Trust  Company. 


The  receipts  during  the  year  1839  from  all  sources,  on  account  of 
the  Hospital  and  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum,  including  one  thousand 
three  hundred  and  seventy-seven  dollars  and  eleven  cents,  a  balance 
which  remained  in  the  Fulton  Bank,  amounted  to  eighty-three  thou- 
sand four  hundred  and  eighty-four  dollars  and  eight  cents,  and  the 
payments  during  the  same  year,  including  three  thousand  dollars  con- 
tributed to  the  Sinking  Fund,  amounted  to  eighty-two  thousand  four 
hundred  and  sixty-six  dollars  and  thirty-two  cents  ;  leaving  a  balance 
of  one  thousand  and  seventeen  dollars  and  seventy-six  cents  in  the 
Fulton  Bank,  on  the  31st  December,  1839. 

The  surgical  and  medical  departments  of  the  Hospital  are  under 
the  charge  of  six  Surgeons  and  four  Physicians  of  eminent  standing, 
who  have  faithfully  devoted  their  great  professional  abilities  and  learn- 
ing to  the  cure  and  relief  of  the  unfortunate  objects  of  their  care. 

The  Superintendent  and  other  officers  of  the  Hospital,  have  dis- 
charged their  duties  with  approved  fidelity.  The  Physician,  "Warden, 
and  Matron  of  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum  continue  to  discharge  their 
respective  duties  very  acceptably  to  the  standing  committee,  entrusted 
with  the  more  particular  management  and  supervision  of  that  Institu- 
tion. 

A  commissioner  appointed  by  a  resolution  of  the  House  of  Assembly, 
has  recently  investigated  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital.  Every  facility  for 
conducting  the  enquiry,  was  cheerfully  afforded  to  the  Commissioner, 
and  it  is  hoped  the  condition  and  management  of  the  Institution,  will 
prove  satisfactory  to  the  Assembly. 

In  conclusion,  the  Governors  of  the  Institution,  beg  leave  to  assure 
the  Legislature,  that  they  feel  it  a  sacred  duty  to  administer  the  funds 


derived  from  the  bounty  of  the  State,  and  from  other  sources,  with  a 
strict  regard  to  economy,  and  that  they  constantly  endeavor  so  to  ap- 
ply them,  as  to  relieve  the  greatest  possible  amount  of  human  suffer- 
ing, and  trust,  that  by  a  faithful  devotion  to  their  charge,  they  shall 
merit  the  approbation  of  the  Legislature,  and  engage  the  continued 
co-operation  of  their  fellow  citizens.

TO      THE       LEGISLATURE     OF     THE      STATE      OF      NEW-YORK,     THE 
GOVERNORS     OF     THE     NEW-YORK     HOSPITAL    RESPECTFULLY 

REPORT: 

That  they  have  given,  to  the  Institution  their  careful  and  con- 
stant attention  during  the  past  year,  and  they  are  gratified  in  being 
able  to  state,  that  the  Hospital  in  the  city,  which  is  wholly  for  medical 
and  surgical  patients,  and  also  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum  for  the 
Insane,  are  both  in  a  condition  that  enables  them  to  subserve  in  an 
eminent  degree,  the  important  and  interesting  objects  for  which  they 
were  established.  The  Governors  therefore  are  pleased  to  believe, 
that  the  facts  communicated  by  this  report,  will  prove  satisfactory 
to  the  Legislature. 


THE  NEW-YORK  HOSPITAL. 

The  utility  and  importance  of  the  New- York  Hospital,  can  only 
be  properly  appreciated  by  those  who  witness  the  number  and 
description  of  persons,  who  daily  apply  to  it  for  admission  and  relief. 
Besides  the  great  number  of  sick  persons  who  become  patients  in 
the  Institution,  many  of  whom  have  acute  and  dangerous  disorders, 


there  are  also  a  large  number  and  variety  of  surgical  cases,  which 
require  the  immediate  care  and  best  skill  of  experienced  surgeons. 

Not  a  day  passes  but  some  accident  occurs  in  the  city  or  its 
environs,  and  generally  to  persons  whose  circumstances  do  not 
permit  the  employment  of  a  surgeon  at  their  own  dwelling.  Resort 
therefore  is  immediately  had  to  the  New- York  Hospital,  in  cases  of 
severe  burns,  dislocations,  dangerous  fractures,  contusions;  bruises, 
frost  bitten  limbs,  &c.,  and  persons  thus  afflicted,  are  the  constant 
recipients  of  this  noble  charity,  the  doors  of  which  are  at  all  times 
open  to  the  unfortunate  claiming  its  aid. 

The  central  position  of  this  Hospital  and  the  easy  access  to  it  from 
all  parts  of  the  city,  are  circumstances  of  great  importance  to  the 
whole  population,  but  particularly  to  those  most  interested  in  the 
benefits  to  be  derived  from  the  skill  and  experience  of  the  attending 
physicians  and  surgeons. 

The  number  of  patients  remaining  in  the  Hospital  in  the  city,  at 
the  close  of  the  year  1839,  was  one  hundred  and  seventy-four,  and 
there  were  admitted  during  the  year  last  past,  seventeen  hundred 
and  ninety-seven  patients,  making  together,  nineteen  hundred  and 
seventy-one  persons  who  have  received  the  benefits  of  the  Institution 
in  the  course  of  the  year.

The  Sinking  Fund  belonging  to  the  Hospital,  amounted  on  the 
31st  December,  1840,  to  $102,599  77,  invested  by  deposite  in  the 
New- York  Life  Insurance  and  Trust  Company,  in  bonds  and  mort- 
gages, and  in  land  in  Bloomingdale,  exclusive  of  the  Asylum 
grounds. 

The  debt  for  the  extinguishment  of  which  the  sinking  fund  was 
established,  amounted  to  $100,000,  one  half  of  which  will  become 
due  within  the  present  year,  and  the  remainder  in  the  year  1843. 
The  Hospital  is  also  indebted  $15,000  for  a  temporary  loan  from  the 
New- York  Life  Insurance  and  Trust  Company. 

Since  their  last  report  to  the  Legislature,  the  Governors  have 
deemed  it  necessary  and  expedient,  to  increase  the  accommodation  for 
medical  and  surgical  patients,  at  the  Hospital  in  the  city,  and  they 
have  accordingly  undertaken  to  erect  a  new  wing  to  the  Hospital,  on 
the  north  of  the  main  building,  and  on  a  parallel  line  with  the  other 
wing,  which  is  now  appropriated  to  sick  and  disabled  seamen,  termed 
the  Marine  Department. 

The  new  building  is  93  feet  in  length,  63  feet  in  width,  and  three 
stories  high,  exclusive  of  the  cellar  or  basement  story.  The  materi- 
als are  of  the  best  quality  of  blue  granite  and  Connecticut  sand 
stone,  and  the  building  is  now  under  roof,  and  will  be  completed 
on  or  before  the  1st  of  October  next,  when  it  will  be  opened  for 
the  reception  of  patients.  It  is  calculated  to  accommodate,  in  the 
most  suitable  and  comfortable  manner,  about  ninety  patients,  and 
the  cost  of  the  whole  structure  will  amount  to  about  fifty  thousand 
dollars,  to  defray  which,  the  principal  part  of  the  money  will  be  bor- 
rowed on  the  security  of  the  real  estate  belonging  to  the  Institution. 

The  building,  it  is  confidently  believed,  will  prove  to  be  a  valuable 
and  important  addition  to  the  institution,  both  in  reference  to  the  ad- 


ditional  number  of  patients  that  can  be  accommodated,  and  also  in 
regard  to  the  means  that  will  be  thus  afforded  for  a  proper  classifica- 
tion of  the  patients,  and  a  separation  of  those  who  are  laboring  under 
diseases  that  are  in  some  degree  contagious  ;  such  as  erysipelas,  typhus 
and  other  malignant  fevers,  &c. 

The  Governors  have  also  made  an  important  improvement  in  fit- 
ting up  a  building  for  post-mortem  examinations,  and  for  the  delivery 
of  lectures  on  the  facts  thus  disclosed.  The  building  will  also  ac- 
commodate the  Coroner  and  his  Jury,  in  cases  of  sudden  death  in  the 
Hospital,  which  properly  come  under  his  supervision. 

There  are  also  in  the  building,  a  gallery  and  other  suitable  ar- 
rangements for  a  Museum  of  preserved  specimens,  for  the  instruction 
and  information  of  medical  students  and  others. 

The  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  being  four  of  the  former  and  six  of 
the  latter,  who  have  the  care  of  the  medical  and  surgical  patients  in 
the  Hospital,  are  gentlemen  of  the  first  standing  in  their  profession, 
and  have  faithfully  discharged  the  important  duties  committed  to 
their  trust. 

The  Hospital  is  regularly  visited  by  a  Committee  of  three  of  the 
Governors,  twice  in  each  week  during  the  year,  for  the  purpose  of 
receiving  patients  who  apply  for  relief.  This  Committee  is  also  au- 
thorized to  enforce  a  strict  observance  of  the  By-Laws,  and  to  direct 
the  Superintendent,  and  other  persons  employed  in  the  establish- 
ment, in  any  matter  relative  to  the  good  order  of  the  houses,  and 
the  comfort  and  proper  attention  due  to  the  patients. 

There  is  also  a  Committee,  consisting  of  two  of  the  Governors, 
who  make  weekly  visits  of  inspection  at  the  Hospital,  and  examine 
all  the  wards,  halls  and  apartments  in  both  houses,  whose  duty  it  is 
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to  see  that  the  beds  and  bedding  are  clean  and  in  good  order,  the 
rooms  and  floors,  with  every  part  of  the  premises  kept  clean,  and 
free  from  all  offensive  matter,  and  that  the  bread  and  provisions  ser- 
ved to  the  patients  are  of  good  and  wholesome  quality,  and  especially 
whether  the  patients  are  well  used  and  attended  to  by  the  nurses,  and 
regularly  visited  and  attended  by  the  physicians  and  surgeons. 


THE  BLOOMINGDALE  ASYLUM. 

The  number  of  patients  remaining  in  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum 
on  the  31st  December,  1839,  was  one  hundred  and  twenty-six  ;  and 
there  were  admitted  during  the  last  year,  one  hundred  and  thirteen, 
making  together  two  hundred  and  thirty-nine  persons  who  have  been 
under  treatment  in  the  Asylum  during  the  year  1840.

By  a  comparison  of  the  number  of  recent  cases  of  insanity,  with 
those  of  longer  standing  before  the  patients  entered  the  Asylum,  it  is 
manifest  that  the  result  is  greatly  in  favor  of  the  former ;  and  al- 
though this  important  fact  has  been  repeatedly  presented  in  former 
reports  to  the  Legislature,  the  Governors  deem  it  proper  to  refer  to  it 
again  at  this  time,  and  to  state  that  their  experience  and  observation 
have  abundantly  confirmed  the  importance  of  placing  in  the  Asylum 


as  early  as  practicable  after  the  symptoms  appear,  all  those  who  shall 
be  so  unfortunate  as  to  *be  visited  with  this  dreadful  affliction. 

The  former,  but  now  exploded  treatment  of  the  insane,  was  a  re- 
proach to  humanity,  and  to  the  just  sympathies  of  mankind.  Res- 
trictions the  most  rigorous  were  then  deemed  necessary  for  those  who 
were  afflicted  with  mental  derangement,  but  happily  it  is  now  ascer- 
tained that  mild  treatment,  recreation,  reading,  and  employment  upon 
diverting  objects,  with  amusements  of  various  kinds,  such  as  riding, 
walking  in  the  open  air,  playing  at  games,  or  on  musical  instruments, 
are  much  better  calculated  to  remove  gloomy  impressions  from  the 
mind,  than  any  course  of  harsh  treatment  whatever. 

That  the  system  of  moral  treatment  which  is  now  in  operation  at 
the  Bloomingdale  Asylum  has  had  a  most  happy  effect  in  calming 
and  controlling  the  excited  and  wandering  minds  of  the  patients,  and 
in  restoring  them  to  reason,  is  abundantly  proved  by  a  reference  to 
the  number  annually  restored  to  society  entirely  cured  of  their 
malady. 

Other  means  of  improvement  in  the  health  and  accommodation  of 
the  patients,  will  be  found  in  the  cleanliness  and  order  observed  at 
the  Asylum,  in  the  excellent  arrangement  and  location  of  the  build- 
ing, the  extent  of  prospect,  and  diversified  views  of  garden,  farm,  and 
wood,  into  which  the  land  is  divided.

Making  an  excess  of  payments  over  receipts  for  Bloomingdale 
Asylum  of  $2,854,03,  which  was  provided  for  from  the  general  fund 
of  the  Hospital. 

The  outstanding  debts  due  to  the  Asylum  on  the  31st  December, 
1840,  amounted  to  $11,062,17,  most  of  which  are  considered  good, 
and  will  no  doubt  be  collected. 

The  Asylum  and  its  inmates  are  placed  by  the  Governors  under 
the  immediate  care  of  a  Physician  of  high  attainments,  and  of  approv- 
ed skill  and  assiduity,  a  Warden  or  Superintendent,  and  a  Matron, 
all  of  whom  reside  in  the  house,  and  are  at  all  times  at  hand  to  grant 
relief  to  the  afflicted,  or  to  restrain  and  compose  the  violent. 

There  is  in  addition  a  standing  committee,  consisting  of  six  Go- 
vernors, who  have  the  whole  supervision  of  the  Asylum  under  their 
care.  Two  of  this  committee  visit  the  Asylum  once  in  each  week, 
and  the  whole   committee  once  in  each  month  :  their  duties  are  to 
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admit  patients  into  the  Asylum,  and  agree  upon  the  terms,  to  see  that 
the  provisions  are  good  and  wholesome,  the  bedding  and  clothing 
comfortable,  the  apartments  throughout  in  good  order,  and  the  medi- 
cal and  moral  treatment  of  the  patients  properly  attended  to,  and  to 
correct  abuses  should  any  exist  in  the  establishment. 

In  conclusion,  the  Governors  take  this  occasion  to  state,  that  it  has 
been  their  constant  and  unremitted  endeavor  to  make  both  the  New- 
York  Hospital  and  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum  eminently  beneficial  to 
the  sick  and  afflicted,  whether  in  body  or  mind,  and  that  they  have 
carefully  endeavored  to  make  a  proper  and  economical  use  of  the 
means  placed  in  their  hands,  whether  derived  from  the  State  or  from 
other  sources,  and  finally  that  their  best  efforts  have  been  devoted  to 
promote  the  prosperity  and  elevate  the  character  of  the  Institutions 
under  their  care.

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REPORT  OF  THE  RESIDENT  PHYSICIAN 


TO 


THE  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  BLOOMINGDALE  ASYLUM. 


Gentlemen, 

Almost  twenty  years  having  elapsed  since  the  opening  of  this  build- 
ing for  the  reception  of  patients,  I  have  thought  that  it  might  not  be  unin- 
teresting to  bring  to  your  notice  not  only  the  results  of  the  past  year,  but  of 
the  whole  period.  When  first  established  there  was  no  institution  of  a 
kindred  character  in  the  country — it  was,  in  fact,  the  pioneer  in  this  coun- 
try, in  that  course  of  improvement  which  has  resulted  in  such  a  change  in 
the  construction  and  management  of  insane  asylums,  that  to  provide  for  the 
mere  protection  and  security  of  their  inmates  is  far  from  being,  at  the  pre- 
sent time,  the  principal  object  in  their  arrangements.  That  institution 
which  should  fail  to  provide,  not  only  for  their  protection,  but  their  comfort, 
relief,  and  recovery,  would  be  considered  as  entirely  deficient  in  all  those 
means  which  are  calculated  to  render  it,  in  truth,  an  asylum  for  this  af- 
flicted class  of  our  fellow-creatures.  To  science  and  philanthropy  combined, 
are  we  indebted  for  this  amelioration  in  their  condition, — a  change  so  great 
as  to  form  a  prominent  feature  in  the  history  of  philanthropic  institutions  of 
the  present  day.  But,  notwithstanding  the  success  which  has  attended 
this  union,  the  extent  of  its  influence  is  comparatively  little  known  to,  of 
appreciated  by,  the  public  in  general :  few,  except  those  who,  by  some 
afflictive  dispensation  in  their  own  families,  or  among  the  circles  of  their 
acquaintance,  have  been  obliged  to  investigate  the  subject,  are  aware  of  the 
slight  restraint  and  comparative  comfort  of  those  who  are  inmates  of  asy- 
lums for  the  insane.  It  is  indeed  both  gratifying  and  astonishing  to  those 
of  us  who  are  necessarily  in  constant  attendance  upon  them,  to  hear  the 
exclamations  of  delighted  surprise,  with  which  almost  every  visiter  of  our 
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institution  witnesses  their  every -day  condition.  The  observation  of  the  order 
and  regularity  they  preserve — the  interest  they  manifest  in  their  different 
amusements — their  quiet  and  correct  behavior  at  meals — the  freedom  with 
which  they  engage  in  conversation  with  the  stranger,  and  the  general  ab- 
sence of  all  personal  restraint,  are  a  constant  source  of  gratification,  and 
not  unfrequently  prompt  the  inquiry,  whether  these  are  the  insane,  and 
whether  we  have  none  that  are  violent  and  raving  ?  The  systematic  order 
which,  of  necessity,  must  be  observed  in  such  an  institution,  undoubtedly 
contributes  in  a  great  degree  to  this  result — for  we  are  all  such  creatures  of 
habit  that  even  the  insane  yield  readily  to  its  influence.  By  the  remarks 
here  made,  we  do  not  wish  to  convey  the  impression  that  no  restraint  is 
used ;  on  the  contrary,  the  occasional  violence  of  some  renders  a  resort  to 
it  necessary  for  their  own  safety,  and  that  of  other  patients,  and  ,  ttendants  ; 
— to  obviate  its  use  as  far  as  possible,  is,  however,  our  constant  object  and 
aim. 

Our  first  endeavor  is  to  classify  our  patients,  and  assign  each  to  his  pro- 
per attendant.  This  attendant  is  to  see  that  those  entrusted  to  his  care 
yield  a  ready  compliance  with  all  the  ordinary  regulations  of  the  house,  and 
the  particular  directions  of  the  physician.  The  attendants  are  responsible 
for  the  personal  cleanliness  and  comfort  of  their  particular  patients,  as  well 
as  for  the  order  and  cleanliness  of  their  particular  apartments.  At  the  pre- 
sent time  we  have  engaged  in  attendance  on  the  patients,  eleven  males  and 
nine  females,  who,  in  addition  to  the  duties  before  specified,  are  expected  to 
interest  their  patients  in  the  different  amusements  provided  for  their  relief — 
accompany  them  in  walking  about  the  grounds,  or  in  the  neighborhood, 
and  take  charge  of  them  when  they  ride  out — provide  against  escape  or 
accident,  and  also  engage  them  in  such  occupations  as  may  be  deemed 
expedient. 

The  usual  routine  of  our  domestic  arrangements  is,  in  most  particulars, 
that  of  an  ordinary  family.  All  who  are  in  good  health  rise  and  breakfast 
at  7  o'clock,  dine  at  1  o'clock,  and  sup  at  6  o'clock.  They  are,  in  the  inter- 
vals between  meals,  generally  employed  in  reading,  walking,  riding,  or 
other  amusement  and  occupation.  After  supper  they  are  at  liberty  to  retire 
to  their  rooms,  or  spend  the  evening,  until  10  o'clock,  in  the  halls  or  sitting 
rooms,  in  such  manner  as  may  be  most  congenial  to  their  own  feelings,  pro- 
vided it  does  not  interrupt  the  repose  of  those  who  have  already  retired. 

The  Library,  consisting  of  a  large  number  of  well  selected  works,  the 
principal  periodicals,  with  several  daily  papers,  is  a  source  of  great  amuse- 
ment and  relief  to  a  large  number  of  our  inmates,  and  forms  an  important 
feature  in  our  system  of  moral  treatment,  which,  I  trust,  will  continue  to 
receive  your  attention  and  encouragement. 
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The  observance  of  public  worship  on  the  Sabbath,  is  also  a  source  of 
great  gratification.  From  sixty  to  seventy  usually  attend,  and  their  parti- 
cipation in  the  services,  and  orderly  behavior,  is  such  as  to  excite  the  sur- 
prise of  all  who  witness  it.  Public  worship  has,  for  a  number  of  years, 
been  introduced  into  this  Asylum,  and  both  in  my  own  opinion,  and  that  of 
my  respected  predecessors,  has  been,  independent  of  its  more  lasting  and 
higher  influences,  eminently  conducive  to  the  promotion  of  order,  self-con- 
trol, and  relief  from  the  ennui  and  monotony  almost  inseparable  from  their 
life  of  seclusion.  The  series  of  tables  herewith  presented,  bring  before  you 
the  results  consequent  upon  the  system  of  management  and  medical  prac- 
tice here  adopted,  and  embodying  also  the  principal  facts  in  the  history  of 
the  cases  under  the  care  of  the  Institution  during  the  past  year,  furnish  data 
of  an  important  character  to  those  who  fee]  an  interest  in  the  subjecUrf  in- 
sanity or  its  treatment. 

The  first  two  tables  enable  us  to  learn,  at  a  glance,  the  state  of  the  Asy- 
lum during  the  year,  as  to  the  number  and  condition  of  the  patients,  and 
the  result  of  treatment.  From  these  it  will  be  perceived  that  the  whole 
number  of  patients  during  the  year  was  two  hundred  and  thirty-nine  ;  of 
these  eighty-five  were  cases  of  less  duration  than  one  year,  and  one  hundred 
and  fifty-four  of  longer  duration,  varying  from  one  year  to  upwards  of 
thirty  years.  Of  the  recent  cases  forty-six  have  recovered  and  been  dis- 
charged, and  seven  have  died — making  over  fifty -four  per  cent  of  recoveries, 
and  of  deaths  about  eight  and  one  quarter  per  cent.  Of  the  recent  cases 
remaining  eight  have  recovered,  and  only  await  the  action  of  their  friends 
for  their  removal.  These  eight  added  to  the  forty-six  discharged,  would 
raise  the  per  centage  of  recoveries  to  sixty-three,  or,  if  reckoned  only  in 
reference  to  the  admissions  during  the  year,  as  such  tables,  in  similar  insti- 
tutions, usually  are,  the  rate  of  recoveries  would  be  over  seventy-seven  per 
cent. 

Of  the  one  hundred  and  fifty-four  old  cases,  over  nine  per  cent  have  re- 
covered and  been  discharged,  and  about  four  and  a-half  per  cent  have  died. 
The  per  cent  of  deaths  on  the  whole  number  in  the  Asylum  during  the 
year  has  been  five  and  seven-eighths. 

The  third  table  gives  the  admissions  and  discharges,  with  the  average 
each  month.  From  this  we  may  draw  a  pretty  correct  inference,  relative 
to  the  comparative  prevalence  and  curability  of  insanity  at  different  periods 
of  the  year.  To  approximate  the  truth,  however,  the  inference  must  be 
drawn,  not  from  the  observation  of  one,  but  a  series  of  years. 

Table  fifth  states  their  civil  condition,  from  which  it  would  seem  that 
marriage  exercises  but  little  influence  over  the  disease,  if  we  consider  merely 
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the  relative  proportion  of  the  single  to  the  married,  in  the  aggregate  ;  as 
the  single  are  to  the  married  as  forty-seven  and  two-thirds  to  fifty-two  and 
one-third.  If  we  examine  the  table,  however,  in  reference  to  each  sex 
separately,  we  find  the  males  bear  proportion,  the  single  to  the  married,  as 
fifty-five  to  forty-five,  and  that  single  females  are  to  the  married,  as  thirty- 
six  to  sixty-four.  Hence  it  would  seem  that  marriage  does  not  influence 
the  sanity  of  the  male  sex  as  much  as  it  does  that  of  the  female,  and  the 
influence  it  does  exert  is  of  an  opposite  tendency — there  being  more  single 
than  married  men,  and  fewer  single  than  married  women,  deranged.  Here 
again  to  test,  the  accuracy  of  the  deduction,  it  would  be  necessary  to  make 
the  observation  for  a  series  of  years,  and  also  ascertain  the  relative  pro. 
portion  which  the  single  marriageable  bear  to  the  married  among  our  po- 
pulation. 

Table  VI.  furnishes  data  whence  may  be  drawn  inferences  relative  to 
the  prevalence  of  insanity  at  different  periods  of  life,  whilst  Table  VII. 
points  out  the  influence  of  different  occupations.  Table  VIII.  gives  the 
different  forms  of  insanity,  and  Table  IX.  furnishes  the  diseases  which  have 
proved  fatal  during  the  year — and  here  it  will  be  observed  how  large  a  pro- 
portion, thirty-six  per  cent,  have  died  of  mere  exhaustion,  without  active 
disease.  From  Table  X.  we  learn  the  probable  causes,  and  we  cannot  but 
remark  the  large  number  of  those  who  are  influenced  by  hereditary  predis- 
position. The  equality  of  influence  from  physical  and  moral  causes  is  also 
remarkable,  the  physical  being  to  moral  causes  as  fifty  and  five-eighths,  to 
forty-nine  and  three-eighths. 

Table  XI.  gives  the  nativity  of  patients. 

Table  XII.,  in  reference  to  the  admissions  and  recoveries  of  old  and  recent 
cases,  shows  the  striking  difference  in  the  result  of  treatment  in  the  two 
classes,  and  which  must  have  attracted  your  attention  in  the  consideration 
of  the  first  two  tables,  which  related  to  the  year  last  passed  ;  but  the  differ- 
ence is  still  further  illustrated,  in  the  present  table  affording  us  the  results 
for  the  last  eighteen  years,  and  furnishing  a  remarkable  coincidence  in  the 
proportion  of  recoveries  during  the  whole  of  that  period,  with  the  proportion 
during  the  last  year.  The  average  per  centage  of  recoveries  for  the  last 
eighteen  years  has  been,  in  old  cases,  about  eleven  per  cent,  and,  in  recent 
cases,  about  seventy-seven  per  cent.  The  results  of  the  past  year,  as  before 
given,  are  over  nine  per  cent  of  the  former,  and  seventy-seven  per  cent  of  the 
latter.  This  result  of  actual  experience,  during  so  long  a  period,  is  con- 
clusive in  relation  to  the  propriety  of  an  early  removal  of  the  insane  patient 
from  those  familiar  scenes  which  may  have  induced,  and  would  continue  to 
aggravate  his  mental  malady,  to  another  situation,  where  the  change  of 
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scene,  of  habits,  and  of  attendants,  may  be  such  as  to  divert  the  mind  from 
its  morbid  feelings,  interrupt  the  chain  of  morbid  associations,  and,  aided  by 
judicious  medical  and  moral  treatment,  result  in  the  almost  certain  relief,  if 
not  entire  recovery,  of  those  who  may  be  thus  early  brought  under  its  influ- 
ence. The  disproportionate  number  of  old  cases,  (they  constituted  at  the 
close  of  the  year  eighty-two  and  one-half  per  cent  of  the  whole  number  of 
patients,)  which  for  years  continue  to  occupy  our  halls,  is  a  lamentable 
proof  of  the  evils  resulting  from  the  well-intentioned,  but  ill-judged  kindness 
of  friends,  who,  from  an  apprehension  of  possible  evil,  have  debared  their 
dearest  relatives  from  a  participation  in  the  certain  benefits  to  be  derived 
from  an  early  resort  to  a  well-regulated  asylum.  And  this  too,  only  in  after 
years,  to  consign  them  for  life  to  a  similar  institution,  the  victims  not  less 
of  a  hopeless  insanity,  than  of  injudicious  friendship. 

Table  XIII.  comprises  the  admissions  and  recoveries,  from  the  opening  of 
the  Asylum  in  1&21,  to  January  1st,  1841,  arranged  according  to  sex — and 
from  it  may  be  deduced  the  following  observations : — The  whole  number 
admitted  is  two  thousand  four  hundred  and  ninety-six,  of  whom  one  thousand 
six  hundred  and  thirty-five  were  males,  and  eight  hundred  and  sixty-one 
females.  The  recoveries  have  been  eight  hundred  and  fifteen  males,  and 
three  hundred  and  thirty  females — giving  a  per  centage  of  fifty  of  the  for- 
mer, and  thirty-eight  and  one  third  of  the  latter  ;  showing,  apparently,  the 
greater  curability  of  males  than  females.  This  apparent  discrepancy  may 
be  accounted  for,  in  part,  by  the  greater  number  of  cases  of  mania  a  potu 
among  males.  The  average  per  centage  of  recoveries  of  both  males  and 
females  has  been,  for  the  whole  period  of  twenty  years,  forty-five  and  eight- 
ninths.  The  statistics  of  many  other  asylums  do  not  furnish  so  great  a 
disparity,  in  the  number  of  patients  of  each  sex,  as  is  exhibited  in  this  Table. 
In  this  Institution  the  females  are  seldom  more  than  one-third  or  two-fifths 
of  the  whole  number  of  patients. 

The  last  Table  presents  us  with  the  yearly  average  of  patients,  deaths, 
and  per  centage  of  deaths  during  the  same  period.  The  per  cent  of  deaths 
per  annum,  on  the  average  number  of  patients,  has,  during  the  twenty 
years,  varied  from  one  and  three-fifths  to  eight. 

The  Tables  which  I  have  thus  ventured  to  bring  in  review  before  you, 
comprehend  the  most  important  information  in  relation  to  the  past  and  pre- 
sent history  of  our  Asylum.  It  is  of  a  nature,  calculated  by  the  happy 
results  here  communicated,  (which,  I  believe,  will  not  suffer  by  comparison 
with  the  results  in  any  other  institution  in  our  country)  to  well  repay  those 
who  have  for  years  interested  themselves  in  its  welfare,  ami  watched  with 
praiseworthy  solicitude,  its  advancement  in  the  adoption  of  most  of  the 
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means,  which  an  enlightened  experience  has  sanctioned,  as  conducive  to 
the  comfort,  amusement,  and- recovery  of  that  most  unfortunate  class  of  our 
fellow- beings,  for  whose  accommodation  it  was  founded.  That  there  may 
be  some  particulars  in  its  arrangements  and  management,  which  might 
admit  of  improvement,  is  but  the  inherent  character  of  all  human  institu- 
tions :  that  the  most  deliberate  attention  will  be  bestowed  in  the  correction 
of  such  defects,  my  past  experience  of  the  enlightened  policy  which  governs 
those  to  whose  guidance  it  is  committed,  admits  not  a  doubt. 

The  value  and  importance  of  such  a  refuge  for  the  afflicted  cannot  but 
be  appreciated  by  an  enlightened  public,  and  enlist  its  warmest  sympathies 
in  its  advancement.  The  past  success  which  has  attended  the  Asylum 
under  your  care,  warrants  for  it  the  confident  anticipation  of  a  long  course 
of  usefulness,  in  not  only  relieving  the  mental  sufferings  of  its  inmates,  but 
in  restoring  many  to  the  bosom  of  their  families,  and  their  accustomed 
sphere  of  usefulness  in  society.

REPORT: 

That  the  condition  of  the  Institution  is  quite  as  favorable 
as  it  was  at  the  date  of  their  last  annual  report.  Its  debts  have 
been  lessened,  and  its  power  to  do  good  has  been  increased.  In  or- 
der, however,  that  the  condition  and  operation  of  the  Lunatic  Asylum, 
as  well  as  the  Hospital,  may,  the  more  readily  be  seen  and  appreci- 
ated, the  Governors  have  deemed  it  proper  to  lay  before  your  honora- 
ble body,  a  statement  of  the  matters  relative  to  both  institutions,  each 
separate  and  distinct  from  the  other,  as  follows  : — First, 

THE    N  E  W-Y  ORK   HOSPITAL. 

The  number  of  patients  in  the  Hospital  on  the  31st  of  December, 
1840,  was  one  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  and  there  were  admitted, 
during  the  year  1841,  two  thousand,  making  a  total  of  two  thousand 
one  hundred  and  eighty-seven  persons,  who  have  received  the  bene- 
fits of  the  Institution  in  the  course  of  the  year.

The  sinking  fund,  established  for  the  payment  of  the 
debts  which  were  created  by  the  erection  of   the  Bloom- 
ingdale   Asylum,  and  the  new  wing  to  the   Hospital, 
amounted  on  the  31st  December,  1841,  to      .         .         $60,899  84 
Leaving  the  sum  to  be   provided  for,  at  forty-nine  thousand  four 
hundred  and  seventy-three  dollars  and  sixty-one  cents. 

The  sum  still  due,  and  unprovided  for,  is  large;  but  through  tbe 
beneficence  of  the  state,  the  Governors  will  be  enabled  to  discharge 
it  without  much  inconvenience. 

Clinical  lectures,  both  medical  and  surgical,  continue  to  be  deliv- 
ered in  the  Hospital,  during  the  winter  months,  on  cases  arising  in 
the  practice  of  the  house,  and  they  are  regularly  attended  by  the 
students,  who  are  also  allowed,  under  proper  regulations,  to  visit  the 
patients  accompanied  by  the  Attending  Physician  or  Surgeon,  and 
also  to  have  access  to  the  medical  library  belonging  to  the  Institution, 
which  is  one  of  the  most  useful  and  important  of  any  in  this  country. 

There  are  four  physicians  and  six  surgeons  attached  to  the  Hospi- 
tal, to  whom  is  committed  the  chief  care  of  the  patients.  They  are 
gentlemen  of  high  standing  in  their  profession,  who  gratuitously  per- 
form the  important  duties  committed  to  them,  with  diligence  and  care. 
There  are,  also,  a  house  physician,  two  house  surgeons,  and  an  apo- 
thecary, who  reside  on  the  premises,  each  of  whom  has  an  assistant, 
who  gives  daily  attendance  at  the  Hospital,  and  performs  such  duties 
as  are  prescribed  by  the  principal  physician  or  surgeon.

A  committee  of  Governors  visits  the  Hospital  twice  in  each  week, 
for  the  purpose  of  receiving  patients,  and  confirming  the  receipt  of 
those  admitted  by  the  superintendent  during  the  recess  of  the  com- 
mittee. A  committee  also,  of  two  Governors  inspects  the  whole 
premises  weekly,  sees  that  the  By-Laws  are  faithfully  executed,  and 
that  cleanliness  and  good  order  are  observed,  the  patients  well  attend- 
ed by  the  nurses,  and  regularly  attended  by  the  Physician  or  Sur- 
geon. 

The  new  building  alluded  to  in  our  last  report,  is  now  completely 
finished,  and  will  add  much  to  the  convenience  and  accommodation 
to  the  Medical  and  Surgical  patients  committed  to  our  care.  The 
New- York  Hospital,  therefore,  in  point  of  situation,  accommodation, 
and  Medical  and  Surgical  talent,  will  vie  with  any  similar  establish- 
ment in  the  United  States. 

The  buildings  are,  First,  a  Centre  Hospital  of  one  hundred  and 
twenty-four  by  eighty-five  feet,  affording  accommodations  for  one 
hundred  and  fifty-seven  patients.  Second,  a  south  wing,  eighty- 
eight  by  forty-five  feet,  distant  from  the  centre  building  about  forty 
feet.  This  wing  is  exclusively  occupied  as  a  marine,  or  seaman's 
department,  and  will  accommodate  ninety-two  patients.  Third,  a, 
north  wing,  or  new  Hospital,  ninety-three  by  sixty-three  feet,  and 
distant  north  of  the  centre  building  about  forty-one  feet,  and  will 
accommodate  one  hundred  and  fifteen  patients.  To  these  may  be 
added  a  building  fifty  by  thirty  feet,  arranged  and  fitted  for  post 
mortem  examinations,  delivering  lectures  on  the  facts,  resulting  from 
such  examinations,  and  at  the  same  time,  affording  accommodations 
for  the  coroner  and  his  jury,  in  cases  where  their  services  are 
required. 

It  appears  from  the  foregoing  exhibit,  that,  with  the  addition  of 
the  large  and  convenient  wards  afforded  by  the  new  building,  the 
Hospital  is  enabled  now,  to  accommodate  comfortably,  three  hundred 
and  sixty-four  patients,  being  an  excess  of  one  hundred  and  forty- 


four  over  and  above  the  number  which  has,  at  any  one  time,  been  in 
the  houses,  previous  to  the  completion  of  the  additional  wing. 
Second, 

THE  LUNATIC  ASYLUM. 

The  number  of  insane  patients  in  the  Asylum,  on  the  31st  Decem- 
ber, 1840,  was  one  hundred  and  thirty-one,  and  there  have  been 
admitted  during  the  last  year  one  hundred  and  two,  making  a  total 
of  two  hundred  and  thirty-three  persons,  who  have  received  the 
benefit  of  the  Institution,  during  the  year  1841.

The  number  of  deaths  was  greater  during  the  last  year,  than 
usual ;  not  owing  to  any  epidemic  disease  prevailing  in  the  Institu- 
tion, but  from  the  accumulation  of  old  cases. 

It  appears  by  the  Physician's  annual  report,  that,  of  the  recent 
cases  of  insanity,  about  seventy  per  cent,  have  been  cured,  while  of 
the  old  cases,  not  more  than  thirty  per  cent,  have  recovered,  or  were 
considerably  improved,  showing,  very  clearly,  the  great  advantage 
of  placing  the  subject  under  the  curative  treatment  of  this,  or  some 
similar  Institution,  at  as  early  a  day  as  practicable,  after  the  symp- 
toms of  the  disease  shall  have  developed  themselves. 

The  practice  and  treatment  in  the  Asylum,  are  mild  and  suasive, 
accompanied  with  salutary  employments  and  recreations,  tending  to 
eradicate  from  the  mind,  the  gloomy  ardldfeilacious  ideas  entertained 
and  fostered,  and   to  restore  to  the  patient  a  command  over  his 
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thoughts  and  imaginations.    The  restraints  on  their  actions,  are  only 
such  as  are  deemed  necessary  to  prevent  injury  to  their  persons. 

In  fact,  the  internal  arrangements  of  the  Asylum,  are  nearly  the 
same  as  those  of  a  well  regulated  family.  The  meals  are  given  to  the 
patients  at  fixed  and  regular  hours,  and  the  intervals  are  employed 
in  walking  the  halls,  and  the  yards,  or  over  the  adjoining  grounds, 
or  exercising  in  the  employments  or  amusements  provided  for  them, 
or  they  are  enjoying  the  daily  rides,  for  which  purpose,  a  proper 
carriage  and  horses  have  been  provided,  while  some  are  reading  in 
the  Library,  consisting  of  well-selected  books  and  periodicals.  The 
Sabbath  is  religiously  observed  by  many  of  the  patients — a  sermon 
is  regularly  preached  ;  and  the  attention  of  the  hearers  is  orderly 
and  respectful.  That  benefits  are  the  result,  we  have  every  reason 
to  believe.

It  appears  from  the  above  statement,  that  there  has  been  an  excess 
of  payments  over  the  receipts,  on  account  of  the  Asylum,  amounting 
to  $2,989  10.  The  uncollected  debts,  however,  on  the  31st  Decem- 
ber last,  all  of  which  are  considered  good  and  collectable,  were 
$11,524  00.  In  addition,  it  will  be  seen  by  a  reference  to  the  items 
of  expenditure,  that  a  considerable  amount  has  been  disbursed  for  the 
building  of  a  substantial  stone  barn,  required  for  storing  the  products 
of  the  farm,  and  the  shelter  of  the  cattle  employed  on  the  premises  : 
and  for  building  stone  fences,  and  necessary  repairs,  an  additional 
sum,  amounting  together  to  $6,709  65. 

The  condition  of  the  Asylum,  taken  as  a  whole,  must  be  gratify- 
ing to  its  friends  and  patrons.  The  location  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Institution  cannot  be  surpassed,  and  the  buildings  are  of  the  most 
substantial  and  approved  construction.  They  consist  of  a  main  or 
centre  edifice,  of  hewn  sand  stone,  two  hundred  and  eleven  by  sixty 
feet ;  a  male  lodge,  of  brick,  thirty-two  and  a  half  by  fifty-seven  feet, 
distant  about  one  hundred  and  seventeen  feet  north  of  the  centre 
building ;  and  a  female  lodge,  thirty-eight  by  sixty-six  feet,  also  of 
brick,  about  the  same  distance  east  of  the  centre  building.  All  these 
buildings  are  three  stories  in  height.  The  three  floors  of  the  south- 
east wing  of  the  centre  building  are  occupied  by  female  patients,  and 
the  turbulent  and  unruly  of  the  females,  are  placed  in  the  lodge  pro- 
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vided  for  that  purpose,  where  the  accommodations  are  equally  good, 
and  the  annoyance  to  the  more  moderate  and  convalescent  patients, 
is  prevented.  The  north  west  wing  of  the  main  or  centre  building 
is,  in  like  manner  occupied  by  male  patients ;  and  such  of  the  male 
patients  as  require  greater  restraint,  and  treatment,  somewhat  differ- 
ent from  those  who  occupy  the  north-west  wing  of  the  main  building, 
are  removed  to  the  male  lodge. 

The  medical  department  is  placed  by  the  Governors  under  the  care 
of  a  Physician  of  much  experience  and  high  attainments  in  this  par- 
ticular branch  of  the  profession.  He  has  the  selection  and  control  of 
the  nurses  or  attendants  on  the  diseased,  and  directs  the  operations 
of  the  whole  curative  department  of  the  institution. 

The  Warden,  or  Superintendent,  has  the  charge  of  the  accounts, 
the  furnishing  supplies,  directing  the  farming  and  external  operations, 
and  the  care  of  the  property  and  effects  of  the  institution.  The  Ma- 
tron attends  to  the  household  concerns,  superintends  the  females  em- 
ployed in  sewing,  cooking,  and  as  lawndresses,  and  particularly,  to 
the  accommodation  and  comfort  of  the  female  patients.  In  addition 
there  are  nine  male  and  eight  female  nurses  or  attendants,  who  are 
to  enforce  the  regulations  of  the  house,  and  the  directions  of  the  Phy- 
sician, to  see  to  the  personal  cleanliness  and  comfort  of  the  patients, 
to  draw  their  attention  to  the  amusements  provided  for  them,  and  to 
walk  with  them  over  the  enclosed  ground,  or  in  the  neighborhood  ; 
prevent  their  escape,  and  protect  them  from  accident  or  injury. 

The  female  patients  are  employed  (when  so  disposed,)  in  sewing, 
knitting,  reading,  and  in  some  few  instances  they  amuse  themselves 
in  playing  on  musical  instruments;  they  take  their  regular  and  daily 
rides,  the  weather  permitting,  or  walk  in  the  garden,  or  in  the  neigh- 
borhood, always  with  an  attendant. 

The  general  superintendence  of  all  matters  relative  to  the  Asylum, 
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is  referred  to  a  standing  committee  of  six  of  the  Governors.  Two  of 
this  committee  visit  the  Asylum  once  in  each  week,  and  oftener  when 
necessary,  and  the  whole  committee  meet,  on  the  Saturday  previous 
to  the  first  Tuesday  in  each  month,  and  on  the  Tuesday  following 
their  meeting,  their  proceedings  are  reported  to  the  Board  of  Govern- 
ors. The  President,  Vice  President,  and  Inspecting  Committee,  visit 
the  Asylum  once  in  each  month,  and  also  report  their  observations. 

The  Asylum  and  Hospital  are  also  open  to  the  visits  of  the  friends 
and  relatives  of  the  patients,  and  to  such  persons  who  may  wish  to 
be  satisfied  as  to  the  treatment  of  the  patients,  or  of  the  general  ar- 
rangements of  the  establishment ;  but  every  precaution  is  taken  to 
prevent  the  exposure  of  the  patients,  or  the  visits  of  those  whose  only 
object  is  private  curiosity. 

Believing  that  a  large  amount  of  misery  is  removed  or  lessened  by 
these  Institutions,  under  the  charge  of  the  Governors,  they  respect- 
fully trust,  they  will  continue  to  deserve  the  patronage  so  liberally 
extended  to  them  by  the  State.

REPORT  OF  THE  RESIDENT  PHYSICIAN, 


TO 


THE  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  BLOOMINGDALE  ASYLUM. 


Gentlemen, 

At  the  present  season,  it  becomes  my  duty  to  lay  before  you  a  state- 
ment of  the  condition  of  the  Asylum,  during  the  previous  year.  It  is  a 
source  of  gratification  and  thankfulness,  that  the  tabular  statements  here- 
with presented,  prove  the  continued  beneficial  influence  resulting  from  the 
use  of  the  means  here  provided  for  the  relief  and  restoration  of  the  insane. 

Happy  in  its  location,  amid  some  of  the  most  beautiful  and  varied 
scenery  in  the  country,  its  contiguity  to  the  city,  and  readiness  of  access 
from  all  parts  of  the  country,  together  with  all  the  usual  conveniences  of 
such  institutions,  it  cannot  fail  to  afford  an  asylum  every  way  desirable  to 
those,  who,  by  the  inscrutable  dispensations  of  Providence  have  been  bereft 
of  reason,  but  whose  restoration,  when  early  subjected  to  its  influence,  the 
experience  of  this  and  other  institutions  has  proved  not  to  be  beyond  the 
reach  of  art,  and  the  influence  of  kind  and  judicious  moral  treatment. 

The  truth  and  force  of  the  foregoing  observations  will  readily  be  assented 
to  by  those,  who,  like  yourselves,  have  been  familiar  with  the  arrangement 
and  management  of  such  institutions.  Numerous  cases  must  readily  pre- 
sent themselves  to  your  minds,  in  which,  the  beneficial  results  of  the  medical 
and  moral  treatment  pursued  in  this  institution,  have  been  most  signally 
evident. 

Cases  remarkable  for  their  violence  and  peculiarity  might  readily  be 
adduced,  and  interesting  histories  of  their  progress  and  recovery  narrated. 
Doubting,  however,  the  propriety  of  such  descriptions,  and  confident  that 
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in  every  well  regulated  asylum,  such  cases  cannot  but  be  frequent,   1 
withhold  any  particular  statements. 

It  is,  nevertheless,  a  matter  of  vital  importance  to  the  best  interests  of  the 
insane,  that  the  community  should  be  free  from  prejudice  with  regard  to 
the  management  of  insane  asylums  ;  that  it  should  be  aware  of  the  safetjr, 
comforts,  and  probability  of  recovery  they  afford  to  the  afflicted.  It  is  of 
equal  importance  the  public  should  be  made  acquainted  with  the  almost 
certain  curability  of  recent  cases  of  insanity,  when  early  subjected  to  treat- 
ment in  an  asylum  judiciously  managed,  and  how  few  comparatively  re- 
cover after  the  disease  has  existed  for  any  length  of  time.  The  delay,  on 
the  part  of  friends,  in  placing  the  insane  in  an  asylum,  is  a  constant  source 
of  regret  to  those  entrusted  with  their  management.  How  many,  from 
motives  of  delicacy  and  affection,  are  detained  at  home,  sometimes  in  close 
confinement,  until  all  reasonable  prospect  of  their  recovery  has  passed 
forever  ! 

If,  however,  there  is  any  one  principle  universally  acknowledged  as  of 
vital  importance  in  the  treatment  of  insanity,  it  is  the  separation  of  the 
patient  from  the  society  of  his  relatives  and  friends  ;  and  if  there  i3 
any  one  excuse,  universally  offered  for  not  placing  him  in  an  asylum,  it  is 
that  he  would  necessarily  be  surrounded  by  strangers  ;  a  condition,  be  it 
observed,  almost  absolutely  necessary  to  his  recovery.  At  home,  in 
general,  seclusion  from  society,  restraint  and  disregard  of  commands  by 
those  accustomed  to  obey,  want  of  exercise  and  occupation  are  almost 
necessary  concomitants.  At  an  asylum,  society,  exercise  in  the  open 
air,  occupation,  amusement,  and  no  other  restraint  than  such  as  he  per- 
ceives to  be  universally  submitted  to  by  his  associates,  are  the  advantages 
he  can  enjoy.  These  considerations,  and  the  man}-  instances  of  recovery 
constantly  occurring,  should  decide  the  wavering,  and  lead  them  to  avail 
themselves  of  such  advantages  without  a  delay  which  may  prove  fatal  to 
their  hopes  and  happiness. 

In  this  institution,  it  is,  and  always  has  been  the  endeavor,  as  it  was 
the  duty  of  those  entrusted  with  its  management,  to  adopt  all  those  prin- 
ciples, and  means  of  treatment  which  science  and  experience  had  proved 
to  be  useful.  Its  consequent  advantages  are  too  well  known  to  need  being 
particularized.     That  these   advantages,  where  they  admit  of  it,  may  be

extended,  I  am  induced  by  the  conviction  of  my  own  experience  of  the 
happy  consequences  resulting  from  occupation,  in  the  case  of  many,  who, 
have  been  induced  to  labor,  and  the  testimony  from  every  asylum,  where 
means  for  the  purpose  have  been  provided,  to  urge  upon  your  attention  a 
still  further  provision  for  the  employment  of  our  inmates. 

The  listless  and  inactive  life  the  patients  in  an  asylum  must  lead,  with- 
out occupation  or  amusement,  cannot  but  be  obvious  to  the  most  careless 
observer.  Man  is  so  constituted,  that  whatever  his  condition  in  life,  with- 
out occupation,  he  cannot  be  happy.  Want  of  employment,  or  ill  regula- 
ted employment,  is  a  never  failing  source  of  disease,  and  not  unfrequently 
leads  to  a  vicious  course  of  life  among  the  sane.  Can  it  then  be  a  subject 
of  surprise  that  the  same  cause  should  be  productive  of  like  effects  among 
the  insane  1  Is  it  not  much  more  probable  that  it  shall  be  productive  of 
greater  detriment,  in  not  only  leaving  them  to  form  vicious  habits,  but  in 
enabling  them  to  brood  without  interruption  over  their  morbid  feelings, 
to  encourage  their  diseased  fancies,  and  by  leaving  the  mind  to  run  riot  at 
its  will,  to  be  soon  overgrown  with  that  rank  herbage  which  shall  disfigure 
it  for  life. 

It  might  indeed  be  urged  as  an  objection  to  the  introduction  of  that 
varied  and  diversified  labor,  deemed  necessary  to  the  employment  of  so 
many,  of  different  tastes  and  pursuits,  that  the  tools  required  might  be 
rendered  dangerous  weapons  in  the  hands  of  the  insane.  In  answer  to 
such  objections,  I  would  observe,  that  both  in  this  and  in  other  asylums 
where  the  insane  have  been  allowed  the  use  of  tools,  no  ill  consequence 
has  ever  followed.  On  the  contrary,  the  confidence  reposed,  and  the 
palpable  benefits  ever  the  result  of  judicious  labor,  have  never  failed  to 
impress  the  patient  with  the  consciousness  of  his  own  importance,  and  ban- 
ish the  impression  that  he  was  a  useless  member  of  society.  It  may 
indeed  be  said  that  our  patients  are  not  capable  of  seeing  the  utility  of 
such  course  and  rationally  adopting  it.  "  It  is  true  the  patient  is  not  ca- 
pable of  all  rational  perceptions  and  considerations,  or  he  would  not  be 
under  care  ;  but  there  are  few  except  the  demented  who  are  not,  to  a  con- 
siderable extent,  under  the  influences  to  which  nature  or  habit  has  subjected 
them  in  a  healthy  state  ;  and  the  cultivation  and  extension  of  the  remaining 
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healthy  feelings  and  associations,  forms  one  of  the  most  important  parts  of 
moral  management."* 

Amusements  continue  to  be  a  source  of  great  relief  and  benefit  to  our 
patients,  and  although  not  to  be  compared,  as  regards  their  beneficial  influ- 
ence on  the  mind,  with  those  occupations  in  which  a  man  labors  to  some 
useful  end,  their  advantages  are  not  to  be  overlooked.  Our  occasional  balls 
are  regarded  by  the  great  majority  of  our  inmates  with  the  utmost  interest 
and  pleasure.  Independent  of  the  amusement  and  exercise  they  afford,  I 
can,  in  some  few  instances;  bear  testimony  to  their  decided  remedial  influ- 
ence, and  to  their  inducing  in  all  an  uncommon  degree  of  self  control. 

To  the  benefits  resulting  from  the  observance  of  public  worship  in  the 
institution,  I  add  my  willing  testimony.  It  is  to  the  patients  a  source  of 
pleasure,  and  I  trust  to  some,  at  least,  not  without  a  profitable  tendency  in 
maintaining  in  their  minds  the  kindly  influences  of  religion  on  the  heart,  as 
well  as  the  habits  and  associations  of  their  former  lives.  This  observance 
of  public  worship,  and  its  beneficial  influence  on  the  insane,  (no  longer  a 
problem,  it  having  been  introduced  successfully  into  this  Asylum  for  the 
last  ten  years,  and  I  believe  in  almost  all  others  in  the  United  States,!)  '3 
another  advantage  afforded  to  patients,  from  which,  if  at  home,  they  would 
be  most  assuredly  debarred. 

The  accompanying  tables  are  presented  as  affording  a  summary  view  of 
the  condition  of  the  Asylum,  and  as  comprising  the  more  important  statis- 
tics connected  with  its  history  ;  and,  although  from  the  uncertain  nature  of 
the  information  upon  which,  in  most  cases,  they,  and  all  tables  of  a  similar 
character  are  based,  not  fully  to  be  relied  upon,  still  as  approximating  the 
truth,  they  furnish  data  which  when  collated  with  other  of  a  like  nature, 
may  form  the  basis  for  important  calculations  and  reflections,  in  connection 
with  the  subject  of  insanity,  its  prevalence,  relief,  and  curability. 

From  these  tables  it  will  be  perceived  that  two  hundred  and  thirty-three 
patients  have  enjoyed  the  benefits  of  the  institution  during  the  past  year. 
One  hundred  and  two  were  admitted:  of  these  seventy-one  were  cases  of 
less  duration  than  one  year,  and  thirty-one  of  longer  duration.     During  the

t  The  regular  obsex-vance  of  public  worship  was  first  introduced  into  this  Asylum  during  the  winter 
of  1831—2,  whilst  under  the  charge  of  Guy  C.  Baylet,  M.  D.,  the  Rev.  John  M.  Forbes,  at  present 
Rector  of  St.  T.uke's  Church,  N.  Y.,  officiating  as  Chaplain. 
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same  period,  forty-six  cases  of  less  duration  than  one  year,  and  nine  of 
longer  duration,  have  been  discharged  recovered  ;  making  about  sixty-five 
per  cent,  of  the  number  of  recent  cases,  and  about  thirty-four  per  cent,  of 
the  number  of  old  cases  admitted  during  the  year. 

The  other  tables  furnish  lesults  in  reference  to  the  season  of  admission 
and  discharge — their  civil  condition — the  prevalence  of  insanity  at  different 
periods  of  life — the  influence  of  different  occupations  on  its  manifestation — 
its  classification — the  probable  causes — the  nativity  and  sex  of  those  who 
have  been  admitted  into  this  Asylum,  together  with  the  results  of  treatment 
for  a  period  of  more  than  thirty  years. 

The  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  has  been  unusually  large,  not  the 
consequence  of  the  prevalence  of  any  epidemic,  although  many  of  our 
patients  were  attacked,  during  the  fall,  with  dysentery,  but  rather  the  con- 
sequence of  the  accumulation  of  old  cases,  and  the  necessary  progress  and 
termination  of  extensive  organic  disease. 

It  may  not  be  out  of  place  here  to  remark,  with  a  view  to  a  just  conside- 
ration of  the  results  exhibited  by  these  tables,  that  the  Blcomingdale  Asy- 
lum rejects  no  application  for  admission,  whatever  the  state  or  condition  of 
the  patient — curable  or  incurable,  in  ordinary  physical  health  or  in  arlicvlo 
mortis,  as  has  unfortunately  been  almost  the  case  in  some  of  the  admissions 
of  the  past  year. 

To  you,  Gentlemen,  who  have  devoted  so  much  of  your  time  and  atten- 
tion to  the  advancement  of  the  interests  of  this  institution  and  its  unfortu- 
nate inmates,  it  cannot  be  otherwise  than  a  source  of  pleasure  and  gratitude, 
to  see  it,  as  the  results  prove,  steadily  progressing  in  bestowing  its  benefits 
on  the  sons  and  daughters  of  affliction,  and  enlarging  its  usefulness,  from 
year  to  year,  in  the  adoption  of  all  the  means  best  adapted  to  the  accom- 
plishment of  its  great  end.  That  its  advantages  may  be  still  further  ex- 
tended, I  look  with  confidence  to  a  continuation  of  that  enlightened  libe- 
rality, which  I  have  invariably  found  to  influence  those  to  whose  direction 
it  is  entrusted.

This  Institution  is  under  the  immediate  care  of  a  Resident  Phy- 
sician, a  Warden,  and  a  Matron.  The  general  supervision  is  con- 
fided to  a  Committee  of  Governors,  part  of  whom  visit  the  establish- 
ment at  least  weekly,  and  the  whole  Committee  once  in  each  month, 
when  a  report  is  made  to  the  Board.  Monthly  visits  are  also  made 
by  the  President,  Vice-President,  and  Inspecting  Committee  of  the 
Hospital  ;  who,  in  like  manner,  report  to  the  Board  of  Governors. 
These  reports  furnish  evidence  of  faithfulness,  capacity,  and  zeal 
on  the  part  of  the  officers,  and  warrant  a  belief  that  the  Asylum  will 
compare  favorably  with  any  other  Institution  of  the  kind. 

Every  effort  is  used,  by  employment,  amusement,  walking,  riding, 
&c,  to  remove  the  causes  which  produced,  and  to  break  up  the  asso- 
ciation of  ideas  which  tend  to  perpetuate  the  greatest  affliction  which 
is  permitted  to  visit  humanity.

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REPORT  OF  THE  RESIDENT  PHYSICIAN, 


TO 


THE  BLOOMINGDALE  ASYLUM  COMMITTEE. 


Gentlemen — 

At  the  close  of  another  3-ear  it  is  a  source  of  gratification  to  be  enabled 
to  look  back  and  recal  to  mind  the  many  instances  in  which  the  Institution 
entrusted  to  our  charge,  has  been  blessed  as  the  happy  instrument  in  the 
restoration  of  reason  to  those  whose  minds  had  been  darkened  by  insanity. 
Of  the  various  ills  to  which  flesh  is  heir,  what,  of  a  mere  temporal  charac- 
ter, can  be  compared,  in  intensity  of  misery,  with  the  bereavement  of  rea- 
son ?  The  transcendent  value  ever  to  be  attached  to  mind,  as  the  quality 
which  above  all  others  gives  man  the  pre-eminence  over  all  created  beings, 
is  a  criterion  by  which  alone  we  can  estimate  the  loss  of  reason,  and  its 
consequences  to  the  sufferer  and  his  connexions.  If  thus  we  can  but  form 
an  adequate  estimate  of  the  value  of  reason  when  in  its  seat,  and  of  the 
degradation  of  man  when  it  is  dethroned,  the  pleasure  of  witnessing  the 
happy  restoration  of  the  maniac  to  society  and  usefulness,  by  means  which 
we  have  been  the  humble  instruments  of  providing  or  directing,  may  justly 
be  considered  a  rich  recompense  for  the  anxiety  and  wounded  sensibility 
which  they  alone  can  feel,  who  are  familiar  with  the  sufferings  and  society 
of  the  insane. 

Entertaining  these  views  of  the  importance  of  the  duties  devolved  upon 
us,  it  is  with  gratitude  we  record  the  fact  of  the  recovery  and  discharge  of 
seventy-six  per  cent  of  the  number  of  recent  cases,  admitted  during  the  past 
year,  and  of  about  forty  per  cent  of  cases  of  longer  duration.  These  re- 
sults of  our  last  year's  experience  continue  to  enforce  the  views  so  fre- 
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quently  promulgated  from  this  and  other  kindred  institutions,  of  the  impor- 
tance and  necessity  of  subjecting  early  the  subjects  of  this  disease  to  seclu- 
sion from  friends  and  familiar  scenes,  and  to  the  medical  and  moral  treatment 
now  resorted  to  in  all  well-conducted  asylums  for  the  insane.  As  a  means 
of  obviating  the  reluctance  on  the  part  of  friends  to  submit  to  this,  we  may 
truly  say,  trying  necessity,  we  think  the  public  mind  should  be  disabused 
with  regard  to  many  erroneous  impressions  in  reference  to  the  insane,  and 
asylums  for  their  reception  and  cure. 

It  is  surprising,  to  those  who  are  familiar  with  the  insane,  to  learn  how 
frequently  is  associated  in  the  minds  of  otherwise  well-informed  persons, 
the  idea  of  noise  and  violence  in  connexion  with  the  maniac.  The  wild 
imaginings  and  ravings  of  the  most  furious  are  constantly  present  to  their 
minds  in  the  contemplation  of  an  asylum,  and  the  consequence  is,  that  when 
they  are  brought  within  the  circle  of  our  inmates,  they  are  either  constantly 
expecting  an  outbreak  of  passion,  or  in  perplexity  to  ascertain  who  are  the 
insane. 

A  little  reflection  upon  the  subject  would  of  course  correct  these  prejudices, 
and  it  would  be  easy  for  almost  any  person  to  recal  to  mind  some  instance 
within  his  own  knowledge,  where  the  mind  had  been  perverted  on  only  one 
or  at  most  a  few  subjects,  and  where  the  conduct  of  the  individual,  except 
when  influenced  by  these  peculiarities,  was  in  all  particulars  in  conformity 
with  the  ordinary  usages  of  society.  How  large  a  number  of  such  cases 
are  to  be  found  in  every  institution,  those  familiar  with  them  are  well  aware. 
Patients  of  this  class  are  frequently,  when  at  large,  not  only  a  source  of 
danger  to  themselves  but  others,  and  it  is,  at  least,  equally  necessary  for 
them,  as  for  those  more  generally  denominated  maniacs,  to  be  placed  in  a 
situation  where  they  may  be  brought  under  the  influence  of  medical  and 
moral  treatment,  and  by  new  associations  have  the  train  of  morbid  ideas 
which  may  have  taken  possession  of  their  minds,  broken  up  and  destroyed. 

It  is  not,  however,  merely  in  reference  to  their  recovery,  that  asylums  for 
the  insane  recommend  themselves  to  our  regard— the  safety  and  comfort 
afforded  to  these  children  of  misfortune,  even  when  all  hope  of  restoration 
may  have  fled  for  ever,  are  among  the  happy  features  of  this  well-devised 
charity.     What  philanthropist  can  contemplate  the  condition  of  the  insane 
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and  demented,  not  merely  in  our  jails  and  alms-houses,  but  of  those  whom 
the  mistaken,  I  might  say  the  miscalled,  kindness  of  friends  debars  from  a 
participation  in  the  benefits  of  such  asylums,  without  bemoaning  the  preju- 
dices and  lukewarmness  of  the  community,  and  having  his  heart  bleed  for 
these  victims  of  ignorance  and  prejudice. 

The  attention  of  the  community  is  at  the  present  time,  however,  more 
alive  to  their  condition,  and  greater  anxiety  is  manifested  for  its  amelioration. 
and  we  might  be  thought  to  have  given  undue  prominence  to  this  portion 
of  our  subject,  did  not  the  fact  of  this  neglect,  (independent  of  our  private 
knowledge,)  force  itself  upon  our  consideration  in  the  return  by  the  last  cen- 
sus, of  over  seventeen  thousand  maniacs  in  the  United  States,  whilst  there 
is  provision  in  suitable  asylums  for  only  about  one-tenth  of  that  number. 

In  reply  to  frequent  inquiries  respecting  the  condition  and  manage- 
ment of  this  Institution,  it  may  be  proper  briefly  to  state  a  few  particu- 
lars. It  is  the  Insane  Department  of  the  New- York  Hospital,  the  Gover- 
nors of  which  institution,  at  an  early  period  of  its  existence,  were  induced 
to  appropriate  apartments  for  the  insane  in  the  Hospital,  as  there  existed 
no  institution  in  the  State  for  the  reception  and  cure  of  that  description  of 
patients  ;  but  as  the  building  was  not  designed  for  that  purpose,  the  accom- 
modations were  found  to  be  extremely  inconvenient  and  inadequate,  and  the 
applications  for  insane  persons  constantly  increasing,  it  was  resolved  in 
1806  to  erect,  with  legislative  aid,  a  separate  building,  to  be  exclusively 
appropriated  to  the  reception  of  that  unfortunate  class  of  persons.  The 
Governors  immediately  proceeded  to  lay  the  foundation  of  the  proposed 
edifice,  denominated  the  "  Lunatic  Asylum,"  which  was  completed  at  an 
expense  of  about  fifty-six  thousand  dollars.  "  It  was  opened  for  the  recep- 
tion of  patients  on  the  I5lh  of  July,  1808,  when  nineteen  were  removed 
from  the  Hospital,  and  forty-eight  more  were  admitted,  making  the  whole 
number  sixty-seven."  This  building  was  the  first  edifice  erected  in  the 
United  States  expressly  for  the  reception  and  curative  treatment  of  insane 
patients.  It  continued  to  be  used  for  that  purpose  until  the  Governors,  ac- 
tuated by  the  desire  of  accommodating  the  still  increasing  number  of  appli- 
cants, of  removing  them  from  the  noise  and  excitement  inseparable  from 
their  location  in  the  midst  of  the  city,  and  of  introducing  a  course  of  moral 
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treatment,  mere  extensive  than  had  hitherto  been  practiced  in  this  country, 
purchased  in  1815,  the  beautiful  grounds  now  occupied  by  the  Institution, 
and  erected  thereon  the  principal  edifice.  It  was  completed  in  1820,  and 
opened  for  the  reception  of  patients  in  June,  1821,  when  it  received  the 
name  of  the  "  Bloomingdale  Asylum." 

Previous  to  the  removal  of  the  Asylum  from  the  city, fifteen  hundred  and 
fifty-three  patients  were  admitted — of  whom  seven  hundred  and  four  reco- 
vered, and  fifty -I  wo  were  removed  to  Bloomingdale.  The  present  location 
is  about  seven  miles  from  the  city,  near  the  Bloomingdale  road,  and  from 
its  elevated  situation  affords  one  of  the  most  extensive  and  delightful  views 
to  be  found  in  the  country. 

The  principal  edifice  is  of  stone,  211  feet  in  length,  and  60  feet  in  depth, 
of  three  stories  in  height  above  the  basement,  and  is  divided  into  a  centre 
building  and  two  wings.  The  wings  are  arranged  in  each  story,  with  a 
large  hall  through  the  whole  length,  and  the  dormitories  and  sitting  rooms 
are  on  either  side.  There  are  also  two  additional  buildings,  each  about  60 
feet  by  forty  feet,  three  stories  in  height,  and  with  internal  arrangements 
similar  to  those  of  the  main  building,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  more 
noisy  and  boisterous  patients.  The  cost  of  all  the  buildings  and  improve- 
ments, with  fifty  acres  of  land,  has  been  about  $180,000. 

The  government  of  the  Institution  is  confided  to  a  Standing  Committee 
of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  New- York  Hospital.  This  Committee 
visit  the  Asylum  weekly,  and  report  monthly  their  proceedings  to  the  Board 
of  Governors.  Under  their  direction  the  Physician,  Warden,  and  Matron 
discharge  the  various  duties  appropriately  devolving  on  each. 

The  means  employed  in  this  Asylum  for  the  recovery  of  those  placed 
under  its  charge,  are  much  the  same  as  are  provided  in  all  similar  institu- 
tions in  our  country. 

The  medical  treatment,  varied  according  to  the  physical  condition  of  the 
patient,  it  is  unnecessary  to  particularise. 

The  other  means  ordinarily  resorted  to,  may  be  included  in  the  varied 
amusements  and  modes  of  employment  and  exercise  provided  for  their 
benefit. 

Most  of  the  patients  take  frequent  and  extensive  walks  under  the  super- 
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and  demented,  not  merely  in  our  jails  and  alms-houses,  but  of  those  whom 
the  mistaken,  I  might  say  the  miscalled,  kindness  of  friends  debars  from  a 
participation  in  the  benefits  of  such  asylums,  without  bemoaning  the  preju- 
dices and  lukewarmness  of  the  community,  and  having  his  heart  bleed  for 
these  victims  of  ignorance  and  prejudice.

It  continued  to  be  used  for  that  purpose  until  the  Governors,  ac- 
tuated by  the  desire  of  accommodating  the  still  increasing  number  of  appli- 
cants, of  removing  them  from  the  noise  and  excitement  inseparable  from 
their  location  in  the  midst  of  the  city,  and  of  introducing  a  course  of  moral 
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treatment,  mere  extensive  than  had  hitherto  been  practiced  in  this  country, 
purchased  in  1815,  the  beautiful  grounds  now  occupied  by  the  Institution, 
and  erected  thereon  the  principal  edifice.  It  was  completed  in  1820,  and 
opened  for  the  reception  of  patients  in  June,  1821,  when  it  received  the 
name  of  the  "  Bi.oomingdale  Asylum." 

Previous  to  the  removal  of  the  Asylum  from  the  city, fifteen  hundred  and 
fifty-three  patients  were  admitted — of  whom  seven  hundred  and  four  reco- 
vered, and  fifty-two  were  removed  to  Bloomingdale.  The  present  location 
is  about  seven  miles  from  the  city,  near  the  Bloomingdale  road,  and  from 
its  elevated  situation  affords  one  of  the  most  extensive  and  delightful  views 
to  be  found  in  the  country. 

The  principal  edifice  is  of  stone,  211  feet  in  length,  and  60  feet  in  depth, 
of  three  stories  in  height  above  the  basement,  and  is  divided  into  a  centre 
building  and  two  wings.  The  wings  are  arranged  in  each  story,  with  a 
large  hall  through  the  whole  length,  and  the  dormitories  and  sitting  rooms 
are  on  either  side.  There  are  also  two  additional  buildings,  each  about  60 
feet  by  forty  feet,  three  stories  in  height,  and  with  internal  arrangements 
similar  to  those  of  the  main  building,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  more 
noisy  and  boisterous  patients.  The  cost  of  all  the  buildings  and  improve- 
ments, with  fifty  acres  of  land,  has  been  about  $180,000. 

The  government  of  the  Institution  is  confided  to  a  Standing  Committee 
of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  New- York  Hospital.  This  Committee 
visit  the  Asylum  weekly,  and  report  monthly  their  proceedings  to  the  Board 
of  Governors.  Under  their  direction  the  Physician,  Warden,  and  Matron 
discharge  the  various  duties  appropriately  devolving  on  each. 

The  means  employed  in  this  Asylum  for  the  recovery  of  those  placed 
under  its  charge,  are  much  the  same  as  are  provided  in  all  similar  institu- 
tions in  our  country. 

The  medical  treatment,  varied  according  to  the  physical  condition  of  the 
patient,  it  is  unnecessary  to  particularise. 

The  other  means  ordinarily  resorted  to,  may  be  included  in  the  varied 
amusements  and  modes  of  employment  and  exercise  provided  for  their 
benefit. 

Most  of  the  patients  take  frequent  and  extensive  walks  under  the  super- 
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vision  of  an  attendant,  although  many  to  whom  such  supervision  would  be 
irksome,  are  allowed,  when  their  situation  will  admit  of  it,  to  ramble  at  their 
pleasure,  upon  giving-  assurance  of  their  return,  and  but  seldom  have  such 
promises  been  broken. 

A  suitable  carriage  and  horses  are  provided  expressly  for  their  use,  in 
which,  twice  or  three  times  a  day,  parties  make  excursions  of  several  miles 
in  length. 

Those  among  the  males  disposed  to  engage  in  some  useful  employment, 
are  always  cheerfully  accommodated  with  work  in  the  garden,  on  the  farm, 
or  in  the  workshop.  The  most  marked  benefit  has  invariably  followed  such 
employment,  and  I  am  happy  to  state  that  during  the  past  year  a  much 
larger  number  than  usual  have  participated  in  its  advantages.  Many  of 
our  inmates,  however,  from  previous  habits  of  life,  are,  in  a  great  degree, 
incapacitated  to  engage  in  such  avocations,  and  hence,  when  not  disposed 
to  walk  or  ride,  find  more  congenial  employment  and  amusement  in  the  use 
of  an  extensive  and  well-selected  library,  or  resort  to  the  reading-room,  sup- 
plied with  most  of  the  daily  papers  and  piincipal  magazines.  The  various 
games  of  tenpins,  football,  bagatelle,  draughts,  chess,  &c,  are  auxiliaries  to 
the  same  end.  The  females,  independent  of  these  various  amusements,  are 
very  generally  engaged  in  needle-work  of  various  kinds.  All  the  articles 
of  bedding,  clothing,  &c,  used  in  the  establishment  are  made  up  by  them, 
with  the  aid  and  under  the  direction  of  the  Matron  and  attendants. 

Occasional  balls  and  social  parties,  in  the  centre  building,  expressly  for 
the  inmates,  are  also  a  source  of  pleasure  and  profit  to  those  who  are  well 
enough  to  attend. 

The  duty  of  public  worship  and  its  advantages  need  not  be  urged  in  a 
Christian  community.  Thnt  the  insane  should  however  participate  in  it, 
has  been,  until  within  a  few  years,  a  subject  of  doubtful  propriety.  The 
experience  of  this  Institution  since  1831,  and  of  every  other  where  it  has 
been  introduced,  warrants  the  propriety,  and  affords  proof  of  the  advantages 
moral  and  religious,  following  its  adoption ;  and  few  of  them  would  not 
consider  their  privileges  restricted  by  being  debarred  from  attendance.  In 
good  weather  many  of  our  inmates  visit  the  churches  in  the  neighborhood, 
where  their  deportment  is  always  correct. 
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All  these  advantages,  with  others  unnecessary  (o  particularize,  may  be 
enjoyed  at  an  asylum,  whilst  from  most  of  them  the  insane  patient  must  be 
debarred,  if  he  remains  at  home  among  kindred  and  friends.  This  consi- 
deration, and  the  truth  of  the  observation  long  established  by  experience, 
that  a  separation  from  friends  and  familiar  scenes  is,  in  a  majority  of  cases, 
essential  to  a  recovery — a  fact,  which,  however  common-place,  can  scarcely 
be  too  frequently  repeated — should  have  their  due  influence  on  the  minds  of 
friends,  when  deciding  on  the  course  of  conduct  to  be  pursued  in  reference 
to  the  insane. 

Upon  the  same  principle,  the  too  early  or  frequent  visits  of  friends  cannot 
but  be  prejudicial  to  their  recovery,  and  should  induce  them  toj'ield  a  ready 
compliance  with  the  advice  of  those  in  charge  of  such  institutions,  to  forego 
the  melancholy  pleasure  of  an  interview,  for  the  ultimate  good  of  the  pa- 
tient— the  very  object  of  his  removal  to  an  asylum.  Friends  should  also 
be  willing  to  follow  the  advice  of  such  officers  in  reference  to  the  removal  of 
the  patient — that  it  may  not  be  premature,  and  thus  expose  the  unfortunate 
sufferer  to  a  recurrence  of  the  attack.  It  should  constantly  be  borne  in 
mind,  that  although  insanity  is  generally,  when  early  subjected  to  appro- 
priate medical  and  moral  treatment,  as  curable  as  most  other  diseases,  it  is 
more  or  less  slow  in  its  progress  toward  convalescence,  and  requires  patience 
and  confidence  on  the  part  of  friends,  in  order  that  a  fair  trial  may  be  made 
of  the  various  curative  means. 

The  restraint  used  in  the  Institution  is  of  the  mildest  character,  and  whilst 
our  constant  endeavor  is  to  obviate  its  use  as  far  as  possible,  we  wish  not  to 
convey  the  idea  that  none  is  resorted  to.  The  safety  and  comfort  of  indi- 
vidual patients,  of  their  associates  and  attendants,  are,  we  believe,  promoted 
by  its  occasional  and  judicious  use,  and  it  is  frequently  attended  with  less  irri- 
tation to  the  patient,  than  would  be  the  constant  supervision  of  an  attendant, 
the  only  manner  in  which,  in  some  cases,  it  could  be  obviated.  Seclusion 
in  a  room,  or  the  use  of  the  ordinary  leather  straps  for  the  wrists  and  ancles 
comprise  the  means  for  the  purpose.  Frequently  we  have  not  a  patient 
under  restraint,  and  the  average  for  the  year  would  certainly  not  exceed  one 
of  each  sex. 

For  the  results  of  such  a  course  of  treatment,  we  refer  to  the  accompa- 
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Bjing  statistical  tables  of  the  condition  of  the  Asylum  for  the  past  year— 
during  which  it  will  be  observed  that  the  proportion  of  recoveries  has  been 
unusually  large,  and  the  number  of  deaths  small.  The  proportion  of  deaths, 
however,  is  very  likely  to  vary  in  different  years,  according  to  the  number 
of  old  and  feeble  cases  in  the  house,  of  which  we  have  several  at  the  pre- 
sent time,  some  of  whom  have  been  inmates  of  the  As3'lum  for  thirty  years 
and  upwards.  The  proportion  of  deaths  in  the  table  is  calculated  as  it 
always  has  been,  both  according  to  the  average  number  in  the  house,  and 
also  according  to  the  whole  number  of  inmates  in  the  course  of  the  }Tear. 
These  tables  are  furnished  in  conformity  with  the  usage  of  most  of  the  asy- 
lums in  the  United  States,  not  supposing  that  they  afford  with  unerring 
certainty,  information  upon  the  subjects  to  which  they  relate,  but  with  the 
impression  that,  when  compared  with  similar  statements  from  other  institu- 
tions, they  would  so  far  approximate  the  truth,  as  to  afford  information  of 
interest  and  importance  to  the  profession  and  the  community.

That  the  important  Institutions  confided  to  their  management 
continue  to  furnish  that  relief  to  the  afflicted,  and  those  aids  to  scien- 
tific inquiry  which  led  to  their  establishment,  and  induced  the  liberal 
bounty  of  the  State. 

The  Library,  which  is  annually  increased  by  the  application  of  the 
moneys  received  for  students'  tickets,  now  contains  nearly  five  thou- 
sand volumes,  of  the  most  valuable  works  on  medicine  and  its 
collateral  sciences. 

The  Governors  are  gratified  in  being  able  to  add,  that  the  advan- 
tages to  be  derived  from  the  practice  of  the  Hospital,  and  attendance 
upon  the  clinical  lectures,  delivered  by  the  eminent  professional 
gentlemen  connected  with  it,  together  with  the  use  of  the  Library, 
have  attracted  a  greatly  increased  number  of  students  from  different 
parts  of  the  State. 

THE    NEW-YORK    HOSPITAL.

This  Institution  is  under  the  immediate  care  of  a  Resident  Physi- 
cian, a  Warden,  and  a  Matron.  The  general  supervision  is  confided 
to  a  Committee  of  Governors,  part  of  whom  visit  the  establishment  at 
least  weekly,  and  the  whole  Committee  once  in  each  month,  when  a 
report  is  made  to  the  Board.  Monthly  visits  are  also  made  by  the 
President,  Vice  President,  and  Inspecting  Committee  of  the  Hospital] 
who,  in  like  manner,  report  to  the  Board  of  Governors. 

The  unfortunate  class  of  persons  sent  to  this  Institution  are  treated 
with  all  the  tenderness  which  is  compatible  with  their  personal  safety ; 
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and  the  medical  and  moral  remedies,  which  long  experience  have 
indicated,  are  steadily,  and  in  numerous  instances,  successfully  ap- 
plied to  restore  them  to  rational  society.  But  it  is  still  cause  of  deep 
regret  that,  in  too  many  cases,  the  mistaken  kindness  or  delicacy  of 
friends,  prevents  that  early  application  of  restorative  means,  which 
is  so  essential  to  a  favourable  result.

REPORT  OF  THE  RESIDENT  PHYSICIAN 

TO 

THE  BLOOMINGDALE  ASYLUM   COMMITTEE. 


Gentlemen, — 

The  close  of  another  year  imposes  the  duty  of  laying  before  you  the 
usual  statement  of  the  progress  and  condition  of  the  Asylum.  In  doing 
so,  I  am  happy  to  be  enabled  to  congratulate  you  on  its  continued  pros- 
perity, both  as  regards  the  benefits  it  has  conferred,  and  its  increased  facili- 
ties for  affording  the  aid  contemplated  in  its  foundation.  In  such  state- 
ments, but  little  of  novelty  can  be  expected,  and  the  reiterated  detail  of 
the  means  of  relief  may  be  deemed  unnecessary. 

During  the  year  1843,  eighty-five  patients  have  been  admitted,  which, 
together  with  one  hundred  and  ten  in  the  Asylum  at  the  commencement  of 
the  year  make  the  aggregate  of  one  hundred  and  ninety-five  persons  who 
have  participated  in  its  advantages  during  that  period. 

Of  this  number,  forty-nine  have  been  discharged  as  recovered — twenty- 
three  more  or  less  improved — seven,  by  request  of  friends,  without  improve- 
ment, two  have  eloped,  and  fourteen  died. 

The  number  of  deaths  is  larger  than  usual,  but  affords  no  evidence 
against  the  usefulness  of  the  Institution.  As  the  state  of  the  patient's 
health  is  never  allowed  to  be  a  bar  to  his  admission,  it  may  readily  be 
accounted  for  by  stating,  that  of  the  number,  three  died  within  three  days, 
two  within  ten,  and  one  within  seventeen  days  after  admission.  Of  the 
remainder,  one  died  of  paralysis,  two  of  apoplexy,  one  of  phthisis,  one  of 
dysentery,  and  three  of  gradual  exhaustion.  In  every  asylum  the  ratio 
of  deaths  must  vary  from  year  to  year,  according  to  the  number  of  old  and 
debilitated  cases  in  the  house,  and  the  peculiar  state  of  health  of  those 
admitted.  So  that,  from  statistical  tables,  unless  the  peculiar  circum- 
stances of  each  case  are  taken  into  consideration,  very  erroneous  inferences 
may  be  drawn  as  to  the  comparative  merits  of  such  institutions. 

The  proportion  of  recoveries  to  admissions  has  been,  of  recent  cases, 
seventy-seven  per  cent.,  and  of  old  cases,  thirty-two  per  cent.  Thus  fur- 
nishing the  evidence  of  another  year's  experience  to  the  truth  of  the  oft- 
repeated  remark  of  the  comparative  curability  of  recent  attacks  of  insanity* 
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and  Hie  diminished  probability  of  recovery  when  the  early  periods  of  the 
disease  are  allowed  to  pass  without  subjecting  the  patients  to  appropriate 
treatment. 

The  bodily  health  of  our  inmates  has  been  generally  good.  They  have 
happily  been  preserved  from  all  epidemic  disease,  and  for  the  largest  por- 
tion of  the  year,  we  have  not  had  a  patient  confined  to  bed. 

Habitual  exercise  in  walking  and  riding  has  afforded  both  occupation 
and  amusement,  and  has  contributed  largely  to  the  restoration  and  mainte- 
nance of  mental  and  bodily  vigour. 

The  attendance  upon  public  worship  in  the  chapel  is  always  large,  and 
regarded  as  a  privilege.  It  is  a  source  of  great  enjoyment,  not,  we  trust, 
without  advantages  of  a  far  higher  character.  A  considerable  number  of 
the  patients  attend  almost  every  Sunday  the  churches  in  the  neighbour- 
hood ;  and  so  correct  is  their  deportment,  that  a  stranger  would  not  sus- 
pect that  they  were  the  inmates  of  a  Lunatic  Asylum. 

We  have  experienced,  during  the  past  year,  the  benefits  resulting  from 
the  application  of  heated  air  in  warming  our  buildings.  These  advantages 
are  evidenced  in  the  increased  and  regular  temperature  afforded — improv- 
ed ventilation — greater  safety,  and  in  the  economy  of  fuel.  Improvements 
of  great  value  have  also  been  introduced,  in  the  construction  of  new 
bathing  rooms  and  water  closets,  with  every  facility  for  their  ready  employ- 
ment. These,  together  with  others  of  less  obvious,  but  scarcely  less  impor- 
tant advantages,  are  calculated  to  administer  to  the  convenience  and 
comfort  of  the  patients,  and  enhance  the  reputation  of  the  Asylum. 

And  permit  me,  while  bearing  testimony  to  the  advantages  offered  in 
this  Institution  for  the  relief  and  recovery  of  the  insane,  to  suggest  the  im- 
portance of  increasing  these  facilties,  as  experience  may  suggest  and 
opportunity  offer.  Convinced,  by  every  year's  experience,  of  the  impor- 
tant advantages  resulting  from  the  regular  and  systematic  employ- 
ment of  the  patients,  whenever  they  can  be  induced  to  engage  in  active 
employment,  I  would  particularly  urge  the  importance  of  providing  addi- 
tional means  for  that  purpose.  As  the  tastes  and  habits  of  our  patients  arc 
various,  and  many  have  never  been  accustomed  to  manual  labour,  it  is 
important  to  present  as  many  varied  modes  of  occupation  as  possible — that 
the  mind 

"  Of  desultory  man,  studious  of  change 

And  pleas'd  with  novelty,  might  be  indulg'd." 

Let,  then,  the  erection  of  suitable  workshops  for  different  avocations,  and 
particularly  the  enlargement  of  our  carpenter's  shop,  receive  early  atten- 
tion. Increased  facilities  for  amusement,  also,  should  never  be  lost  sight 
of — since,  in  connexion  with  active  employment,  we  ought  ever  to  look 
upon  them  as  our  most  important  means  of  alleviating  the  wretchedness  of 
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our  inmates,  if  not  of  restoring  them  to  reason.  These  additions  to  our 
present  catalogue  of  moral  means  of  cure,  could  not  fail  of  producing  bene- 
ficial effects  in  the  amelioration  of  the  condition  of  those  entrusted  to  our 
care,  and,  in  many  instances,  expediting  their  recovery. 

During  the  year  just  closed,  many  of  the  patients  have  been  employed 
on  the  farm,  in  the  carpenter's  shop,  and  the  laundry.  The  females  have 
been  engaged  in  making  various  articles  of  clothing,  bedding,  &c.  No 
accident  has  occurred  in  consequence  of  such  employment ;  and  invaria- 
bly, I  may  say,  improvement  of  bodily  health,  and  of  mental  vigour,  have 
been  the  consequences. 

One  striking  advantage  resulting  from  Institutions  of  this  character,  is 
the  prevention  of  suicide.  This  is  illustrated  by  the  fact,  that  of  the  num- 
ber admitted  during  the  year,  fifteen  had  strong  suicidal  propensities,  and 
yet  they  have  been  happily  preserved  from  the  commission  of  that  crime. 
It  cannot  be  expected  that  the  annual  details  of  an  Asylum  for  the  insane 
can  furnish  anything  to  arouse  public  attention,  or  create  any  deep  gene- 
ral interest.  But  the  statements  we  are  enabled  to  present  of  recoveries — 
of  the  prevention  of  suicide,  and  of  the  greatly  improved  condition  and 
increased  comforts  of  this  deeply  afflicted  class  of  the  human  family,  can 
scarcely  fail  to  elicit  the  gratitude  of  the  philanthropic,  and  insure  a  con- 
tinuance of  public  munificence. 

With  this  brief  review  of  our  situation,  and  with  the  accompanying  sta- 
tistical tables  of  the  past  and  present  state  of  the  Institution,  I  conclude 
this  Annual  Report — the  last  I  shall  have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  your 
body — with  assurances,  that  my  connexion  with  an  Institution,  which,  for 
nearly  five  years,  has  been  the  scene  of  much  anxious  solicitude,  as  well 
as  pleasing,  and,  I  trust,  profitable  employment,  can  never  fail  to  be  a 
source  of  gratifying  retrospection,  and  induce  my  best  wishes  for  its  con- 
tinued prosperity  and  advancement.

This  excess  of  expenditure  over  income,  which  led  to  a 
small  temporary  loan  at  the  end  of  the  year,  it  will  be  per- 
ceived arose  from  the  large  expenditure  above  stated,  for 
introducing  the  Croton  water,  and  conducting  it  through  the 
Main  and  Marine  buildings,  including  boilers,  baths,  and 
other  fixtures.  The  whole  of  this  work  has  been  done  in 
the  most  substantial  and  economical  manner.  The  arrange- 
ments for  the  future  supply  of  water  have  been  made  by  the 
City  Corporation  upon  the  most  liberal  terms,  so  that  the 
abundance  of  water  conveyed  throughout  the  establishment 
will,  it  is  believed,  add  to  the  economy  of  the  institution,  as 
to  wages,  as  well  as  conduce  largely  to  the  accommodation, 
cleanliness,  and  comfort  of  the  patients. 

The  Hospital  was  in  debt,  January  1st,  1845,  on  a  tem- 
porary loan  from  the  Fulton  Bank,  two  thousand  five  hun- 
dred and  eight  dollars  and  sixteen  cents  ;  and  also  on  a  bond 
to  George  M.  Woolsey,  forty-five  thousand  dollars.  This 
last  being  the  only  remaining  debt  of  those  formerly  con- 
tracted for  the  land  and  buildings  at  Bloomingdale,  and 
the  additional  buildings  in  the  city. 

To  meet  this  last  debt,  when  it  becomes  due,  there  was, 
on  the  31st  Dec,  1844,  in  the  hands  of  the  officers  of  this 
board,  acting  as  "  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,"  a 
sum  accruing  from  the  surplus  of  the  income  of  this  Cor- 
poration above  ordinary  expenses,  invested  and  bearing 
interest,  amounting  to  sixteen  thousand  three  hundred  and 
nineteen  dollars  and  seventy-two  cents. 


The  library,  which  is  annually  increased  as  heretofore, 
from  the  moneys  received  for  Students'  tickets,  has,  during 
the  year,  been  augmented  by  the  purchase  of  two  hundred 
and  seventy-seven  volumes  of  the  most  esteemed  medical 
publications  of  the  present  day,  and  now  contains  about  five 
thousand  volumes  of  the  most  valuable  works  on  medicine 
and  its  collateral  sciences. 

The  gradual  formation  of  a  Pathological  Cabinet  has  also 
been  for  some  time  in  progress,  and  this  collection  now  forms 
a  useful  and  interesting  auxiliary  to  the  other  means  of  the 
acquisition  of  medical  science  already  furnished  by  the  in- 
stitution. These  opportunities  of  improvement,  together 
with  the  advantages  to  be  derived  from  the  practice  of  the 
Hospital,  and  attendance  upon  the  Clinical  instruction  de- 
livered by  the  able  and  experienced  Surgeons  and  Physicians 
connected  with  it,  continue  to  attract  a  large  and  increasing 
number  of  students  from  different  parts  of  the  State. 


THE  ASYLUM  TOR  THE  INSANE. 

The  number  of  patients  in  the  Asylum  at  Bloomingdale, 
on  31st  December,  1843,  was  one  hundred ;  and  one  hundred 
and  six  were  admitted  during  the  succeeding  year,  making  a 
total  of  two  hundred  and  six  persons  who  have  been  under 
treatment  in  the  Asylum  during  1844.

This  Institution  is  under  the  immediate  care  of  a  Resident 
Physician,  a  Warden,  and  a  Matron.  The  general  super- 
pervision  is,  as  heretofore,  confided  to  a  Committee  of  six 
Governors,  part  of  whom  visit  the  establishment  at  least 
weekly,  and  the  whole  Committee  once  in  each  month,  when 
a  report  is  made  to  the  Board.  Monthly  visits  are  also 
made  by  the  President,  Vice  President,  and  Inspecting  Com- 
mittee of  the  Hospital ;  who,  in  like  manner,  report  to  the 
Board  of  Governors. 

The  plan  of  medical  and  moral  treatment,  which  the  en- 
lightened and  benevolent  science  of  latter  years  has  estab- 
lished in  the  best  asylums  for  the  cure  of  insanity,  continues 
to  be  steadily  applied,  with  all  the  improvements  which  the 
experience  of  our  own  officers,  or  of  similar  institutions 
elsewhere,  may  suggest  from  time  to  time. 

The  Board  are  still  compelled  to  repeat  the  regret  fre- 
quently before  expressed,  that  the  mistaken  kindness  or 
delicacy  of  the  friends  of  many  sufferers  under  various  forms 
of  insanity,  too  often  permits  the  malady  to  become  fixed 
from  the  delay  of  the  proper  means  of  cure.

PHYSICIAN'S    REPORT 


TO    THE    COMMITTEE    OF    THE    BLOOMINGDALE    ASYLUM. 


Agreeably  to  both  rule  and  precedent,  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Department  of  the  Institution  under  your  general  direction  is 
now  presented  for  your  perusal  :  and,  believing  it  to  be  consonant  with 
your  wishes,  a  more  detailed  account  of  the  establishment,  its  condition, 
discipline,  internal  policy  and  progressive  history  has  been  prepared, 
than  is  contained  in  any  of  the  Reports  by  which  it  has  been  preceded. 

As  the  subject  is  immediately  connected  with  the  principal  object  of 
the  Institution,  I  proceed  to  lay  before  you  the  general  statistics  of  the 
year  just  expired. 

In  accordance  with  previous  usage,  though  with  but  little  faith  in  the 
utility  of  the  distinction,  a  division  of  cases  into  Recent  and  Chronic 
has  been  attempted.  The  great  impediment  to  precise  accuracy  in  this 
distinction,  is  the  impossibility,  in  many  instances,  of  ascertaining  the 
time  at  which  the  disease  originated.  Were  attacks  of  mental  derange- 
ment invariably  marked  by  characteristics  as  striking,  by  symptoms  as 
prominent  and  as  easily  detected  as  those  of  pleurisy,  or  the  several 
varieties  of  fever,  there  would  be  but  little  difficulty  in  arriving  at 
positive  certainty  in  regard  to  its  duration.  But  this  is  far  from  being 
the  fact.  The  invasion  of  the  disorder  is  often  slow  and  insidious.  For 
weeks,  months,  and  perhaps,  in  some  instances,  for  years,  it  may  be 
gradually  operating  in  the  system,  trenching  upon  the  moral  sentiments, 
disturbing  the  perfect  integrity  of  the  intellectual  faculties,  perhaps 
exerting  a  slowly  increasing  influence  upon  the  thoughts,  feelings,  affec- 
tions and  habits  of  the  individual,  before  there  is  any  decided  and  une- 
quivocal evidence  of  insanity.  This  alone  is  sufficient  to  render  doubtful 
the  results  of  an  endeavor  to  arrange  the  cases  in  the  method  alluded  to.

Three  of  the  patients  reported  among  those  who  have  been  discharged, 
eloped  from  the  Asylum,  one  by  breaking  his  pledge  to  return,  when 
permitted  to  go  to  church  in  company  with  two  of  his  fellow-patients, 
and  two  through  the  carelessness  of  Attendants,  who  were  therefore 
immediately  discharged.  All  three  went  directly  to  their  homes,  and 
would  have  been  brought  back  had  not  their  friends  believed  them 
sufficiently  well  to  remain. 

Besides  the  fifty  cases  of  recovery  reported  in  the  foregoing  schedule 
as  discharged,  there  are  six  patients  remaining  in  the  Asylum  who  are 
believed  to  be  restored,  and  are  only  waiting  for  a  confirmation  of  their 
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cure.  In  most  of  the  recent  cases  discharged,  improved,  the  time  of 
residence  in  the  Asylum  was  altogether  insufficient  for  a  satisfactory 
trial  of  curative  measures. 

Modem  improvements  in  the  method  of  treatment  have  deprived 
mental  disease  of  much  of  its  terror,  by  demonstrating  that  it  is  curable 
to  as  great  an  extent  as  most  of  the  maladies  with  which  mankind  is 
afflicted.  It  appears  to  be  very  satisfactorily  proved,  that  of  cases  in 
which  there  is  no  eccentricity  or  constitutional  weakness  of  intellect, 
and  where  the  proper  remedial  measures  are  adopted  in  the  early  stages 
of  the  disorder,  no  less  than  eighty  of  every  one  hundred  are  cured. 
There  are  but  few  acute  diseases  from  which  so  large  a  per  centage  of 
the  persons  attacked  are  restored. 

One  of  the  chief  obstacles  to  a  mote  general  recovery  of  the  patients 
admitted  into  public  institutions,  and  one  of  the  principal  causes  of  the 
great  accumulation  of  deranged  people  in  the  community,  is  the  neglect 
of  removing  them  to  an  Asylum  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  commence- 
ment of  the  disease. 

A  belief  that  they  can  be  treated  more  effectually  among  their  friends, 
when  all  experience  goes  to  prove  that  they  are  more  easily  managed, 
and  far  more  likely  to  recover,  under  the  care  of  strangers  ;  erroneous 
ideas  in  relation  to  public  institutions ;  the  sanguine  hope  cherished 
from  day  to  day,  but  cherished  only  to  be  daily  disappointed,  that  the 
afflicted  person  will  soon  regain  the  use  of  reason,  frequently  combine, 
with  other  considerations,  to  retard  the  admission  of  the  patient  until 
the  period  most  favorable  to  recovery  is  past.  Thus  the  mistaken  kind- 
ness of  relatives  has  undoubtedly  been  the  cause  of  rendering  the  disease 
of  hundreds  of  maniacs  permanent. 

After  the  first  three  months  of  the  existence  of  intellectual  derange- 
ment, the  probabilities  of  a  cure  begin  rapidly  to  diminish  ;  and  at  the 
expiration  of  a  year,  it  is  believed  they  are  not  half  so  great  as  at  first. 
If  continued  beyond  that  time,  the  diminution  progresses,  so  that  of 
such  as  have  been  deranged  more  than  two  years,  the  number  that 
recover  is  comparatively  very  small ;  supposed,  by  some  physicians,  to 
be  but  about  one  in  thirty.  Yet  hope  is  left,  and  cures  are  sometimes 
effected  of  those  whose  disorder  has  existed  five,  ten,  and  even  fifteen 
years.  It  would  seem  that  every  consideration  of  humanity  and  of  duty 
requires  a  greater  practical  attention  to  these  important  truths. 

Another  serious  impediment  to  cures,  is  the  too  early  removal  of 
patients  from  the  Asylum.  Persons  are  brought  here  who  for  months, 
perhaps  years,  have  been  suffering  from  impaired  reason  ;  and,  judging 
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from  the  tenor  of  the  remarks  of  their  friends  or  relatives,  it  would 
appear  that  an  expectation  is  indulged  that  a  restoration  will  be  effected 
in  a  few  days,  or  weeks  at  farthest. 

Such  expectations  must,  from  the  nature  of  things,  generally  meet 
with  disappointment.  Although  some  patients  are  restored  in  from  six 
to  nine  weeks,  and  still  more  before  the  expiration  of  three  months  from 
the  time  of  admission,  yet  he  who  recovers  in  four  months  is  cured 
quickly,  and  the  disease  of  many  is  prolonged,  although  under  constant 
treatment,  from  six  to  nine,  twelve,  and  even  eighteen  months  before  a 
cure  can  be  accomplished.  It  is  believed  that  no  case  has  had  a  fair 
trial-  unless  it  has  been  subjected  to  treatment  at  least  one  year. 

The  rule  of  this  Institution  which  requires  the  payment  in  advance  of 
the  board  of  the  patient  for  three  months,  has,  it  is  apprehended,  an 
injurious  tendency  in  relation  to  the  subject  in  question.  This  amount 
being  paid,  the  friends  appear  to  entertain  a  kind  of  indefinite  idea  that 
they  have  contracted  and  settled  for  the  cure  of  the  patient,  and  if  the 
disease,  or  a  portion  of  it  remain  at  the  exjairation  of  that  time,  they  are 
disappointed.  For  these  and  other  reasons,  patients  are  frequently  re- 
moved when  their  health  is  improving  and  there  is  a  flattering  prospect 
of  recovery  ;  but  on  being  taken  home  and  exposed  to  the  influences 
which  originally  caused  the  disease,  they  relapse  into  their  former 
condition,  rendering  entirely  nugatory  the  means  which  were  adopted, 
and  in  successful  progress  at  tho  Asylum. 

Within  the  last  few  weeks,  two  patients  who  had  so  far  improved  as 
to  induce  their  friends  to  believe  that  they  could  "  get  along"  with  them 
at  home,  were  removed  against  the  advice  of  the  Physician.  In  both 
instances  there  was  a  relapse  within  the  first  week,  and  the  patients 
were  again  brought  to  the  Asylum.  We  advocate  the  doctrine,  that  a 
man  being  insane,  all  ordinary  considerations  should  yield  to  the  one 
important  measure  of  securing  his  recovery,  and  that  this  course  should 
be  steadily  persisted  in  until  he  is  cured,  or  it  be  proved,  beyond  a 
reasonable  doubt,  that  his  disease  is  too  firmly  seated  ever  to  be  eradi- 
cated by  the  usual  methods  of  treatment. 

In  the  following  tables,  farther  results  of  an  analysis  and  generalization 
of  all  the  cases  in  the  Asylum  during  the  year,  are  exhibited,  distinction 
being  made  between  those  which  were  present  at  the  commencement 
of  the  year,  and  those  which  have  been  admitted  since.  It  is  due  to  the 
interests  of  medical  science,  to  remark  in  this  place,  that,  although  these 
tables,  as  well  as  the  foregoing  general  statistics,  present  a  correct  ex- 
ppsition,  so  far  as  the  facts  which  they  profess  to  exhibit  are  concerned, 
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of  the  medical  history  of  the  Institution  during  the  time  in  question,  yet, 
the  several  items  are  unavailable  to  persons  who  might  desire  to  use 
them,  in  connection  with  others  of  a  similar  character,  for  the  purpose 
of  arriving  at  general  truths  respecting  insanity  and  the  insane.  The 
employment  of  these  data  in  the  manner  alluded  to  would  inevitably 
lead  to  erroneous  conclusions.  For  proof  of  this,  it  is  sufficient  to  re- 
mark that  among  the  admissions  were  several  cases  of  delerium  tremens, 
a  disease  which  is  not,  as  it  ought  not  to  be,  classified  with  ordinary 
mental  alienation  ;  and  that,  in  two  or  three  instances,  the  same  patient 
has  been  admitted  more  than  once  during  the  year.  It  is  believed  that 
the  cases  referred  to  should  be  separately  reported  ;  but  inasmuch  as 
the  undersigned  has  been  connected  with  the  Institution  during  but  a 
portion  of  the  year,  he  has  not  thought  it  best  to  deviate,  in  this  respect, 
from  the  practice  always  heretofore  pursued  in  the  Annual  Reports. 

It  is  intended,  as  soon  as  possible,  to  prepare  a  complete  and  detailed 
analysis  of  all  the  cases  treated  at  the  Asylum  since  it  was  opened  for 
the  reception  of  patients,  thus  placing  the  important  statistics  of  the 
Institution  in  a  condition  accurately  to  lend  their  aid  in  the  endeavor  to 
arrive  at  interesting  and  valuable  conclusions  in  reference  to  the  subjects 
with  which  they  are  connected.

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As  is  shown  by  this  table,  the  greatest  number  of  admissions  was  in 
May,  and  the  least  in  December ;  the  greatest  number  of  discharges 
was  in  September,  the  least  in  January  ;  the  greatest  monthly  average 
of  patients  resident  in  the  Asylum  was  in  September,  and  the  least  in 
December. 

Endeavors  have  been  made  by  some  Statisticians  to  ascertain  in  which 
of  the  four  seasons  there  is  the  greatest  liability  to  attacks  of  mental 
disorder.  The  little  aid  which  a  number  comparatively  so  small  as  is 
included  in  this  table  might  otherwise  render  in  this  investigation,  is 
annulled  by  the  fact  that  the  season  of  admission  is  no  criterion  of  the 
season  of  attack.

It  is  well  known  that  there  is  no  method  of  classification  for  insanity, 
which  nearly  approximates  perfection  ;  a  fact  which,  when  we  consider 
the  numerous  attempts  that  have  been  made  to  classify  the  disease,  is 
sufficient  proof  of  the  difficulty  of  fixing  upon  any  unobjectionable 
system.  Some  of  the  types  of  disease  which  are  designated  by  the  terms 
used  in  this  table,  are  so  unstable,  they  so  frequently  succeed,  and  not 
unfrequently  alternate  with  each  other,  as  to  render  this  system  for  all 
practical,  and  perhaps  all  theoretical  purposes,  exceedingly  imperfect. 
In  the  absence  of  a  better  form,  this  has  been  adopted,  and  each  case  is 
arranged  according  to  that  type  which  appeared  to  be  the  most  prominent 
or  prolonged.  It  will  be  perceived  that  the  number  under  the  head  of 
Mania,  greatly  predominates  over  that  of  any  other  form.  Melancholiacs 
are  more  numerous  in  those  admitted  during  the  past  year,  than  among 
those  previously  received,  while  the  reverse  is  true  of  the  subjects  of 
Dementia.

Of  all  the  objects  desirable  to  be  accomplished  by  the  Physician  of 
the  Insane,  none  is  more  difficult  than  that  of  ascertaining  the  true  origin 
or  cause  of  the  disease.  In  some  cases,  it  is  true,  in  which  the  mental 
defection  has  immediately  succeeded  an  exposure  to  any  severe  shock, 
either  physical  or  moral,  as,  for  example,  a  blow  upon  the  head,  or  the 
sudden  loss  of  a  near  relative,  there  can  be  but  little   doubt  upon  the 

4 
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subject.  But  far  more  frequently  the  real  cause  is  unknown  and  undi's- 
coverable.  Sometimes  there  are  two  or  more  circumstances,  conditions- 
or  events,  either  of  which  might  have  produced  the  disorder,  and  occa- 
sionally, perhaps  it  may  be  said  frequently,  the  effects  of  the  disease  are 
mistaken  for  the  cause. 

In  cases  where  the  mental  affection  is  either  hereditary  or  constitu- 
tional, we  believe  that  it  never  becomes  manifest  until  provoked  by 
some  species  of  irritation  or  excitement ;  but  in  the  cases  included 
under  those  two  heads  in  the  table,  the  exciting  cause  was  not  satisfac- 
torily ascertained. 

It  is  a  debatable  question,  and  one  upon  which  medical  authorities- 
differ,  whether  the  majority  of  cases  of  insanity  arise  from  physical  or 
from  moral  causes,  from  agents  immediately  operating  upon  the  body, 
or  influences  primarily  affecting  the  mind.  A  difficulty  in  the  way  of 
determining  this  question  is,  a  diversity  of  sentiment  as  to  the  nature  of 
those  causes,  some  believing  that,  in  relation  to  a  given  agent,  the  primary 
influence  is  upon  the  body,  and  others  supposing  it  to  be  upon  the 
mind.  Again,  in  a  given  case,  one  person  would  attribute  the  disease 
to  some  immediate  and  apparent  cause,  whereas  another  would  trace  it 
to  an  influence  more  remote.  If  a  man  suffering  from  grief,  or  the 
embarrassments  and  perplexities  of  business,  should  resort  to  the  stimu- 
lus of  alcoholic  liquors,  become  an  habitual  inebriate,  and,  subsequently, 
a  maniac,  the  mental  disorder  would  be  supposed,  by  some,  to  have 
originated  from  intemperance,  by  others,  from  the  grief  or  embarrass- 
ments which  induced  that  intemperance. 

In  the  foregoing  table,  those  causes  believed  to  be  physical  are  printed 
in  italics.  The  number  of  cases  included  by  thom  exceeds  those  of  the 
moral  causes  by  sixty-seven.

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From  the  data  furnished  by  this  table,  it  may  be  inferred  that,  what- 
ever may  be  the  degree  to  which  insanity  militates  against  the  genei-al 
health,  or  shortens  life,  the  cases  are  not  rare  in  which  it  may  exist  for 
a  long  series  of  years  ;  and,  it  may  be.  added,  apparently  without  being 
seriously  detrimental  to  the  physical  welfare  of  the  patient.  There 
have  been,  as  will  be  seen,  no  less  than  forty-one  persons  in  the  Asylum 
during  the  year,  each  of  whom  had  been  insane  more  than  ten  years 
Of  these,  thirty  had  been  deranged  more  than  fifteen  years,  twenty  more 
than  twenty  years,  and  eight  more  than  thirty  years.  There  are  still 
nine  patients  remaining,  of  those  who  were  removed  from  the  Lunatic 
Asylum  in  the  City,  at  the  time  of  opening  this  institution,  in  1821. 
One  of  these  was  admitted  in  1808,  one  in  1810,  two  in  1812,  one  in 
1813,  one  in  1815,  one  in  1818,  and  two  in  1819.  There  are  also  two 
others  who  were  admitted  here  in  1821,  one  in  August  and  the  other  in 
November.

Two  of  the  persons  who  have  died,  had  been  inmates  of  the  Asylum 
many  years.  Among  the  old,  protracted  cases  which  accumulate  in 
institutions  that  have  long  been  in  operation,  there  is  generally  more  or 
less  mortality  every  year,  thus  making  the  proportion  of  deaths  greater 
than  in  asylums  which  are  of  more  recent  origin. 

Of  the  other  deaths  herein  recorded,  four  were  the  direct  results  of 
the  diseases  under  which  the  patients  were  laboring  at  the  time  of  ad- 
mission. One  died  in  two  days  after  coming  to  the  Asylum,  one  in 
seventeen,  one  in  twenty -four,  and  one  in  thirty-eight  days. 
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The  number  of  patients  having  a  suicidal  propensity  has  been  re- 
markably large  during  the  past  year,— being  no  less  than  twenty-six. 
Of  these,  fourteen  were  known  to  have  attempted  self-destruction,  and 
some  of  them  several  times,  prior  to  admission  here. 

Suicides  are  deplorable  occurrences,  any  where  ;  they  are  melancholy 
records  in  the  annals  of  institutions  like  this.  I  know  of  no  Asylum  at 
which  they  have  not  occurred.  The  entire  prevention  of  them  seems 
impossible.  A  patient  in  one  public  institution,  being  disposed  to 
destroy  himself,  was  placed,  with  his  hands  muffed,  in  a  room  from 
which  every  article  "of  furniture  had  been  removed.  He  succeeded, 
however,  in  accomplishing  his  object,  by  getting  into  the  window,  and 
thence  precipitating  himself,  head  foremost,  upon  the  floor.  A  female 
patient  at  another  asylum,  being  deprived  of  every  article  of  clothing 
adapted  to  the  purpose,  strangled  herself  with  her  hair. 

Should  every  patient  suicidally  disposed  be  placed  constantly  under 
corporeal  restraint,  asylums  would  become  hideously  deformed  with 
straps,  wristbands  and  muffs.  Moreover,  this  method,  as  in  the  case  of 
the  man  above  mentioned,  not  only  affords  no  perfect  security  against 
self-destruction  but  appears  to  increase  the  number  of  attempts  by 
rendering  the  patient  more  strongly  determined  to  execute  his  fatal 
purpose.  This  fact  is  strikingly  corroborated  by  the  testimony  of  the 
Officers  of  the  Bethlehem  Hosjaital  for  the  Insane,  in  London.  In  their 
last  report  they  say  that  "from  1750  to  1770,  when  every  patient  was 
under  restraint,  the  suicides  were  in  proportion  of  1  to  202,  whereas 
during  the  last  twenty  years,  (when  restraints  have  been  but  little  used) 
the  proportion  has  been  only  1  in  963."  Thus,  the  actual  amount  of 
self-destruction  was  nearly  five  times  as  great  under  the  old  system  of 
bodily  confinement,  as  it  is  under  the  present  method  of  freedom  from 
straps  and  strait  jackets. 

In  most  of  the  foregoing  tables  the  prominent  object  in  view  has 
particular  reference  or  relation  to  the  disease.  In  those  which  follow, 
the  subjects  are  more  particularly  connected  with  the  individuals,  and 
the  relation  between  them  and  the  mental  affection  is  of  secondary 
consideration.

Hence  it  appears,  that  one  hundred  and  sixty-three  of  the  patients 
were  Americans,  and  forty-three  foreigners  ;  one  hundred  and  five  were 
natives  of  this  state,  and  one  hundred  and  fifty-three  were  residents 
within  it.  Of  the  other  states,  New-Jersey,  having  no  Lunatic  Asylum, 
furnishes  much  the  larger  number.  Of  the  foreigners,  nine  men  and 
eleven  women  were  natives  of  Ireland,  seven  men  and  three  women,  of 
England,  one  man  of  Scotland,  and  seven  men  and  three  women,  of 
several  countries  of  Continental  Europe.

The  average  age  is,  as  might  be  expected,  much  greater  in  the  patients 
who  were  here  at  the  commencement  of  the  year,  than  in  those  who 
have  been  admitted  since  that  time.  Of  the  former,  the  greatest  number 
jn  any  regular  decade  is  27,  between  31  and  40  years,  inclusive,  while 
in  the  latter  it  is  33,  between  21  and  30  years.

Of  the  patients  who  were  in  the  Asylum  or.  the  first  of  the  year,  the 
number  who  had  never  been  married  was  nearly  twice  as  great  as  that 
of  the  married  whose  husbands  or  wives  were  living,  and  twenty -seven 
per  cent  greater  than  the  aggregate  number  of  the  married  and  the 
widowed.     Of  those  admitted  during  the  year,  the  single  exceed   the 
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married  in  number,  but  are  not  equal  to  both  the  married  and  the 
widowed  The  number  of  widowed  females  exceeds  that  of  the  same 
class  of  males  by  33  per  cent.

Of  the  fifty-seven  admitted  in  1844,  eleven,  or  very  nearly  one-fifth  of 
the  whole,  were  farmers.  This  proportion,  apparently  large,  is,  in  reality, 
small,  when  we  consider  the  great  predominance  of  agriculturists  in  the 
community.  There  is  probably  no  employment  which  predisposes  to 
insanity  in  a  less  degree  than  that  of  the  cultivation  of  the  soil. 
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TREATMENT. 


The  curative  management  of  the  insane  consists  in  a  combination  of 
two  distinct  and  essentially  different  series  of  means,  the  first  of  which 
are  those  remedial  agents  strictly  belonging  to  the  art  of  medicine,  and 
the  second,  a  course  of  bodily  and  mental  discipline,  the  tendency  of 
which  is  to  tranquilize  the  mind  and  restore  it  to  its  original  integrity. 
Hence  have  arisen  the  terms  medical  treatment,  and — for  the  want  of  a 
more  expressive  word — moral  treatment.     These  subjects  will  receive, 
as  they  merit,  a  distinct  consideration  ;  but  before  proceeding  to  them, 
it  may  not  be  inappropriate  to  remark,  that  there  has  been,  and  still  is, 
a  diversity  of  sentiment  in  regard  to  which  of  these  series  of  restorative 
means   should  claim  pre-eminence.     There   are  many  persons  in  the 
community  who  believe  insanity  to  be  purely  and  exclusively  a  disease 
of  the  mind,  and  consequently  set  at  naught  all  medical  remedies. 
Many  physicians  also,  particularly  those  of  Germany,  among  whom  are 
Hoffbauer,  Heinroth,   Reil,  Benek,  and   Langermann,   concur  in  this 
opinion,  so  far  as  regards  the  seat  of  the  disease,  but  most  of  them 
acknowledge  the  utility  of  medicines  in  effecting  a  cure.     Leuret,  a 
French  physician  who  has  adopted  the  theories  of  the  German  School, 
is  the  only  one,  so  far  as  I  am  informed,  who  maintains  that  the  disorder 
may  always  be  cured,  if  it  be  curable,  by  moral  treatment  alone.    On 
the  contrary,  it  is  the  belief  of  a  large  majority  of  the  physicians  of  the 
present  day,  that  the  disease  is  always  bodily,  and  that  the  mind  appears 
to  be  disordered  only  because  the  organ  through  which  its  operations 
are   manifested  is  not  in  a  condition   of  health.     The  latter  opiniun 
appears  the  more  rational,  as  it  is  more  consistent  with  the  general 
principles  of  physiology  and  with  the  commonly  received  ideas  of  the 
spiritual  nature  of  man.     But  how  diverse  soever  may  be  the  sentiments 
of  individuals  in  reference  to  the  seat  of  the  disease,  it  is  now  generally 
conceded  that  the  most  effective   treatment  is  that  which   unites,  in 
judicious  proportion,  the  variety  of  means  included  by  the  two  divisions 
already  mentioned. 

1st.  Medical  Treatment. — The  report  of  a  public  institution,  intended 
as  it  is  for  general  readers,  for  persons  mostly  unconnected  with  the 
medical  profession,  is  not  a  legitimate  or  appropriate  organ  through 
which  to  publish  a  detailed  account  of  the  subjects  belonging  to  this 
department. 
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Opinions,  however,  which  are  but  too  extensively  enteitained,  justify 
the  assertion,  in  this  place,  that  for  mental  alienation  there  is  no  grand 
specific,  no  universal  restorative.  If,  according  to  the  belief  of  the  late 
Sir  William  Ellis,  such  specific  "  does  exist  somewhere  in  nature,"  the 
world  is  none  the  wiser  for  it,  since  it  has  not  been  discovered.  Xor, 
in  the  treatment  of  this  disorder,  is  recourse  had  to  any  species  of 
sorcery,  witchcraft,  incantation,  magic,  or  other  secret  and  mvsterious 
process  by  which  it  is  intended  to  charm  the  patient  into  the  healthy  use 
of  his  rational  powers.  The  treatment  is  based  upon  the  plain  and 
practical  principles  of  the  science  of  medicine,  principles  which  are  alike 
applicable  to  all  the  bodily  maladies  to  which  the  human  race  is  liable, 
[nsanity,  like  other  diseases,  must  be  managed  according  to  its  symp- 
toms :  and  inasmuch  as  these  are  different  in  different  cases,  the  treat- 
ment must  be  modified  accordingly.  And  if  it  be,  as  it  most  undoubtedly 
is,  a  fact,  that  a  much  larger  proportion  of  the  insane  recover  in  the 
asylums  intended  for  their  benefit  than  would  be  cured  were  there  no 
such  institutions,  it  is  because  the  medical  men  attached  to  those  estab- 
lishments devote  their  time  almost  exclusively  to  this  peculiar  branch 
cf  the  profession,  and  hence  ought  to  understand  it  more  thoro  .  - 
than  the  general  practitioner,  and  because  the  patients  can  be  more 
strictly  subjected  to  a  course  of  medicine,  and  are  more  easily  controlled 
by  straneers  than  by  their  immediate  relatives  and  friends. 

It  is  believed,  furthermore,  that  the  vital  interests  of  a  portion  of  the 
community  may  to  some  extent  be  subserved  by  an  expression  of  our 
belief  in  the  deleterious  consequences  of  the  ordinary  mode  of  commenc- 
ing the  treatment  of  insanity  by  repeated  and  copious  bleeding.  The 
abstraction  of  blood  from  the  veins  or  arteries  of  those  who  are  suffering 
under  mental  derangement  is  but  little  practiced  in  lunatic  asylums, 
either  in  Great  Britain  or  the  United  States.  The  lancet  has  probably 
confirmed  and  perpetuated  more  cases  of  insanity  than  it  has  cured.  A 
man  was  admitted  into  this  Asylum,  in  1S31,  who  had  been  bled  from 
twelve  to  sixteen  ounces  every  third  or  fourth  day  for  the  space  of  six 
weeks  ;  and  a  woman  was  received  in  1534,  who,  during  some  of  her 
previous  paroxysms,  had  been  bled  eighty  or  ninety  ounces — say  one 
trallon  and  a  quarter,  at  each  time.  These  patients  are  still  here,  con- 
firmed maniacs  for  life. 

Durinsr  the  past  summer  a  man  was  attacked  with  insanity,  and, 
although  freely  bled  on  alternate  days,  several  times,  continued  to  arrow 
worse.  At  length,  having  attempted  suicide,  he  was  brought  to  the 
Asylum.     Here  he  so  n  began  to  improve,  and  at  the  expiration  of  six 
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weeks  returned  to  his  friends  perfectly  restored,  and  without  the  loss  of 
any  blood  during  his  residence  at  the  institution. 

There  are,  undoubtedly,  cases  which  require  the  use  of  the  lancet, 
but  they  are  rare.  The  indiscriminate  employment  of  this  method  of 
depletion  is  highly  injurious  and  reprehensible. 

2d.  Moral  Treatment. — Time  was  when  the  words  "  Lunatic  Asylum" 
were  almost  synonymous  with  "  bars,  bolts,  strait  jackets,  manacles, 
fetters  and  chains."  It  is  doubtful  whether,  at  that  time,  the  term  Moral 
treatment  was  in  the  least  degree  applicable  to  the  internal  policy  of 
those  establishments.  Jwmoral  was  probably  the  more  appropriate 
adjective.  It  is  not  intended,  by  this,  to  censure  or  condemn  the  con- 
duct, or  to  impugn  the  motives  of  the  persons  concerned  in  their  manage- 
ment. They  acted  in  accordance  with  prevailing  sentiments,  and  by 
the  light  of  all  the  then  existing  knowledge  of  insanity  and  the  insane. 
But  a  brighter  day  has  dawned  upon  the  clouded  existence  of  those  who, 
in  the  dispensations  of  Providence,  have  been  deprived  of  the  use  of 
reason.  It  has  been  found  to  be  unnecessary  to  make  them  such  com- 
plete outcasts  from  society,  its  attractions,  its  amenities  and  its  blandish- 
ments, so  entirely  to  deprive  them  of  the  luxuries,  the  comforts,  even 
the  conveniences  of  civilized  domestic  life.  It  has  been  discovered  that 
kindness  is  more  powerful  than  "  stripes  and  a  dungeon"  in  the  manage- 
ment of  the  insane.  In  short,  it  has  been  found  that  by  treating  them 
as  honorable  men  and  human  beings,  rather  than  as  criminals  and  as 
brutes,  by  bringing  around  them  a  variety  of  objects  and  subjects  attrac- 
tive to  the  senses  and  interesting  to  the  mind,  by  pursuing  towards 
them  a  course  of  conduct  founded  upon  good  will  and  sustained  by 
firmness,  the  greatest  degree  of  quiet  and  contentment  is  secured  to  the 
patient,  and  the  utmost  possible  probability  of  i-ecovery  attained. 

This  humane  system  of  disciplinary  treatment  was  begun,  almost 
simultaneously,  by  Pinel  in  France  and  Tuke  in  England,  and  has  since 
been  introduced  into  a  very  large  propoi'tion  of  ihe  asylums  in  all 
enlightened  nations.  Some  of  the  first  established  institutions  of  the 
kind  in  this  country  commenced  operations  by  the  adoption  of  its  prin- 
ciples in  their  management.  Since  that  period,  however,  although  the 
principles  have  remained  the  same,  inrprovements  have  been  made  in 
the  practical  application  of  them,  insomuch  that  the  condition  of  the 
inmates  has  been  in  an  eminent  degree  ameliorated. 

The  fundamental  elements  of  moral  treatment  are  kindness  and  benevo- 
lence ;  the  means  or  agents  employed  in  bringing  its  influence  to  act 
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upon   the  patient,   are   religious   worship,   instruction,   manual  labor, 
recreation,  and  amusements. 

1st.  Religious  Worship. — The  clergyman  of  a  church  in  the  neigh- 
borhood officiates  regularly  at  the  Asylum  on  the  Sabbath.  We  have 
no  chapel,  but  one  of  the  capacious  halls  of  the  centre  building  forms  a 
very  good  substitute.  Being  provided  with  chairs  and  settees,  it  affords 
comfortable  accommodation  for  an  audience  of  one  hundred  persons. 
The  number  of  patients  in  attendance  varies  from  fifty -five  to  seventy — 
or  nearly  two-thirds  of  the  whole.  Although  some  who,  at  first,  are 
disinclined  to  attend  the  service,  may  be  advised  to  join  the  audience, 
yet  compulsion  is  never  resorted  to.  Many  of  our  patients  are  Catholics, 
and  their  course  in  reference  to  this  subject  is  always  optional  to  them- 
selves. A  large  proportion  of  those  who  are  accustomed  to  attend 
service,  are  capable  of  receiving  and  appreciating  religious  truth.  In 
some  cases  where  the  intellectual  faculties  are  deeply  and  permanently 
disordered,  the  sentiment  of  devotion  remains  unimpaired,  and  the 
fountain  of  religious  feeling  as  pure  as  in  the  better  days  of  the  individual. 
And  even  upon  those  in  whom  disease  has  wrought  so  deeply  and  ex- 
tensively as  to  have  impaired  the  moral  perception,  a  regular  attendance 
at  divine  worship  is  not  without  its  beneficial  effects.  It  revives  the 
incidents  of  early  life,  it  calls  up  the  pleasing  associations  connected 
with  childhood  and  with  home  ;  it  disposes  to  calmness,  quietude  and 
reflection,  wins  the  mind  from  the  visionary  fancies  of  disease,  and 
renders  the  individual  happier  and  more  contented. 

There  are  some  cases  of  extreme  melancholy,  of  a  religious  character 
and  not  unfrequently  connected  with  a  suicidal  propensity,  in  which  the 
mind  is  constantly  brooding  over  its  imagined  "  lost  and  undone  con- 
dition," and  the  patient  is  disposed  to  be  continually  engaged  in  worship 
or  the  reading  of  religious  books.  I  have  known  a  few  instances  in 
which  the  indulgence  of  this  disposition  appeared  to  be  decidedly  in- 
jurious, increasing  and  probably  prolonging  the  disease.  But  these  are 
exceptions  to  a  general  rule. 

The  quiet  and  good  order  of  our  religious  assemblies,  the  attention  to 
the  exercises  and  the  general  observance  of  the  proprieties  of  the  place 
and  the  occasion,  are  such  as  to  excite  the  admiration  of  persons  who 
have  never  previously  assembled  with  a  congregation  composed  of  the 
inmates  of  an  institution  like  this. 
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2d.  Instruction. — A  Reading  Room,  in  the  men's  department,  is 
furnished  with  periodicals,  newspapers  and  a  library  of  about  five  hun- 
dred volumes  of  scientific,  historical  and  miscellaneous  books.  The 
London,  the  Foreign,  the  Edinburgh  and  the  Westminster  Quarterly 
Reviews,  Blackwood's  Edinburgh  Magazine,  the  Weekly  Mirror,  and 
four  daily  journals  published  in  the  city  of  New- York  are  taken  regularly. 
The  books,  periodicals,  &c,  are  carried  into  the  female  department  as 
they  are  wanted. 

Many  of  the  inmates  regularly  read  the  daily  news-papers,  and  some 
whose  disease  is  permanent,  and  of  a  form  so  severe  as  to  induce  the 
supposition  that  they  are  entirely  incapaciated  for  such  reading,  acquire 
an  extensive  knowledge  of  the  politics  and  general  intelligence  of  the 
times.  The  monthly  journals  and  the  quarterly  reviews  are  read  by 
some,  and  levies  are  made  upon  the  library  in  about  the  same  proportion 
as  upon  similar  collections  of  books  in  the  community  at  large.  During 
the  last  few  months  a  supply  of  news-papers  and  books  has  been  con- 
stantly kept  upon  the  tables  in  some  of  the  halls  occupied  by  those 
patients  whose  disease  is  of  the  most  aggravated  form,  and  the  benefit 
derived  therefrom  has  been  astonishing  to  ourselves.  The  books  are  of 
descriptions  adapted  to  all  capacities,  and  there  are  but  very  few  of  the 
patients  who  have  not  made  use  of  them.  Hence  some  of  the  halls 
which  were  formerly  the  most  noisy  and  disorderly,  have  become  as 
strongly  characterised  for  their  general  stillness  and  good  order.  It 
may  also  be  observed,  as  not  the  least  remarkable  feature  of  this  experi- 
ment, that  the  destruction  of  books  is  probably  not  to  half  the  extent 
that  would  occur  among  the  same  number  of  children.  Indeed,  it  is 
found  upon  inquiry,  that  but  one  book  has  been  seriously  injured. 
Writing  books,  arithmetics  and  slates  have  been  placed  in  the  hands  of 
some,  and  these  have  contributed  to  their  entertainment  and  instruction. 

A  few  weeks  since,  I  commenced,  by  way  of  experiment,  a  series  of 
lectures  upon  miscellaneous  subjects,  for  the  benefit  of  the  patients. 
My  anticipations  have  been  more  than  realized  in  the  interest  which  has 
thus  far  been  manifested  in  them,  and  it  is  consequently  determined  to 
continue  them,  giving  one  every  week  throughout  the  winter.  Nine 
lectures  have  been  delivered,  upon  the  following  subjects  :

These,  with  but  one  exception,  have  been  illustrated  by  a  series  of 
diagrams  and  pictures,  painted  upon  cloth,  of  a  size  sufficient  to  enable 
every  person  in  the  audience  to  obtain  a  distinct  view  of  them.  The 
lectures  are  frequented  by  from  sixty  to  seventy  of  the  patients  and 
their  conduct  is  marked  by  order,  decorum  and  attention.  Even  the 
most  abstract  of  all  the  subjects  hitherto  discussed,  the  "Principles  and 
Analogies  of  Physical,  Intellectual  and  Moral  Beauty,"  was  far  more 
generally  appreciated  than  might  be  supposed,  and  we  do  not  recollect 
ever  to  have  attended  a  lecture  at  which  there  was  a  greater  degree  of 
quiet  or  becoming  deportment  among  the  audience.  The  following 
subjects  will  be  discussed  in  the  ensuing  lectures.

Descriptions  of  London,  Edinburgh,  Dublin,  Am- 
sterdam, Paris,  Venice,  Florence,  Rome,  Naples, 
Symrna  and  Constantinople. 

The  lectures  upon  physiology  and  astronomy,  will  be  illustrated  by 
diagrams  ;  those  upon  chemistry  by  experiments  ;  and  the  others  by 
maps  and  plans  of  each  city,  together  with  views  of  some  of  their  most 
important  edifices  and  other  distinguishing  features.  These  means  of 
illustration,  so  valuable  to  all,  are  particularly  useful  to  an  assemblage 
of  people  like  those  in  question,  inasmuch  as  their  attention  is  more 
readily  secured  by  appealing  to  the  eye  than  to  the  car.  To  them  the 
language  of  Horace  is  peculiarly  applicable. 

"  Words,  which  address  the  ear,  are  lost,  and  die 
In  one  short  hour,  but  that  which  strikes  the  eye 
Lives  long  upon  the  mind ;  the  faithful  sight 
Engraves  that  knowledge  with  a  beam  of  light." 
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The  several  sources  of  instruction  herein  mentioned  are  among  the 
principal  promoters  of  peace,  tranquility  and  order,  they  are  some  of 
the  most  valuable  aids  in  restoring  the  mind  to  its  original  healthy  action. 
Banish  them  from  the  Asylum,  and  the  halls*  would  present  a  far  more 
melancholy  scene  of  intellectual  and  moral  desolation. 

Our  obligations  are  due  to  the  Publisher  of  the  Boston  "  Olive  Branch," 
for  his  liberality  in  voluntarily  and  regularly  furnishing  our  inmates 
with  a  copy  of  his  interesting  publication.  No  paper  received  at  the 
institution  is  more  generally  read. 

3d.  Manual  Labor. — Of  the  means  included  under  the  head  of  Moral 
Treatment,  manual  labor — useful  employment  with  the  hands — justly 
claims  pre-eminence  over  all  the  others.  At  a  certain  stage  of  the  dis- 
order, when  medicine  has  exerted  its  influence  to  a  degree  sufficient  to 
enable  the  person  measurably  to  exercise  his  self-control,  employment 
comes  in  as  one  of  the  most  powerful  of  restorative  measures.  The 
requisite  exercise  enables  the  patient  to  work  off  the  morbid  excitement 
of  the  system,  and  consequently  induces  quiet,  rest  and  sleep  ;  while 
the  necessary  mental  attention  prevents  the  distempered  mind  from 
brooding  over  imaginary  ills,  or  indulging  in  the  visionary  fancies  and 
absurd  delusions  to  which  it  may  be  subject.  Many  of  the  patients, 
of  both  sexes,  assist  in  making  beds  and  preserving  the  neatness  and 
order  of  the  rooms  and  halls.  Others  are  employed  on  the  farm,  in  the 
carpenter's  shop,  the  mattress  shop,  and  in  the  various  departments  of 
labor  necessarily  belonging  to  a  large  establishment.  No  one  is  com- 
pelled to  work,  though  in  some  instances,  where  evident  benefit  would 
accrue  to  the  individual,  such  occupation  is  recommended,  and  induce- 
ments are  sometimes  presented  to  encourage  him  to  engage  in  it.  A 
"  lunch,"  or  some  other  trivial  privilege  out  of  the  ordinary  course,  has 
often  opened  the  way,  in  this  manner,  to  a  complete  restoration  of  the 
person  diseased. 

During  the  last  spring,  two  farmers,  each  of  whom  possessed  a  good 
farm,  were  admitted  into  the  Asylum,  one  about  a  week  after  the  other. 
They  were  laboring  under  the  most  abject  form  of  melancholy,  and  had 
both  attempted  suicide.  In  less  than  a  month,  their  condition  being 
already  somewhat  improved,  they  expressed  a  willingness,  and  one  of 
them  a  strong  desire,  to  work  out  of  doors.     Being  furnished  with  imple-

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ments  they  daily  went  out  together,  unaccompanied  by  any  other  person, 
and  worked  upon  the  farm  with  as  much  apparent  interest  as  if  it 
belonged  to  themselves.  Under  this  course  they  continued  rapidly  to 
improve,  and  both  were  discharged  recovered,  one  at  the  end  of  six 
weeks  and  the  other  three  months  from  the  time  of  their  respective 
admissions. 

Another  man  was  brought  to  the  Asylum  early  in  the  spring,  laboring 
under  a  high  degree  of  active  mania.  His  appetite  was  poor  and  his 
frame  emaciated.  He  was  careless  of  his  personal  appearance,  restless, 
turbulent,  and  almost  incessantly  talking,  in  an  incoherent  manner,  upon 
the  delusions  attending  his  disease.  When  out  of  doors  he  was  con- 
stantly wandering  to  and  fro  and  talking  to  himself,  or  digging  the  earth 
with  his  hands,  without  end  or  object,  and  generally  having  his  mouth 
filled  with  grass.  For  some  months  there  was  but  little  change  in  his 
condition.  At  length,  having  become  somewhat  less  bewildered,  his 
attendant  succeeded  in  inducing  him  to  assist  in  making  beds.  Shortly 
afterwards  he  was  employed  with  the  painters  and  glaziers  upon  the 
green-house,  and  then  went  to  the  carpenters'  shop  where  he  worked 
regularly  for  several  weeks.  Meanwhile  his  bodily  health  improved, 
his  mind  gradually  returned  to  its  former  integrity,  and  he  was  dis- 
charged cured  of  his  mental  disorder,  and  weighing  more  than  at  any 
previous  period  of  his  life. 

These  cases  are  fair  examples  of  the  utility  of  a  combination  of 
medical  and  moral  treatment,  for,  in  all  of  them,  medicine  was  regularly 
administered  until  within  a  comparatively  short  period  before  their 
departure  from  the  institution.  They  are  presented,  also,  as  cogent 
arguments  in  favor  of  giving  to  manual  labor  that  pre-eminence  which 
has  already  been  assigned  to  it. 

During  the  past  few  months,  one  of  the  rooms  in  the  basement  of  the 
men's  department  has  been  devoted  to  the  making  and  repairing  of 
mattresses.  This  work  is  performed  by  one  of  the  attendants,  assisted 
by  several  of  the  patients.  Between  forty  and  fifty  mattresses  have  been 
emptied,  the  hair  picked  over,  the  cases  washed,  and  the  mattresses 
again  made  up,  rendering  them  nearly  as  good  as  new.  Several  new 
straw  mattresses  have  also  been  manufactured,  as  substitutes  for  the 
ordinary  under-bed  of  straw  and  it  is  intended  to  make  a  similar  change 
in  nearly  all  the  beds  belonging  to  the  establishment,  thus  contributing 
to  neatness,  saving  labor  and  retrenching  expense. 

In  the  female  department  there  is  much  industry  not  only  in  the  do- 
mestic affairs  of  the  halls,  but  with  the  needle,  and  all  that  has  been  said 
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of  the  general  utility  of  occupation  is   as  applicable   to  the  females  as 
to  the  males. 

4.  Recreation  and  Amusement. — Convalescent  patients  and  others 
whose  condition  is  such  as  to  render  it  admissible,  are  permitted  to  go 
unrestrained  upon  the  premises.  Others  walk  out  accompanied  by 
attendants,  and  occasionally  go  as  far  as  the  High  bridge,  Harlaem,  or 
the  receiving  reservoir.  Horses  and  a  commodious  carriage  are  also 
devoted  to  the  use  of  the  inmates.  Ordinarily,  these  go  out  four  times 
in  the  day,  taking  six  patients  at  each  time.  The  numerous  roads  in  the 
vicinity  admit  of  diversifying  the  routes,  so  that  they  do  not  fall  into  the 
monotonous  character  of  a  routine.  Riding  and  walking  are  very 
generally  appreciated  and  enjoyed  :  they  give  an  agreeable  variety  to 
the  course  of  life,  present  new  scenes  to  the  view,  afford  exercise,  and 
thus  contribute  to  enjoyment  and  pi'omote  the  restoration  of  health. 
The  neighborhood  of  the  Asylnm  is  not  devoid  of  beautiful  and  diversi- 
fied scenery.  The  Hudson  river,  with  the  palisades  rising  like  a 
mountain  wall  for  many  miles  along  its  western  shore  ;  the  Harlaem 
river  passing  through  cultivated  vallies  and  between  abrupt  and  pre- 
cipitous hills  ;  Hell  Gate,  with  its  rocks  and  whirlpools  ;  the  Sound, 
winding  among  islands  and  projections  of  land  far  as  the  eye  can  reach 
to  the  eastward,  its  surface  frequently  chequered  with  a  fleet  of  vessels 
under  sail ;  the  fertile  shores  of  Long  Island,  studded  with  villas  and 
villages  ;  these,  together  with  that  diversity  of  cultivated  scenery  and  of 
active  life  which  are  generally  found  in  the  vicinity  of  a  large  city, 
combine  in  rendering  a  ramble  or  a  ride  in  this  neighborhood  more  than 
ordinarily  interesting. 

The  bowling  alley  was  much  resorted  to  throughout  the  warm  season, 
and  the  noise  of  the  falling  pins  was  generally  among  the  cheerful 
sounds  of  the  summer  mornings.  The  quoits  also  afforded  their  share 
of  entertainment.  The  basratelle  table  is  one  of  the  sources  of  amuse- 
ment  most  frequently  laid  under  contribution.  There  is  one  man  who 
plays  more  or  less  every  day,  and  sometimes  for  hours  in  succession. 
Chess,  chequers,  cards,  dominoes,  "  Doctor  Busby,"  and  other  games 
severally  contribute,  in  a  greater  or  less  degree,  to  cheerfulness  and 
enjoyment  within  doors. 

On  one  evening  of  each  week  a  party  assembles  in  the  family  parlor, 
for  the  purpose  of  social  intercourse.  The  officers  and  from  fifteen  to 
twenty  of  the  patients,  both  ladies  and  gentlemen,  are  generally  present. 
The  ordinary  refreshments  of  evening  family  parties,  are  served  on  these 
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occasions.  Balls  are  occasionally  given,  at  which  a  greater  number  of 
the  patients  assemble  than  at  the  parties.  At  the  last  entertainment  of 
this  description  there  were  about  thirty  of  each  sex,  which  does  not 
materially  differ  from  the  number  ordinarily  in  attendance.  The  festivi- 
ties of  the  evening  afforded  very  general  satisfaction.  There  was 
cheerfulness  without  extreme  hilarity,  gaiety  without  boisterousness, 
and  a  pervading  disposition  to  participate  in  the  enjoyment — to  please 
and  to  be  pleased.  Could  a  stranger,  ignorant  of  the  place,  have  looked 
upon  the  assembly,  he  would  hardly  have  imagined  himself  to  be  within 
the  walls  of  an  Asylum  for  the  Insane. 

Our  experience  in  regard  to  this  species  of  amusement,  considered  as 
an  agent  in  the  moral  treatment  of  the  insane,  has  not,  as  yet,  been  suffi- 
cient to  justify  a  positive  opinion  of  its  merits.  Hitherto  we  have 
certainly  perceived  some  advantages  in  it.  To  those  who  have  formerly 
been  accustomed  to  the  amusement,  it  affords  an  opportunity  of  return- 
ing to  previous  habits  of  life,  and  of  recalling  many  a  pleasing  association 
connected  with  the  past.  To  others  it  possesses  the  stimulus  of  novelty, 
and  thus,  temporarily  at  least,  breaks  the  chain  of  morbid  ideas  with 
which  disease  has  bound  them.  The  exercise,  by  promoting  sleep  and 
digestion,  contributes  to  general  health,  and  consequently  increases  the 
probability  of  recovery  from  the  mental  disorder.  Nor  are  the  circum- 
stances, conditions  and  influences  of  the  time  and  occasion  the  only 
benefits  which  have  been  perceived.  In  reference  to  this,  as  to  many 
other  events,  anticipation  yields  a  more  prolonged,  although  it  may  be 
a  less  intense  pleasure  than  participation.  The  preparation  for  a  ball 
furnishes  employment,  to  some  extent,  for  a  week.  The  subject  occu- 
pies the  mind  to  the  exclusion,  partial  if  not  entire,  of  the  irrational 
ideas  which  constitute  a  part  of  the  symptoms  of  the  mental  disorder, 
and  affords  topics  of  conversation  more  rational  than  those  suggested  by 
delusion,  and  less  reprehensible  than  many  which  are  discussed,  alike 
by  the  insane  and  the  sane. 

RESTRAINTS. 

The  means  of  bodily  restraint, — "  tranquilizing  chairs,"  straps,  muffs, 
wristbands,  mittens  and  other  appliances  for  the  confinement  of  the  body 
and  limbs,  have  been  considered  as  necessary  evils,  or,  perhaps,  by 
some,  as  necessary  promoters  of  good,  in  establishments  dovoted  to  the 
accommodation  of  the  insane.  Hence  they  have  been  employed,  even 
in  very  recent  time,  to  a  much  greater  extent  than  wa3  necessary. 
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In  our  individual  experience,  we  have  found  that  in  proportion  as  we 
have  become  acquainted  with  the  insane,  with  their  tempers,  dispositions, 
habits,  powers  of  self-control,  and  capabilities  of  appreciating  the  or- 
dinary motives  which  influence  the  conduct  of  mankind,  has  our  opinion 
of  the  degree  to  which  these  means  are  necessary,  been  diminished. 
Our  practice  has  corresponded  with  this  change  of  opinion,  and  the 
results  have  been  eminently  satisfactory.  At  the  present  time  there  is 
no  patient  in  the  Asylum  upon  whose  body  or  limbs  there  is  any  appa- 
ratus of  restraint.  In  the  mens'  department,  no  such  means  has  in  any 
instance  been  resorted  to  during  the  last  six  weeks,  and  in  but  a  single 
instance  during  the  last  three  months.  In  the  case  alluded  to,  a  patient 
whose  ordinary  conduct  is  unexceptionable,  but  who  is  subject  to  sudden 
and  uncontrollable  impulses  to  destructiveness,  acting  under  the  influence 
of  one  of  his  paroxysms,  broke  a  chair  and  some  windows,  and  his  hands 
were  confined  by  wristbands  two  days. 

The  so  called  "  tranquilizing  chairs"  which  had  for  many  years  been 
among  the  means  of  restraint,  were  taken  from  the  halls  in  April  last, 
and  neither  of  them  has  since  been  used. 

It  has  heretofore  been  customary  to  keep  a  supply  of  the  other  kinds 
of  restraining  apparatus  in   each  hall   throughout   the    establishment. 
About  the  20th  of  November  every  thing  of  the  kind  was  removed  from 
the  mens'   department,  and  deposited  in  the  Physician's  office,  where 
it  has  since  remained  undisturbed.     And  yet,  during  the  period  that  we 
have  been  connected  with  the  Asylum,  there  has  been  no  equal  extent 
of  time  in  which  there  was  so  general  a  prevalence  of  quiet,  order,  good 
feeling,  contentment  and  7-easonable  conduct  as  during  the  last  six  weeks, 
and  in  support  of  this  statement  an  appeal  may  with  confidence  be  made 
to  the  other  Officers  and  the  Attendants  of  the  institution,  as  well  as  to 
those  gentlemen  of  the  Committee  who  have  visited  the  several  depart- 
ments of  the  establishment  during  that  time.     It  is  not  asserted,  for  it  is 
not  our  opinion,  that  restraints  upon  the  limbs  are  never  necessary.     On 
the  contrary,  we  believe  there  are  cases  in  which  the  application  of  them 
is  the  most  judicious  course  that  can  be  pursued.     We  once  heard  a 
patient  beg  most  earnestly  to  have  her  hands  confined  lest  she  might 
injure  herself.     There  is  a  female  now  in  the  Asylum  who  is  subject  to 
frequent   and  very  violent  spasmodic  paroxysms,  or  "  fits,"  in   which 
there  is  an  uncontrollable  propensity  to  bite  herself.     If  her  hands  be 
unconfined,  shei  mmediately  plunges  her  teeth  into  the  flesh  of  the  fore- 
finger, the  upper  portion  of  the  thumb,  or  the  arm.     We  have  no  hesita- 
tion in  regard  to  the  propriety  of  confining  the  hands  in  a  case  like  this. 
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One  of  the  means  of  restraint  among  the  most  simple,  effectual  and  least 
offensive  to  the  patient,  is  the  Camisole,  the  only  distinguishing  peculiarity 
of  which  is,  that  the  sleeves  are  of  ahout  twice  the  length  of  those  of 
ordinary  garments.  This  being  on,  the  patients  arms  are  folded,  in  the 
manner  frequently  adopted  by  persons  in  health,  and  the  two  sleeves 
are  tied  together,  behind.  Thus  there  is  no  pressure  upon  the  body  or 
limbs,  no  liability  to  abrasion  of  the  skin,  as  with  the  wristbands  and" 
muffs,  and  the  limbs  are  in  a  position  as  easy  and  agreeable  as  any  in 
which  they  can  be  placed. 

ATTENDANTS. 

It  is  of  but  little  avail  that  the  Officers  of  an  institution  may  be  dis- 
posed to  pursue  any  particular  course  of  management,  if  the  Attendants, 
who  have  the  immediate  care  of  the  patients,  and,  upon  whom  conse- 
quently devolves  the  practical  carrying  out  of  that  course,  do  not  coincide 
in  opinion  with  those  Officers,  or  if,  instead  of  obeying  their  instructions, 
in  spirit  as  well  as  in  letter,  they  secretly  disregard  them,  or,  what  is 
still  worse,  interpose  obstacles  with  which  it  would  not  otherwise  be 
necessary  to  contend.  There  is  no  cause  of  complaint  upon  this  point. 
It  is  believed  that  the  Attendants  are  fully  disposed  to  second  our  views 
in  regard  not  only  to  the  use  of  mechanical  restraints,  but  in  the  general 
management  of  the  patients. 

No  person  is  properly  qualified  for  the  responsible  situation  of  Attend- 
ant, who  has  not  a  kind  disposition  and  benevolent  feelings,  together 
with  moral  courage  and  firmness  of  purpose  adequate  to  any  emergency. 
Patience  that  knows  no  weariness ;  temper  that  can  preserve  its  equa- 
nimity under  the  most  violent  abuse  :  judgment  sufficient  to  decide  upon 
the  most  judicious  method  of  conduct  to  be  pursued  towards  each 
patient ;  a  mind  fertile  in  expedients,  and  an  ability  to  put  those  expe- 
dients in  practice  at  the  proper  time ;  a  studious  endeavor  to  please  and 
make  happy  those  who  are  under  his  care ; — these  are  some  of  the 
essential  qualities  of  the  good  Attendant ;  and  persons  who  possess  them 
in  the  greatest  number  or  degree,  are  invariably  the  most  successful  in 
their  management  of  the  insane. 

An  Attendant  who,  under  any  circumstances,  no  matter  how  greatly 
aggravated,  should  be  guilty  of  striking  a  patient,  would  be  immediately 
discharged  from  employment  in  the  Asylum. 

Situated,  then,  as  the  Attendants  are — on  the  one  hand  restrained  by 
the  rule  just  mentioned,  and  deprived  of  a  resort  to  means  of  bodily 
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restraint  without  the  order  of  the  Physician  ;  and  on  the  other,  having 
their  patience  taxed  and  their  temper  severely  tried  by  obstinacy, 
perverseness,  insult,  opprobious  accusations  and  unmerited  abuse,  all  of 
which,  as  is  well  known  by  such  as  are  acquainted  with  asylums,  will 
occasionally  occur,  it  must  be  acknowledged  that  if  they  succeed  in  the 
fulfillment  of  their  duties  without  furnishing  cause  for  censure,  they  must 
have  achieved  a  victory  over  themselves  such  as  is  attained  by  compara- 
tively few  of  their  fellow  men,  and  have  reached  a  degree  of  moral 
excellence  that  would  be  meritorious  in  the  more  conspicuous  walks 
of  life. 

REGIMEN    AND    SANATORY    MEASURES. 

Ten  tables  are  set  for  the  patients,  five  for  either  sex  ;  thus  enabling 
all  to  take  their  meals  in  the  halls  with  which  their  apartments  are  con- 
nected. The  tables  are  mostly  supplied  with  the  ordinary  kinds  of 
furniture  used  in  private  families.  There  are  now  but  four  patients  who 
do  not  ordinarily  take  their  meals  at  the  table.  Two  of  these  have  been 
in  the  Asylum  ever  since  it  was  opened,  and  have  for  a  long  time  been 
accustomed  to  eating  in  their  own  room — one  of  them  carrying  the  food 
from  the  kitchen,  and  always  washing  the  dishes  used  by  both. 

The  food  consists  of  the  usual  variety  of  meat,  vegetables,  pastiy, 
fruit,  &:c,  generally  found  upon  family  tables.  Ordinarily  there  are  no 
restrictions  put  upon  the  appetite,  and  no  patient  is  placed  upon  "  diet" 
excepting  those  laboring  under  acute  mania.  I  he  insane,  as  a  class, 
require  more  food  than  other  people.  The  organs  of  nutrition  appear 
to  be  in  a  morbid  state,  somewhat  analogous  to  that  of  the  nervous  system 
which  renders  necessary  a  greater  quantity  of  medicine  to  produce  a 
given  result  than  in  other  persons,  and  which  also  enables  them  to  sustain, 
unaffected,  remarkable  degrees  of  heat  and  of  cold. 

It  is  our  practice  several  days  in  the  week,  to  invite  three  or  four  of 
the  convalescent  patients  to  dine  with  the  officers.  This,  it  is  believed, 
has  thus  far  been  mutually  agreeable  to  the  parties  concerned. 

During  the  past  season  our  supply  of  apples,  pears,  cherries,  peaches 
grapes,  watermelons  and  muskmelons  has  been  so  abundant  as  to  enable 
us,  in  the  fruit  season,  daily  to  furnish  to  each  patient  a  satisfactory 
quantity.  Indeed,  with  some  of  these  fruits,  they  became  satiated,  so 
that  pears  and  cherries  became  "  drugs,"  and  bushels  of  each  of  them 
decayed  upon  and  under  the  trees.  Strawberries,  raspberries,  whortle- 
berries, blackberries,  oranges  and  pineapples  were  several  times  supplied. 
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It  is  required  of  each  patient  to  take  a  warm  bath  as  often  as  once 
every  week,  unless  excused  for  sufficient  reasons.  The  shower  bath  is 
but  little  used,  except  at  the  request  of  the  patient.  One  man  now  in 
the  Asylum  would  like  to  take  it  twice  or  three  times  daily. 

The  body  linen  of  each  patient  is  changed  twice  in  the  week. 


From  the  preceding  expositions,  it  may  justly  be  inferred  that  insanity, 
as  it  exists  in  the  Asylum,  is  deprived  of  half  the  terrors  with  which  it 
is  invested  by  those  who  judge  of  it  from  traditional  opinions,  or  from 
individual  cases  of  persons  wandering  in  the  streets,  or  kept  among  the 
constantly  exciting  scenes  where  their  disease  originated.  That  mental 
aberration  is  among  the  diseases  which  are  most  to  be  feared,  cannot  be 
denied.  But,  acknowledging  this,  and  viewing  it  as,  to  some  extent, 
especially  in  civilized  life,  an  inevitable  evil,  we  believe  it  to  be  the  wiser 
policy  to  look  upon  its  "  lights"  rather  than  upon  its  "  shadows,"  to 
perceive  the  great  amelioration,  even  if  incurable,  of  which  it  is  suscept- 
ible, rather  than  to  render  it,  in  our  own  view,  more  revolting,  by 
surrounding  it  with  imaginary  evils. 

Of  the  persons  who  visit  our  halls,  it  is  believed  that  for  every  one 
who  finds  the  general  condition  of  the  inmates  to  correspond  with  his 
preconceived  notions,  there  are  ten  who  are  astonished  at  finding  them 
so  peaceable,  comfortable  and  contented,  and  living  in  the  midst  of  so 
many  of  the  conveniences  of  domestic  life. 

He  who  arrives  at  the  conclusion  that,  as  a  class,  those  who  are  labor- 
ing under  mental  disorder  are  continually  harrassed  by  feelings  of 
wretchedness,  discontent  and  unhappiness,  is  very  materially  mistaken. 
It  is  believed  that  a  large  majority  of  them  enjoy  life  as  much  as  the 
average  of  people  in  the  community.  The  quality  of  the  enjoyment 
may  differ,  but  we  believe  that  we  are  not  mistaken  in  our  opinion  of 
the  quantity. 

HISTORICAL    AND    DESCRIPTIVE    ACCOUNT    OF    THE 
ASYLUM. 

Anterior  to  the  commencement  of  the  present  century  there  was  no 
institution  in  the  state  of  New-York,  exclusively  devoted  to  the  accommo- 
dation and  curative  treatment  of  the  Insane.  Most  of  the  individuals  of

TO  THE  LEGISLATURE  OF  THE  STATE  OF  NEW-YORK, 

THE     GOVERNORS     OF     THE     NEW-YORK     HOSPITAL,     IN     COMPLIANCE 
WITH   THE    ACT    OF   THE    LEGISLATURE,    RESPECTFULLY 

REPORT: 

That  since  their  last  communication,  the  condition  of  the 
Institution  confided  to  their  charge,  has  continued  to  improve. 
It  is  advancing  in  prosperity,  and  they  trust  in  usefulness  to 
the  community  at  large,  promoting  the  charitable  and  humane 
objects  for  which  it  was  established. 

The  debt  of  the  Institution  has  been  much  reduced  since 
their  last  report,  and  they  look  forward  with  confidence  to  its 
total  extinguishment  at  no  distant  day ;  the  whole  being  now 
comprised  in  a  bond  to  the  Life  Insurance  and  Trust  Company 
for  the  sum  of  eighteen  thousand  dollars. 

By  strict  economy  and  unceasing  vigilance  in  the  manage- 
ment of  the  household  department,  the  general  expenses  have 
been  reduced,  notwithstanding  the  number  of  patients  received 
and  treated  in  the  Hospital  is  far  beyond  that  of  any  prece- 
ding year ;  especially  of  the  class  of  paupers ;  who,  it  may  be 
here  remarked,  are  never  refused  admission  merely  from  the 


fact  of  their  being  paupers,  but,  in  common  with  pay  patients, 
are  refused  admission  when  their  cases  are  pronounced  incura- 
ble by  the  Attending  Physician  or  Surgeon,  after  a  careful  ex- 
amination. 

The  reception  of  incurables  would  manifestly  be  improper ; 
as  such  a  course  would  very  soon  fill  the  house  to  the  exclusion 
of  those,  who  might,  could  they  have  been  received,  be  restored 
to  health  after  a  proper  course  of  treatment,  and  become  again 
useful  members  of  society. 

THE     NEW-YORK     HOSPITAL. 

The  number  of  patients  in  the  several  buildings  of  the  Hospi- 
tal in  the  city  on  the  31st  December,  1844,  was  two  hundred 
and  twenty-five,  and  there  were  admitted  during  the  year  1845, 
two  thousand  seven  hundred  and  forty-five,  making  a  total  of 
two  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seventy  persons  who  have 
received  the  benefits  of  the  Institution  during  the  year.

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The  Pathological  cabinet,  consisting  of  preparations  in  heal- 
thy and  morbid  anatomy,  of  casts,  models,  delineations,  paint- 
ings and  prints,  illustrative  of  anatomy,  and  other  branches  of 
study,  is  regularly  increasing  in  interest  and  usefulness,  by  the 
accumulation  of  valuable  specimens,  all  of  which  are  preserved 
with  great  care.  It  is  considered  an  important  appendage  to 
the  Institution,  contributing,  as  it  does,  in  no  small  degree, 
much  additional  means  for  improvement  in  medical  science. 

The  clinical  and  other  lectures  delivered  by  the  able  and 
experienced  Physicians  and  Surgeons  attached  to  the  Hospital 
continue  to  attract  attention,  and  are  well  attended  by  students 
from  this  and  other  states  of  the  Union. 

The  Library  has  also  been  gradually  augmented  during  the 
last  year  by  the  addition  of  new  and  useful  works,  selected  by 
a  committee  appointed  for  that  purpose,  and  now  numbers 
more  than  5000  volumes.

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This  Institution  remains  under  the  immediate  care  of  a  skilful 
and  experienced  Physician,  who  resides  constantly  on  the  pre- 
mises ;  also  of  a  Warden  and  a  Matron.  The  general  super- 
intendence is  intrusted  to  a  Committee  of  six  Governors  chosen 
annually ;  part  of  whom  make  weekly  visits,  and  the  whole 
committee  once  at  least  every  month.  The  President,  Vice 
President  and  the  Inspecting  Committee  of  the  Hospital  make 
monthly  visits  in  order  to  examine  into  the  state,  condition  and 
management  of  this  establishment,  so  important  to  the  cause  of 
humanity ;  it  is  especially  their  business  to  see  every  patient, 
so  far  as  may  be  expedient.  All  these  visits  are  regularly 
reported  to  the  Board  at  their  stated  meetings. 

The  system  of  moral  as  well  as  of  medical  treatment  is  still 
regularly  and  zealously  pursued,  and  has  been  attended  with 
such  entire  success  that  fetters,  chains,  manacles  or  straight 
jackets  are  no  longer  resorted  to,  nor  is  there  necessity  for 
adopting  any  kind  of  personal  restraint,  beyond  occasional 
confinement  of  a  patient  to  his  room. 

In  submitting  the  foregoing  statement  of  the  affairs  of  the  Hos- 
pital and  the  Asylum  for  the  Insane,  the  Governors  cannot  but 
feel  a  strong  confidence  that  it  will  commend  the  management 
of  these  laudable  and  long  established  charities  to  the  favorable 
consideration  of  your  honorable  body,  and  exhibit  ample  evi- 
dence, that  the  continued  bounty  of  the  State  is  usefully  and 
judiciously  bestowed.

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TO  THE  LEGISLATURE  OF  THE  STATE  OF  NEW  YORK, 

IN    OBEDIENCE    TO    THE    ACT     OF     THE     LEGISLATURE,    THE    GOVERNORS    OF    THE 
NEW-YORK    HOSPITAL    DO    RESPECTFULLY 

REPORT: 

That  during  the  year  which  has  elapsed  since  their  last  an- 
nual report  prescribed  by  law,  the  Institutions  under  their  charge 
have  continued  to  be  administered  on  the  system  which  has  been 
tested  and  gradually  improved  by  many  years  of  experience,  and, 
as  it  is  believed,  with  undiminished  efficiency  and  usefulness. 

The  Governors  had  last  year  the  satisfaction  of  reporting 
that  the  large  debts  contracted  in  former  years  for  the  erection 
of  the  Asylum  buildings  at  Bloomingdale,  and  the  additional 
Hospital  edifices  in  this  city,  had  been  reduced,  on  the  1st.  of 
January,  1846,  to  a  single  debt  on  bond  for  the  sum  of  eighteen 
thousand  dollars.  That  debt  has  been  reduced  by  regular 
instalments,  paid  during  the  year,  to  eight  thousand  dollars. 
But,  in  consequence  of  the  purchase  of  land  at  Blooming- 
dale,  the  construction  of  a  sewer  for  the  Hospital  grounds 
in  town,  and  other  extraordinary  expenses,  it  became  neces- 
sary to  obtain  a  temporary  loan,  near  the  end  of  the  year, 
of  four  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-one  dollars  and 
seventy-nine  cents  ;  thus  making  the  whole  debt  of  this  Cor- 


poration,  on  the  1st  of  January,  1847,  twelve  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  twenty-one  dollars  and  seventy-nine  cents.  The 
Governors  confidently  trust  that  the  whole  of  the  present  debt 
will  be  extinguished  during  the  present  and  the  next  year. 

THE       NEW-YORK       HOSPITAL. 

Although  the  whole  number  of  patients  received  into  the  Hos- 
pital during  the  year  is  but  twenty-seven  less  than  in  the  last 
year,  the  amount  received  from  pay  patients  is  more  than  one 
fifth  less  than  in  1845,  showing  a  proportionate  increase  of  pa- 
tients received  gratuitously.     The  Governors  think  it  important, 
in  order  to  dissipate  erroneous  impressions  which  have  been 
entertained  on  this  subject,  to  repeat  the  remark  made  in  their 
last  year's  report — That  no  persons  are  ever  refused  admission 
into  the  Hospital  merely  from  the  fact  of  their  inability  to  pay 
for  their  board,  but  that,  in  common  with  pay  patients,  they  are 
refused  admission,  when  after  a  careful  examination  by  the  At- 
tending Physician  or  Surgeon,  their  cases  are  pronounced  to  be 
of  a  nature  neither  admitting  of  cure,  nor  of  substantial  though 
temporary  relief.     The  exclusion  of  incurable  patients,  is  obvi- 
ously necessary  to  the  efficiency  of  the  institution,  as  their  indis- 
criminate reception  (how  ever  worthy  they  might  be  as  mere  ob- 
jects of  public  benevolence)  would  fill  the  wards  with  persons  who 
could  receive  no  benefit  from  the  peculiar  medical  and  surgical 
advantages  of  the   institution,  to    the  exclusion   of  numbers, 
whom  a  few  weeks  of  proper  treatment,  or  some   necessary 
operation,  would  restore  to  health  and  activity.     By  adherence 
to  the  present  rule,  it  is  found  that  about  twelve  times  as  many 
patients  are  admitted  during  the  year,  as  are,  or  could  be,  re- 
ceived and  treated  at  any  one  time. 


Of  forty-six  thousand  two  hundred  and  twenty-seven  patients 
admitted  during  the  last  twenty-five  years,  thirty-seven  thou- 
sand and  thirty-six  have  been  discharged  cured  or  relieved,  a  large 
proportion  of  whom  would  have  been  excluded,  had  the  Hospi- 
tal received  indiscriminately  every  class  of  disease,  whether  sus- 
ceptible of  relief  or  not,  from  medical  care.  The  number  of 
medical  and  surgical  patients  in  the  several  buildings  of  the  Hos- 
pital in  the  city,  on  the  31st  of  December,  1845,  was  two  hun- 
dred and  forty-four  ;  and  there  were  admitted  during  the  year 
1846,  two  thousand  six  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  making  a  total 
of  two  thousand  nine  hundred  and  forty-three  who  have  received 
the  benefits  of  the  Institution  during  the  past  year.

Amongst  the  deaths  are  included  fifty-three  casualties  and 
other  causes  of  sudden  death,  falling  under  the  charo-e  of  the 
Coroner,  which  terminated  fatally  in  a  few  hours  after  their 
reception  into  the  Hospital.  Such  cases  of  sudden  accident  or 
injury,  requiring  instant  aid  for  any  hope  of  relief,  are  always 
received  into  the  Hospital  without  reference  to  their  probability 
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of  cure.  Deducting  these  deaths,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  whole 
number  of  deaths  (one  hundred  and  ninety-two)  amongst  the 
patients  under  regular  medical  or  surgical  treatment,  bears  a 
very  gratifying  proportion  to  the  number  of  those  cured  or  re- 
lieved.    (Two  thousand  and  forty-eight.) 

The  whole  number  of  patients  admitted  during  1848,  is  forty- 
six  less  than  that  of  the  admissions  during  1845,  though  very 
largely  exceeding  that  of  any  preceding  year. 

The  number  of  admissions  into  the  Hospital  has  risen  gradu- 
ally, though  not  with  precise  regularity,  during  the  last  twenty- 
five  years,  from  an  average  of  one  thousand  three  hundred  and 
forty-nine,  in  each  of  the  first  two  years  of  the  peiiod,  to  an 
average  of  two  thousand  seven  hundred  and  twenty-two,  in  each 
of  the  {ast  two ;  thus  showing  that  the  Hospital  has  gradually 
been  expanded  in  its  means  of  relief,  to  meet  the  increasing- 
wants  of  a  rapidly  augmenting  population.

The  improvement  of  medical  science  and  education  has  al- 
ways been  regarded  by  the  Governors  as  a  most  important, 
though  incidental  object  of  the  Institution  under  their  charge, 
and  they  have  endeavored  to  promote  those  great  interests  of 
science  and  of  humanity,  by  providing  for  the  making  and  pre- 
serving regular  records  of  the  cases  and  practice  of  the  house, 
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and  by  establishing  clinical  and  other  lectures,  delivered  by  able 
and  experienced  physicians  and  surgeons.  These  lectures  are 
well  attended  by  students  from  various  parts  of  this  state,  and 
from  other  parts  of  the  Union.  The  Library  and  Pathological 
Cabinet,  established  for  the  same  object,  are  also  becoming  an- 
nually more  valuable  aids  to  scientific  instruction  or  inquiry. 

The  sale  of  tickets  admitting  students  to  attendance  on  the  Cli- 
nical Instruction  and  the  use  of  the  Library,  forms  a  fund  for 
the  support  and  increase  of  the  Library,  which  is  limited  exclu- 
sively to  works  on  Medicine  and  Surgery,  and  the  sciences  aux- 
iliary to  them,  as  Chemistry,  Botany,  &c. 

This  income  furnishes  the  means  of  regular  additions  to  the 
Library,  of  the  most  valuable  new  publications  on  these 
subjects. 

The  Pathological  Cabinet,  consisting  of  preparations  and 
other  illustrations  of  healthy  and  morbid  anatomy,  continues  to 
increase  in  value  and  extent,  and  has  gradually  become  one  of 
the  most  honorable  as  well  as  useful  appendages  to  the  Institution. 

THE    BLOOMINGDALE     ASYLUM    FOR    THE    INSANE. 

The  number  of  patients  in  the  Asylum  at  Bloomingdale  on  the 
31st  December,  1845,  was  one  hundred  and  seventeen;  and 
one  hundred  and  thirty-three  were  admitted  during  the  succeed- 
ing year,  making  a  total  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  persons  who 
have  been  under  treatment  in  the  Asylum  during  1846.

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Three  of  the  patients  here  enumerated  as  having  been  dis- 
charged much  improved,  entirely  recovered  shortly  after,  making 
the  whole  number  of  cures  fifty-seven. 

This  proportion  of  cures,  though  large>  is  something  less  than 
it  has  been  in  some  prior  years  ;  which  arises  from  the  fact, 
that  in  an  unusually  large  proportion  of  the  patients  received 
during  1846,  their  disease  was  of  long  standing,  and  had  gained 
a  chronic,  and  in  many  cases,  an  incurable  character.

It  will  be  perceived  that  the  ordinary  expenses  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  Asylum  have  been  this  year  increased  by  the  expen- 
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diture  of  two  thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixty-eight  dollars  and 
seventy-three  cents,  for  the  purchase  of  land.  The  necessity  of 
this  purchase  arose  from  the  circumstance  of  the  original  tract, 
about  forty  acres,  belonging  to,  and  used  by  this  Institution, 
enclosing  or  immediately  adjoining  certain  other  small  parcels, 
belonging  to  individuals,  so  inconveniently  situated,  that  they 
might  hereafter  be  occupied  in  such  ways  as  materially  to  inter- 
fere with  the  quiet,  seclusion  and  good  order  of  the  Asylum,  and 
prove  injurious  to  the  bodily  or  mental  health  of  its  inmates. 
These  probable  future  inconveniences  have  been  anticipated  and 
prevented,  by  the  acquisition  of  some  of  these  lots  in  former 
years,  and  by  the  purchase  recently  made. 

The  Asylum  still  remains  under  the  immediate  medical  charge 
of  Dr.  Earle,  who  has  long  devoted  himself  to  the  study  and 
cure  of  the  numerous  forms  of  insanity.  He  is  assisted  in  the 
household  department  by  a  Warden  and  a  Matron  ;  and  all  of 
these  officers  reside  constantly  at  the  Asylum. 

The  superintendence  of  the  Institution  is  discharged  as  here- 
tofore by  a  Committee  of  six  Governors,  elected  annually  ;  by 
some  of  whom  a  regular  weekly  visit  is  made,  and  the  whole 
committee  meet  at  least  once  a  month. 

The  President  and  Vice  President  of  this  Board,  and  the  In- 
specting Committee  of  the  Hospital,  are  also  required  to  make 
monthly  visits  to  the  Asylum,  and  to  examine  into  the  condition 
and  management  of  the  establishment,  and  to  report  their  obser- 
vations thereon  regularly  to  the  Board  at  each  stated  monthly 
meeting. 

The  system  of  moral  and  medical  treatment  heretofore  re- 
ported, has  been  regularly  and  faithfully  pursued,  with  such  suc- 
cess that  chains  are  never  used,  and  even  the  mildest  forms  of 
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restraint  arc  seldom  resorted  to.  The  result  of  the  practice  in 
the  cure  or  improvement  of  patients,  will,  it  is  believed,  compare 
advantageously  with  those  of  similar  establishments  in  any  part 
of  the  world. 

The  efficiency  of  the  treatment  within  doors  has  been,  as 
heretofore,  aided  to  a  very  great  extent,  by  the  means  of  out- 
door exercise  and  employment,  afforded  by  the  spacious  grounds) 
farm,  garden,  &c,  of  the  Asylum. 

All  the  deaths  in  the  establishment  during  the  year,  occurred 
immediately  from  the  diseases  connected  with,  or  causing  the  in- 
sanity of  the  patients,  or  from  old  chronic  diseases  which  they 
brought  with  them.  The  Institution  has  been  entirely  free  dur- 
ing the  year  from  all  other  diseases. 

In  submitting  this  statement  of  the  affairs  and  condition  of  the 
two  important  Institutions  under  their  charge^  the  Governors  feel 
renewed  confidence  that  the  experience  of  the  last  year,  will, 
like  that  of  the  many  preceding  years  during  which  the  New- 
York  Hospital  has  received  the  fostering  care  of  the  State  of 
New-York,  show  satisfactorily  to  the  Legislature  that  the  long 
continued  bounty  of  the  State  has  been  wisely  bestowed  and 
faithfully  applied.

PHYSICIAN'S     REPORT 

TO     THE     GOVERNORS     OF     THE     NEW-YORK     HOSPITAL. 


Gentlemen, 

It  has  become  the  duty  of  the  undersigned,  again 
to  present  you  with  an  Annual  statement  of  the  progress  and 
condition  of  the  Institution  with  the  government  of  which 
you  are  invested. 

To  you,  as  to  all  who  are  connected  with  the  Asylum,  or 
interested  in  its  welfare,  it  cannot  fail  to  be  a  cause  of 
gratification  and  thankfulness  that,  during  the  past  year,  the 
inmates  have  been  remarkably  exempt  from  acute  sickness ; 
that  no  accident  to  which  they,  in  common  with  the  patients 
of  all  institutions  of  this  description,  are  peculiarly  liable, 
has  occurred ;  that  the  means  of  comfort  and  the  facilities 
for  curative  treatment  have  been  augmented  ;  and  that  many 
of  the  patients  have  returned  to  their  families  and  friends, 
invigorated  in  bodily  health  and  restored  to  the  natural  ex- 
ercise of  the  faculties  of  the  mind. 

The   general  results  in  the  medical  department   of  the 
Institution  are  embodied  in  the  following  table  : —

Hence,  it  appears,  that  during  the  year,  250  patients  have 
enjoyed  the  benefits  of  the  Institution.  Of  these,  one  hun- 
dred and  seventeen  were  here  on  the  first  of  January,  and 
one  hundred  and  thirty-three  were  admitted  during  the  year. 

One  hundred  and  six  have  been  discharged  and  thirteen 
have  died,  leaving  in  the  Asylum,  at  the  present  time,  one 
hundred  and  thirtv-one. 

Of  the  thirteen  patients  who  have  died,  ten  were  males 
and  three  females. 

Of  the  patients  discharged,  fifty-four  were  cured,  fifteen 
much  improved,  twenty-one  improved,  and  sixteen  unim- 
proved in  their  mental  condition. 

Three  of  those  discharged  much  improved,  recovered 
soon  after  leaving,  thus  making  the  whole  number  of  cures 
fifty-seven. 

The  daily  average  number  of  patients  for  the  year  was 
one  hundred  and  twenty-four  and  a  fraction.  The  greatest 
number,  on  any  day,  was  one  hundred  and  thirty-three ;  the 
least,  one  hundred  and  thirteen. 

In  reference  to  the  number  of  admissions,  it  is  deemed 
proper  to  make  the  following  remarks.  Until  within  the 
last  seven  years,  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum  was  the  only 
public  Institution  in  the  State,  especially  devoted  to  the 
treatment  of  mental  disorders.  The  Asylum  on  Blackwell's 
Island  went  into  operation  in  1839,  and  the  State  Institution, 
at  Utica,  in  1843.  These  extensive  additions  to  the  ac- 
commodations for  the  insane,  affected,  for  a  while,  the  num- 
bers at  this  Institution  ;  but  during  the  past  four  years  the 
admissions  have  greatly  increased,  and  in  1816,  the  number 
of  inmates  has  exceeded  that  of  any  year  since  1839. 

As  the  Asylum  at  Trenton  is  nearly  completed,  and  will, 
ere  long,  be  opened  for  the  reception  of  patients,  it  must  be 
expected  that  the  admissions  into  this  Institution,  of  persons 


from  the  adjacent  State  of  New  Jersey,  will  be  very  ma- 
terially diminished. 

Some  further  exposition  of  facts  connected  with  the  items 
in  the  foregoing  table  may  not  be  unacceptable. 

The  number  of  deaths,  during  the  past  year,  was  one 
greater  than  that  of  1845,  the  same  as  that  of  1 844,  and  one 
less  than  that  of  1843.  But,  during  those  four  years,  not 
only,  as  before  mentioned,  has  the  number  of  admissions  in- 
creased, but  also  the  average  number  of  patients  resident 
in  the  Asylum.  Hence,  although  the  annual  number  of 
deaths  has  varied  but  little,  the  proportion  relative  to  the 
number  of  patients  has  diminished.  This  will  be  more 
clearly  understood  by  an  inspection  of  the  contents  of  the 
subjoined  table.

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The  proportion  of  deaths,  calculated  on  the  number  of  ad- 
missions, has  diminshed  40  per  cent ;  on  the  number  of  dis- 
charges, 28  per  cent ;  and  on  the  average  number  in  the 
Asylum  during  the  year,  about  23  per  cent. 

Of  the  one  hundred  and  thirty-three  patients  admitted 
during  the  year,  but  four,  (or  3  per  cent,)  have  died.  This 
proportion  is  very  small,  not  greatly  exceeding  that  of  the 
deaths  in  the  whole  population  of  the  city  of  New-York. 
Such  an  exemption  from  fatality,  in  cases  recently  received, 
is  in  no  small  degree  to  be  attributed  to  the  watchfulness 
and  care  of  the  attendants  and  nurses.  Upon  them  devolves 
the  duty — and  an   unremitting  vigilance  on  the  part  of  the 
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officers  ensures  its  performance — not  only  of  nursing  the 
sick,  but  of  preserving  the  health  of  the  others  by  preventing 
their  exposure  to  the  causes  of  acute  disease.  This  Hy- 
gienic treatment  has  been  so  faithfully  carried  out  that, 
during  the  year,  there  has  not  been  a  case  of  fever,  of  pleurisy, 
or  of  pneumonia  (lung  fever,)  in  the  establishment.  The 
lives  of  all  the  patients  who  have  died  were  terminated  by 
the  disease  causing  their  insanity,  or  by  some  chronic  and 
necessarily  fatal  malady.  No  suicide  has  occurred,  although 
many  of  the  patients  had  a  strong  propensity  to  self-destruc- 
tion, and  several  had  attempted  it  before  admission. 

Of  the  patients  admitted  during  the  year,  the  disease  of 
an  unusually  large  proportion  was  of  long  standing,  chronic 
and  incurable.  Hence  the  per-centage  of  cures  is  a  little 
less  than  it  has  been  in  some  former  years. 

Several  patients  believed  to  be  curable  were  prematurely 
removed  from  the  Institution.  It  appears  that  the  members 
of  the  community  are  not  sufficiently  aware  of  the  fact  that, 
as  a  general  rule,  the  tendency  of  insanity  is  to  prolong 
itself — to  become  permanent — and,  consequently,  it  does  not 
immediately  yield  to  curative  treatment.  In  many  cases,  it 
is  true,  when  the  patient  has  been  brought  to  the  Asylum 
within  a  few  days,  or  weeks,  after  the  first  invasion  of  the 
disorder,  a  cure  has  been  effected  in  periods  varying  from 
three  weeks  to  six  months.  In  others,  more  than  a  year  has 
been  required  to  complete  a  restoration.  It  is  a  pertinent 
and  truly  instructive  fact,  that  at  the  Retreat  near  York, 
England,  an  institution  where  provision  is  made  for  retain- 
ing every  patient  sufficiently  long  to  make  an  entirely  satis- 
factory trial  of  his  curability,  more  than  thirty-Jive  of  every 
hundred  that  were  cured,  did  not  recover  until  after  they 
had  been  in  the  Asylum  more  than  a  year.  This  is  a  strik- 
ing comment  upon  the  practice,  so  prevalent  in  this  country, 


of  removing  patients  from  the  institution  in  which  they  are 
placed,  if  a  cure  have  not  been  effected  in  the  course  of  a 
•  few  weeks  or  months — a  practice  which,  in  numerous  in- 
stances, has  been  fatal  to  the  welfare  of  the  patient,  entail- 
ing upon  him  perpetual  insanity,  and  upon  his  friends  a  per- 
manent affliction. 

In  individual  cases,  the  Officers  of  this  Institution  may 
feel  a  delicacy  in  recommending  a  longer  residence  of  the 
patient  here,  fearful  of  the  imputation  of  interested  motives. 
It  is  proper,  therefore,  to  state  that  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum 
is  not  a  money-making  Institution ;  that  the  original  cost  of 
the  establishment,  together  with  its  current  expenses,  have 
vastly  exceeded  the  income  derived  from  patients;  that,  if  a 
rent  equal  to  6  per  cent  upon  the  cost  of  the  farm  and  build- 
ings be  considered,  its  present  income  from  patients  is  from 
seven  to  ten  thousand  dollars  a  year  less  than  the  expenses  j 
that,  from  the  commencement  of  the  Institution,  its  Gover- 
nors, or  Managers,  have  received  no  pecuniary  compensa- 
tion, but  have  devoted  their  time  and  rendered  their  services 
gratuitously  ;  and,  finally,  that  the  emolument  of  the  officers- 
is  in  no  way  dependent  upon,  or  graduated  by,  the  number 
of  patients,  or  by  the  duration  of  their  residence  in  the 
Asylum. 

As  a  branch  of  the  New- York  Hospital,  the  Asylum  was 
originally  founded  by  the  contributions  of  benevolent  indivi- 
duals, with  the  single  object  of  doing  good.  Subsequently, 
the  liberality  of  the  Government  of  the  State, — a  liberality 
as  noble  as  it  is  disinterested,  has  greatly  increased  its  means 
of  effecting  the  object  in  view.  Without  that  assistance,  it 
never  could  have  fulfilled,  so  fully  as  it  has  done,  the  duties 
of  its  mission. 

In  some  cases,  a  premature  removal  of  the  patient  has 
become  necessary  from  an  inability  upon  the  part  of  himself 


and  his  friends,  to  incur  the  additional  expense  of  keeping 
him  here  a  sufficient  time  to  effect  a  restoration.  These 
cases  are,  in  some  instances,  peculiarly  trying.  The  patient, 
from  his  education,  previous  associations,  manner  of  life, 
and  habits  of  thought,  is  but  poorly  prepared  to  meet  the 
trial  of  being  thrown  upon  the  public  for  support,  and  of  a 
removal  to  the  Alms-house,  and  the  consequent  association 
with  the  people  congregated  there.  But  there  is  no  alterna- 
tive, and  by  such  removal  the  chances  of  recovery  are 
greatly  diminished. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  Institution  may  be  as  fortunate 
as  some  of  a  kindred  character  in  other  States,  and  receive, 
at  the  hands  of  some  person  of  benevolence,  a  fund,  the 
proceeds  of  which  may  be  devoted  to  the  assistance  of  that 
class  of  patients  just  noticed.  A  few  thousands  of  dollars 
would  thus  be  the  means  of  effecting  a  humane  and  noble 
object. 

The  term  "  Unimproved,"  as  applied  to  a  part  of  the 
patients  discharged,  has  reference  to  their  mental  condition 
alone.  A  considerable  proportion  of  them  were  improved 
in  general  bodily  health. 

It  has  always  been  customary,  in  the  annual  reports 
emanating  from  this  Institution,  to  mention  elopements, 
whenever  any  have  occurred.  It  is  now  more  than  two 
years  since  any  patient  has  escaped  without  being  recovered 
and  brought  back  to  the  Asylum.  The  plan  pursued  here 
is,  to  allow  the  inmates  as  much  liberty  as  possible  without 
hazarding  too  much.  Many  of  them  are  permitted  to  go 
out,  unaccompanied  by  the  Attendants,  simply  by  giving 
their  pledge  that  they  will  return.  It  is  not  remarkable, 
under  such  circumstances,  that  an  elopement  should  occa- 
sionally take  place.  Yet  it  is  due  to  nearly  all  of  the 
persons  to  whom  this  privilege  has  been  granted,  to  acknow- 


ledge  the  strictness  with  which  their  pledge  has  been  kept 
inviolate,  to  make  honorable  mention  of  their  integrity,  and 
adherence  to  the  true  principles  of  honor  which  regulate 
the  conduct  of  men  entitled  to  confidence  and  respect. 

The  Moral  Treatment 

pursued  at  this  Asylum,  was  so  minutely  detailed  in  the 
reports  for  1844,  and  1845,  as  to  render  its  exposition,  at 
the  present  time,  unnecessary. 

Religious  worship  on  the  Sabbath,  a  school,  in  the  men's 
department,  during  the  cold  season,  lectures  on  scientific 
and  miscellaneous  subjects,  illustrated  by  experiments  and 
painted  diagrams,  are  still  continued,  with  the  same  benefi- 
cial tendency  and  results  that  have  been  heretofore  men- 
tioned. 

The  Library,  now  containing  about  a  thousand  volumes, 
together  with  a  variety  of  the  current  newspapers,  maga- 
zines, and  reviews,  furnishes  reading  for  all  who  are  disposed 
to  use  them,  and  the  number  of  these  is  not  small. 

The  patients  walk  out,  and  from  twelve  to  twenty-four 
ride,  daily,  in  suitable  weather.  Some  of  the  men  work  in 
the  carpenter's  shop,  upon  the  farm,  or  about  the  premises ; 
and  many  of  the  women  knit,  sew,  and  assist  in  keeping 
their  apartments  in  order. 

Ninepins,  quoits,  and  bagatelle,  for  the  men ;  a  swing  in 
the  grove,  and  another,  one  of  Dr.  Ross's  invention,  in  the 
bower  west  of  the  main  building ;  chess,  chequers,  domi- 
noes, and  a  variety  of  other  games  afford  amusement,  and 
some  of  them  exercise  which  is  promotive  of  health.  To 
these  may  be  added  the  social  parties,  generally  once  a  week, 
and  the  balls,  once  each  month  during  the  cold  season. 
Such  are  the  most  prominent  of  the  means,  aside  from 
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medicine,  employed  for  the  purpose  of  restoring  sanity  of 
mind,  as  well  as  soundness  of  body,  to  the  persons  who  are 
placed  in  the  Asylum. 

In  procuring  Attendants,  every  endeavor  is  used  to  obtain 
persons  of  kind  disposition,  and  of  such  character  that  they 
will  be  looked  upon,  by  the  patients,  as  companions  and 
friends. 

Every  Attendant  is  supplied  with  a  copy  of  Rules  by 
which  he  is  to  be  guided,  as  far  as  possible,  in  the  perform- 
ance of  his  duties.     Among  them  are  the  following  : — 

1st.  The  Attendants  must  expect  an  unceasing  observ- 
ance of  the  manner  of  performing  their  duties  ;  and  the 
suggestion  of  deficiencies  or  improvements  must  he  taken 
without  offence.  The  Officers  are  to  know  that  the  patients 
are  treated  with  kindness,  and  managed  according  to  the 
designs  and  rules  of  the  Institution ;  and  that  the  other 
duties  of  the  Attendants  are  faithfully  discharged. 

2d.  The  Attendant  of  each  Hall  is  responsible  for  the 
custody  of  the  patients  under  his  care,  while  they  are  in  his 
department ;  and  they  will  never  be  taken  from  his  depart- 
ment, without  his  knowledge.  Thus  it  is  expected  that  he 
will  know  at  all  times,  excepting  when  he  is  absent  by 
permission,  where  each  patient  confided  to  him  may  be 
found. 

3d.  Experience  has  proved  that  the  best  method  to 
pursue,  in  the  management  of  patients,  is  to  treat  them,  in 
all  respects,  as  far  as  practicable,  as  if  they  were  in  mental 
health. 

Some  of  the  greatest  evils  with  which  the  officers  of 
institutions  like  this  are  obliged  to  contend,  are  the  effects 
of  deception  practiced  upon  the  patients  before  they  are 
admitted.     An  untruth  spoken  to  a  patient  will  generally 
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be  detected  by  him,  and  destroy  his  confidence  in  the  person 
who  would  thus  deceive  him.  Kind  and  conciliatory,  not 
domineering  and  imperative  language  is  to  be  used  to  the 
patients.  They  are  to  be  asked,  not  commanded  to  do 
whatever  may  be  desired  of  them,  and  their  delusions  and" 
insane  fancies  are  not  to  be  reasoned  upon,  ridiculed,  or 
unnecessarily  conversed  about  in  their  presence. 

4th.  Bodily  restraint  may,  to  a  very  great  extent,  be 
avoided :  let  the  Attendant  at  all  times  recollect  that  his 
own  conduct  will  frequently  determine  its  necessity  or  use- 
lessness.  The  most  violent  excitement  in  a  patient,  may 
often  be  subdued  by  mild  and  soothing  language  and  deport- 
ment ;  whereas  a  moderate  excitement,  if  met  by  sternness, 
harshness  of  language,  threats  of  punishment,  and,  more 
especially,  by  anger,  may  be  raised  to  the  highest  degree  of 
fury. 

The  Attendant  should  never  forget  this,  and  should 
govern  himself  accordingly.  Threats  of  punishment  or  of 
confinement  cannot  be  permitted,  and  under  any  provoca- 
tion, a  blow  must  never  be  given. 

Restraining  apparatus  must  never  be  applied  unless 
directed  by  the  Physician.  If  a  patient  be  so  violent  as 
apparently  to  require  such  restraint,  he  must  be  placed  in 
his  room,  and  information  thereof  be  immediately  given  to 
the  Physician. 

5th.  The  first  duty  of  the  Attendants,  in  the  morning, 
is  to  unlock  the  doors  arid  see  every  patient  under  his  care ; 
he  is  then  to  give  them  their  clothes  and  see  that  all  are 
decently  dressed  and  washed  before  breakfast ;  the  beds  are 
to  be  made,  the  rooms  and  all  parts  of  the  hall  swept,  the 
urinals  and  spittoons  cleansed,  the  water-closets,  bath-room, 
and  bath  put  in  good  order,  towels  changed,  &c,  at  as  early 
an  hour  as  possible. 
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No  room  is  in  good  order  if  clothes  which  ought  to  be 
upon  the  patient,  or  in  the  wardrobe,  are  lying  in  it,  or  if 
any  thing  is  out  of  its  proper  place. 

After  these  duties   are  performed,  the  Attendant  is  to 

"devote  his  time  to  the  patients,  endeavoring  to  promote 

their   comfort,   contentment   and   health,   by   the  ordinary 

amusements   and  such  other  devices   as  will  manifest  his 

interest  in  their  welfare. 

Gth.  Every  patient  whose  condition  renders  it  proper, 
must  eat  at  the  table,  and  as  the  establishment  and  preser- 
vation of  regular  habits  contribute  to  health  and  comfort,  all 
who  eat  at  the  same  table  are  to  sit  down  to  their  meals 
and  rise  therefrom  together.  If  any  patient  necessarily 
requires  a  much  longer  time  than  the  others,  at  meals,  the 
Physician  is  to  be  informed  thereof,  and  he  will  make  an 
arrangement  to  meet  the  case. 

The  Attendants  are  to  remain  with  the  patients  while 
they  are  at  their  meals,  and  assist  in  supplying  their  wants 
and  preserving  proper  order  and  decorum.  The  knives  and 
forks  should  be  the  last  furniture  placed  upon  the  table, 
and  the  first  taken  off  after  meals  are  finished.  They 
should  be  counted  at  both  these  times,  and  after  they  are 
collected  the  Attendant  must  not  go  out  of  the  room,  under 
any  pretext  whatever,  without  locking  them  up. 

7th.  Patients  either  known  or  suspected  to  be  disposed 
to  suicide,  are  to  be  observed  with  unceasing  vigilance, 
their  rooms  and  beds  examined  every  night,  and  when 
they  retire  every  thing  with  which  they  would  be  likely 
to  injure  themselves  is  to  be  removed. 

8th.  No  Attendant  shall,  on  any  occasion,  leave  the 
premises  without  the  consent  of  the  Physician. 

9th.  No  person  who  is  not  immediately  concerned  in 
the  care  of  the  patients  is  to  be  admitted  into  the  Halls, 
without  especial  permission  from  the  Physician. 
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10th.  A  blow  given  to  a  patient,  or  neglect  in  the 
observance  of  the  rules  and  regulations,  will  constitute  suffi- 
cient grounds  for  the  immediate  dismissal  of  an  Attendant. 

In  conclusion,  permit  me,  through  this  medium,  to  urge 
upon  the  friends  of  those  who  are,  or  may  be  afflicted  with 
mental  disorder,  the  vast  importance  of  placing  them  under 
proper  curative  treatment,  at  an  early  period  of  the  disease. 
In  your  frequent  visits  to  the  patients  here,  how  often  have 
you  the  evidence  of  the  utility  of  this  promptness  of  action, 
whin,  on  the  one  hand,  you  perceive  a  very  large  majority 
of  the  recent  cases  rapidly  recovering,  and  returning  to 
their  friends,  in  mental  health,  and,  on  the  other,  quite  as 
large  a  majority  of  the  old  cases  lingering,  although  under 
medical  treatment,  for  a  long  time,  without  any  decided 
improvement,  and  finally  falling  into  a  condition  of  con- 
firmed dementia.

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The  greatest  number  of  admissions  was  in  April,  the  least  in 
January ;  the  greatest  number  of  discharges  was  in  June,  the 
least  in  November.  The  greatest  daily  average  number  of  pa- 
tients resident  in  the  Asylum,  was  in  December,  the  least  in  Jan- 
uary. The  average  number  in  June,  October  and  November, 
was  nearly  as  great  as  that  of  December.  The  number  of  fe- 
males, compared  with  the  males,  was  greater  during  the  past 
year,  than  in  any  previous  year  since  the  Asylum  was  opened. 

Thirteen  cases  of  Delirium  Tremens,  and  habitual  Intempe- 
rance, were  admitted  during  the  year  ;  and  there  were  five  re- 
admissions  of  cases  of  insanity.  Deducting  these  from  the  whole 
number  of  admissions,  there  remain  one  hundred  and  fifteen  per- 
sons whose  disease  was  insanity  proper.  To  these  alone  the 
following  statistics  apply.

OF    THE    PATIENTS    DISCHARGED. 

One  hundred  and  nineteen  patients  were  discharged  during  the  year.  Of  these,  ten 
were  cases  of  Delirium  Tremens,  or  of  habitual  Intemperance.  They  were  all  cured. 

Seven  were  cases  of  re-admission,  and  were  discharged  as  follows :  Cured  4 — 
Much  Improved  1 — Unimproved  1 — Died  1. 

Deducting  these  two  classes  of  cases  from  the  whole  number  discharged,  one 
hundred  and  two  persons,  whose  disease  was  Insanity  proper,  remain.  The  condi- 
tion and  circumstances  of  these  are  detailed  in  the  subjoined  tables.

TO  THE  LEGISLATURE  OF  THE  STATE  OF  NEW-YORK. 

IN    OBEDIENCE    TO    THE    ACT    PRESCRIBING    AN    ANNUAL    REPORT    OF    THE    STATE 

OF    THE    NEW-YORK    HOSPITAL,    THE    GOVERNORS    OF    THAT    INSTITUTION 

RESPECTFULLY    SUBMIT    THE    FOLLOWING 

REPORT: 

At  no  period  since  the  establishment  of  the  New- York  Hos- 
pital has  its  usefulness  been  so  fully  tested,  and  its  benefits  so 
widely  diffused  as  during  the  year  which  has  just  expired.  The 
claims  upon  it  for  relief,  during  the  year  1847,  have  very  far 
exceeded  those  of  any  former  year,  both  in  number  and  urgency. 

The  buildings  in  town  and  other  means  placed  at  the  disposal 
of  the  Governors  by  the  provident  foresight  of  the  Boards  of 
former  years,  and  by  the  liberality  of  the  State,  together  with 
the  faithful  services  of  the  Physicians,  Surgeons,  and  other 
officers  of  the  Hospital,  have  been  employed  to  their  utmost 
extent  in  meeting  these  demands,  and,  as  it  is  trusted,  with 
much  efficiency  and  great  public  as  well  as  private  benefit. 

The  Board  have  the  satisfaction  to  state,  that  notwithstanding 
the  heavy  expenditures  for  the  ordinary  support  of  the  Hospital, 
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occasioned  partly  by  the  large  accession  of  patients,  and  still 
more,  by  the  severity  and  peculiar  character  of  the  diseases  of 
many  of  them,  and  the  general  rise  of  prices,  the  Governors 
have  not  been  disappointed  in  the  hope  expressed  in  their  last 
annual  report,  of  finally  extinguishing,  during  the  present  year, 
the  remainder  of  the  large  debts  on  bonds  heretofore  contracted 
for  the  erection  of  the  Asylum  at  Bloomingdale,  and  the  addi- 
tional Hospital  buildings  in  the  City.  The  last  instalment  of 
these  debts,  being  a  balance  of  $8,000  remaining  due  on  bond, 
has  been  paid  off  since  1st  January,  1847,  as  well  as  the  tempo- 
rary loan  of  $4,821  79,  reported  as  having  been  made  at  the 
close  of  1846. 

The  increase  of  expenditure  during  the  latter  months  of  the 
last  year,  has,  however,  rendered  necessary  another  temporary 
loan  of  $3,833  44,  in  anticipation  of  the  income  of  the  present 
year. 

This  sum  was  the  only  outstanding  debt  of  this  corporation 
at  the  close  of  the  year  1847,  thus  making  the  total  reduction 
of  debt  during  that  year  $8,988  35. 

It  affords  much  satisfaction  to  this  Board,  that  the  heavy 
expenditures  of  the  last  five  years,  in  the  erection  of  the  North 
Hospital  edifice,  the  introduction  of  the  Croton  water  through- 
out the  several  buildings,  and  other  important  and  expensive 
improvements,  have  been  made  at  a  period  when  they  could  be 
effected  without  permanent  inconvenience  to  the  finances  of  the 
Institution,  and  just  in  time  to  meet  the  increased  demands  of 
the  community,  which  have  been  suddenly  augmented  beyond 
all  probable  calculation. 


THE     NEW -YORK     HOSPITAL. 

The  whole  number  of  patients  who  have  received  the  benefits 
of  this  establishment  in  the  year  1847,  is  more  than  double  the 
average  of  the  last  twenty-five  years,  and  the  admissions  exceed 
by  1089  the  largest  number  of  any  former  year  (which  was 
in  1845,)  and  are  1116  more  than  those  of  the  year  1846. 

The  number  of  medical  and  surgical  patients  in  the  several 
buildings  of  the  Hospital  in  the  City,  on  the  3 1st  day  of  Decem- 
ber, 1846,  was  two  hundred  and  forty- two,""  and  there  were 
admitted  during  the  year  1847,  three  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  fifteen,  making  a  total  of  three  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
fifty-seven  who  have  received  the  benefits  of  the  Institution 
during  the  past  year.

The  total  number  of  patients  who  received  the  benefits  of  the 
Institution  during  the  preceding  year,  was  2,943.  The  increase 
during  the  year  just  expired,  arose  in  some  degree  from  the 
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rapid  augmentation  of  population  in  this  City,  and  the  propor- 
tionate increase  of  disease  and  accidents,  but  it  was  in  a  larger 
measure  caused  by  the  prevalence  of  various  forms  of  Typhus 
Fever.  The  number  of  Typhus  Fever  cases  treated  during  the 
year,  was  1034  ;  very  many  of  them,  cases  of  the  severest  form 
of  the  disease,  and  demanding  far  more  than  the  ordinary  assis- 
tance of  physicians  and  nurses.  Of  this  number,  136,  or  a  little 
more  than  thirteen  in  the  hundred  have  died.  This  result, 
though  it  appears  to  be  a  large  proportion,  bears  a  very  favorable 
comparison  with  the  statistics  of  any  other  sanitary  establish- 
ment under  similar  circumstances  of  disease,  and  affords  a  very 
striking  contrast  to  the  terrible  mortality  from  the  same  cause, 
among  the  recent  emigrants  from  Europe  in  other  parts  of  this 
continent.  It  is  believed  that  this  may  be  ascribed,  in  a  great 
measure,  to  the  excellent  arrangements  for  ventilation  and 
cleanliness  provided  in  the  last  erected  Hospital  building,  where 
these  patients  are  placed. 

Among  the  deaths  are  also  included  fifty-seven  casualties  and 
other  cases  of  sudden  deaths  falling  under  the  charge  of  the 
Coroner,  which  terminated  fatally  soon  after  being  brought  to 
the  Hospital.  Such  cases  of  accident  or  sudden  attack,  requir- 
ing immediate  medical  or  surgical  aid  for  any  hope  of  relief,  are 
always  received  without  reference  to  the  probability  of  cure ; 
but,  otherwise,  no  patients  are  received  whose  cases  do  not 
appear  to  the  Physicians  or  Surgeons  to  admit  some  probability 
of  cure,  or  of  substantial  though  temporary  relief. 

Deducting  these  sudden  deaths  resulting  from  casualty,  the 
entire  number  of  deaths  was  345  on  3900,  and,  exclusive  of 
Fever  patients,  209  deaths  out  of  the  2866  other  medical  and 
surgical  patients.

*  This  sum  does  not  include  the  bill  for  medicines  supplied  during  the  last  six  months  of 
the  year,  amounting  to  $1,209  98,  paid  since  January  1st,  1348. 
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The  comparison  of  these  statements  with  the  accounts  of  the 
year  1846,  shows  an  increase  of  $2,454  15  in  the  payment  for 
seamen  ;  a  greater  number  having  been  paid  for,  as  authorized 
by  the  Treasury  Department  of  the  United  States.  There  also 
appears  an  increase  of  $6,273  35  on  the  receipts  from  other 
pay  patients. 

This  increase  of  income  was,  however,  met  with  a  corres- 
ponding increase  of  expenditure  ;  consequent  upon  the  additional 
number  of  patients  ;  viz. :  $4,546  29  for  their  support  in  provi- 
sions and  other  supplies,  and  $2,399  43  for  wages  of  additional 
nurses  and  night  watchers,  required  by  the  increased  number  of 
patients  and  the  severe  forms  of  disease  with  which  they  were 
afflicted. 

The  charge  for  pay  patients,  both  public  and  private,  has 
always  been  brought  down  to  the  very  lowest  rate  of  actual 
disbursement,  excluding  all  compensation  for  medical  attendance, 
for  rent,  superintendence,  and  other  similar  items. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  actual  expense  of  the  extra  number  of 
Fever  patients  to  the  Institution  during  the  year,  was  more  than 
double  the  amount  received  from  the  pay  patients  of  that  class. 

The  whole  number  of  patients  received  gratuitously  during 
the  year  was  1052,  which  together  with  100  of  the  same  class 
remaining  at  the  close  of  1846,  and  465  others,  at  first  received 
as  pay  patients  and  afterwards  transferred  to  the  pauper  list, 
from  having  of  necessity  remained  longer  than  their  means 
enabled  them  to  pay  for,  make  in  all  1617  poor  persons  gratui- 
tously received  and  treated  during  the  year ;  being  an  increase 
of  707  pauper  patients  over  the  number  of  the  same  class  in  the 
year  preceding. 
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The  Governors  have  continued  to  endeavor  to  promote  the 
interest  of  medical  and  general  science  and  education,  so  far  as 
that  could  be  done  without  interfering  with  the  comfort  and 
cure  of  the  patients.  With  this  view,  regular  records  of  the 
cases  occurring  in  the  practice  of  the  house,  have  been  kept, 
and  clinical  and  other  lectures  have  been  delivered  by  able  and 
learned  instructors. 

These  lectures  have  been  attended  by  students  from  various 
parts  of  this  State  and  from  other  parts  of  the  Union.  The  sale 
of  tickets  admitting  students  to  the  attendance  on  clinical  instruc- 
tion and  the  use  of  the  library,  forms  a  fund,  which,  without 
encroaching  on  the  general  revenue  of  the  Institution,  has  fur- 
nished the  means  of  forming  an  excellent  library  of  works  on 
medicine  and  its  auxiliary  sciences,  now  amounting  to  5280 
volumes.  This  collection  has  been  increased  during  the  last 
year  by  regular  additions  of  the  most  valuable  new  publications 
in  the  branches  of  science  to  which  it  is  exclusively  devoted. 

The  Cabinet  of  preparations  and  other  illustrations  of  healthy 
or  morbid  anatomy,  has  also  received  large  and  valuable  acces- 
sions. 

Thus,  it  is  trusted,  that  the  New-York  Hospital  continues  to 
constitute  a  most  valuable  branch  of  the  system  of  medical 
instruction  given  in  the  public  and  private  medical  schools  of 
this  City. 

THE     BLOOMINGDALE    ASYLUM    FOR    THE    INSANE. 

The  number  of  insane  patients  in  the  Asylum  on  the  31st 
of  December,  1846,  was   13 1  ;  and  143  were  admitted  during 
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the  last  year ;  making  a  total  of  274  persons  who  have  been 
under  the  charge  of  the  establishment  during  some  portion  of 
the  year  1847.  The  number  of  patients  has  regularly  increased 
for  the  last  five  years,  having  been  195  in  1843,  206  in  1844, 
242  in  1845,  and  250  in  1S46.  The  daily  average  number  during 
the  last  year  is,  probably,  nearly  or  quite  as  many  as  the  present 
establishment  can  accommodate  with  advantage  to  the  patients.

The  proportion  of  recoveries  to  the  whole  number  of  cases 
under  treatment  though  considerable,  does  not  adequately  repre- 
sent the  efficiency  of  the  curative  treatment  here  applied  to 
cases  of  recent  date,  or  otherwise  capable  of  cure  or  relief;  as 
the  aggregate  number  of  patients  is  swelled  by  many  old  cases, 
such  as  are  generally  found  in  long  established  institutions, 
where  there  goes  on  a  gradual  accumulation  of  hopeless  old 
cases. 

Thus,  during  the  twenty-seven  years  since  the  Bloomingdale 
Asylum  has  been  opened  for  the  reception  of  patients,  there 
have  been  from  year  to  year  an  increase  of  cases  in  which  the 
disease  has  become  chronic,  and  little  can  be  hoped  for  beyond 
continuing  to  provide  for  them  a  comfortable  and  secure  resi- 
dence, under  proper  medical  superintendence  for  the  remainder 
of  their  lives. 
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It  appears  from  the  reports  of  the  Physician,  that  the  inmates 
of  the  Institution  have  generally  enjoyed  good  bodily  health, 
that  they  have  been  free  from  all  epidemics,  that  there  has  been 
very  little  acute  disease,  and  that  there  has  been  no  caee  of  sui- 
cide or  other  of  the  accidents  so  often  occurring  among  the 
diseased  in  mind.

The  rise  of  prices  of  supplies  since  the  preceding  year,  aug- 
mented the  cost  of  house  expenses  about  2,573  dollars  more 
than  that  of  1846  ;  this  was  met  in  part  by  an  increase  from 
pay  patients  of  $1,008  17. 
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Dr.  Earle  continues  to  hold  the  medical  charge  of  the  Institu- 
tion, and  discharges  its  duties  with  faithfulness  and  ability.  He 
has  for  some  time  past  employed  his  leisure  in  preparing  a  full 
account  of  the  history,  state,  and  medical  statistics  of  the  Asy- 
lum since  its  foundation.  This  work  is  now  in  the  press,  and  it 
is  believed,  that  the  experience  of  this  Institution  will  furnish 
many  facts  and  results  of  great  value  to  the  study  of  the  pheno- 
mena, causes,  and  cure  of  mental  disease. 

The  various  means  of  exercise  and  employment  afforded  by 
the  spacious  grounds  and  garden  and  the  farm  of  the  Institution, 
together  with  the  occupations  and  amusements  of  private  life 
provided  within  doors,  are  continued  to  be  relied  upon  as  the 
most  efficient  adjuncts  to  medical  treatment,  and  have  received 
the  constant  care  and  supervision  of  a  Committee  of  the  Board, 
to  whom  the  direct  management  of  the  Asylum  is  specially 
delegated. 

In  again  submitting  their  annual  statement  of  the  condition 
and  affairs  of  the'  two  interesting  establishments  under  their 
charge,  the  Governors  feel  increased  confidence  that  the  experi- 
ence of  the  last  eventful  year,  like  that  of  the  preceding  half 
century,  during  which  the  New-York  Hospital  has  received  the 
aid  of  the  State,  will  show  that  the  Legislative  bounty  has  been 
wisely  bestowed  and  faithfully  administered.

PHYSICIAN'S    REPORT 


TO   THE    GOVERNORS    OF    THE    NEW-YORK    HOSPITAL. 


Gentlemen, 

Upon  a  retrospect  of  the  year  now  drawing  to  a 
close,  it  is  gratifying  to  be  enabled  to  report  that  the  in- 
mates of  the  Asylum  have  generally  enjoyed  good  bodily 
health,  that  they  have  been  visited  by  no  epidemic,  and  by 
but  little  acute  disease,  and  that  there  has  been  no  case  of 
suicide  and  no  accident  seriously  detrimental  to  any  of  the 
household. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  there  were  131  pa- 
tients in  the  Asylum;  at  its  close  there  are  145.  The 
number  is  now,  and  has  been,  throughout  the  summer  and 
autumn,  as  large  as  the  Institution  will  accommodate,  con- 
sistently with  comfort  and  judicious  management. 

The  highest  average  number  for  any  month  was  143t6o3o,  in 
November.  The  average  for  the  year,  137tVo.  In  1846  it 
was  124tVo,  in  1845  119ito,  in  1844  106/V  and  in  1843 
104,3o6o. 

Patients  Admitted. — The  number  of  persons  admitted  for 
the  first  time  during  the  year,  is  greater  than  that  of  any  pre- 
vious year  since  the  Institution  was  established,  and  more 
than  twice  as  great  as  it  was  in  1843. 
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The  whole  number  of  Admissions  in  the  year  is  143. 
Thirteen  of  these  were  cases  of  Delirium  tremens  and  habit- 
ual inebriety  ;  leaving,  as  cases  of  insanity  proper,  130. 
Four  of  the  latter  were  re-admissions  of  patients  who  had 
been  previously  received  since  the  first  of  the  year.  Hence 
the  number  of  persons  whose  disease  was  insanity,  is  126.

— Under  twenty  years,  1 1 ;  from  twenty 
to  thirty,  43  ;  from  thirty  to  forty,  33  ;  from  forty  to  fifty, 
22  ;  fifty  to  sixty,  7 ;  sixty  to  seventy,  7  ;  seventy  to  eighty, 
3 ;    Total  126. 

Age  at  first  attack  of  Insanity. — Under  twenty  years,  23  ; 
from  twenty  to  thirty,  43  ;  thirty  to  forty,  33  ;  forty  to  fifty, 
13  ;  fifty  to  sixty,  7  ;  sixty  to  seventy,  4 ;  seventy  to  eighty 
1  ;  unknown  2  ;   Total  126. 

Civil  Condition. — Single,  62 ;  Married,  56  ;  Widowed,  8  ; 
Total  126. 

The  whole  number  of  cases  in  the  Asylum,  in  the  course 
of  the  year,  was  274.  In  1846  it  was  250;  in  1845,  242  ; 
in  1844,  206;  in  1843,  195. 

Patients  Discharged. — One  hundred  and  sixteen  cases  have 
been  discharged.  Their  condition,  when  they  left,  was  as 
follows : — 
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Cured,  58;  Much  Improved,  17;  Improved,  23;  Unim- 
proved, 18.  Total  116. 

Four  of  those  who  were  much  improved,  and  two  who 
were  improved,  progressed  rapidly  to  entire  recovery  after 
they  returned  to  their  homes.  These  included,  the  cures 
are  64. 

Twelve  of  the  cures  were  in  cases  of  Deliruim  tremens 
and  habitual  inebriety,  they  being  all  of  that  class  who  have 
been  discharged. 

Thirteen  patients,  of  whom  seven  were  males  and  six  fe- 
males, have  died.  This  is  equal  to  9tVo  per  cent  on  the 
mean  or  average  number  of  patients  resident  in  the  Asylum 
during  the  year.  The  proportion  of  deaths  is  smaller  than 
in  either  of  the  four  preceding  years. 

Five  of  those  who  died  were  alarmingly  ill  when  they  ■ 
were  received,  and  neither  of  them  lived  more  than  fifteen 
days  after  admission.     Four  had  been  here  different  periods, 
from  one  to  four  months  each ;  one  nearly  three  years  ;  and 
three,  more  than  five  years. 

It  is  still  to  be  regretted  that,  in  a  large  proportion  of  ca- 
ses, the  disease,  at  the  time  of  the  reception  of  the  patient,  is 
of  so  long  standing:  that  it  has  become  incurable.  Were 
people  generally  aware  of  the  great  curability  of  insanity,  in 
its  earlier  stages,  such  delay  would  no  longer  continue. 

Again,  many  .patients  are  prematurely  removed  from  the 
Asylum,  thus  frequently  preventing  a  cure  and  sometimes 
greatly  increasing  the  severity  of  the  disease. 

As  many  of  our  patients  have  heretofore  come  from  New 
Jersey,  and  as  an  Asylum  is  upon  the  point  of  being  opened 
in  that  state,  it  must  be  expected  that  the  number,  at  this 
Institution,  will  be  diminished  in  the  ensuing  year. 
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An  account  of  the  present  condition  of  the  Asylum  will 
be  found  in  the  Appendix ;  and  that  will  obviate  the  necessi- 
ty of  further  detail  in  this  place. 

In  the  hope  that  during  the  past  twelve  months  the  Insti- 
tution has  measurably  fulfilled  the  end  for  which  it  was  es- 
tablished, this  report  is

THE  PRESENT  STATE  OF  THE  ASYLUM,  AND  ITS  ADMINISTRATION  IN  THE  MORAL 
TREATMENT  OF  PATIENTS. 


SECTION  I. 

OF    THE    BUILDINGS,  GROUNDS    AND    FARM. 

The  Bloomingdale  Asylum  for  the  Insane  is  within  the  limits 
of  the  Municipal  Jurisdiction  of  the  City  of  New- York.  It  is  on 
117th  Street,  between  the  Tenth  and  the  Eleventh  Avenues, 
seven  miles  N.N.E .  of  the  City  Hall,  and  about  a  quarter  of  a 
mile  from  the  banks  of  the  Hudson  river,  which  it  overlooks.  It 
is  on  one  of  the  most  elevated  hills  known,  in  history,  as  the 
"  Harlem  heights,"  and  commands  a  prospect  which,  for  extent, 
variety  and  beauty,  is  rarely  equalled.  The  farm  contains  about 
fifty-five  acres,  and  is  bounded,  on  its  western  side,  by  the  Bloom- 
ingdale road.  About  thirty  acres  of  it  is  under  high  cultivation, 
portions  being  devoted  to  grass,  vegetables  and  ornamental 
shrubbery. 

The  part  last  mentioned  includes  a  liberal  space,  which  is  laid 
out  and  planted  in  one  of  the  most  approved  styles  of  English 
gardening.  This  having  been  done  in  the  earliest  years  of  the  In- 
stitution, the  trees,  of  which  there  is  a  great  variety,  have  many 
of  them  attained  their  full  growth  ;  and  as,  from  year  to  year,  defi- 
ciencies have  been  supplied  and  the  variety  increased,  the  grounds 
will  favorably  compare  with  most  in  the  country.  In  short, 
there  are  but  few,  upon  this  side  of  the  Atlantic,  which  bear  so 
strong  a  resemblance  to  the  beautiful  homesteads  of  the  wealthy, 
in  the  rural,  cultivated  districts  of  England. 
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In  thus  perfecting  this  part  of  the  establishment,  the  Governors 
of  the  institution  hare  adopted,  and  faithfully  pursued,  that  s .  5- 
tem  of  moral  regimen  essential  to  the  best  interests  of  the  insane, 
by  avoiding.  as  possible,  the  aspect  of  a  prison,   and  sur- 

rounding the  buildings  with  agreeable  prospr 

.ncipal  edifice  is  constructed  of  reddish  brown  freestone, 
smoothly  hewn.

The  wal  e  1  used  in  the  Asylum  is  obtained  from  wells  and  springs, 
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together  with  what  is  collected  from  the  roofs.  Several  subterra- 
nean cisterns,  and  six  tanks  in  the  attic  of  the  main  building,  each 
holding  thirteen  hogsheads,  are  the  reservoirs  for  that  which  is 
collected  from  the  source  last  mentioned. 

Every  department  occupied  by  patients  is  heated  by  air  furna- 
ces, with  the  exception  of  the  sitting  and  dining  rooms,  in  the 
principal  building;  in  each  of  which  there  is  a  coal  fire,  in  either 
a  grate  or  a  stove.  Coal  is  the  principal  fuel  used  in  the  estab- 
lishment. The  annual  consumption  is  about  two  hundred  tons. 
Most  of  the  water  .used  in'  domestic  purposes,  and  all  that  is  used 
in  the  washing  of  clothes,  is  heated  by  steam. 

There  are  two  kitchens,  one  for  the  officers,  the  other  for  the 
rest  of  the  household.  Fourteen  tables  are  set  at  each  meal, 
one  for  the  officers,  ten  for  the  patients,  and  three  for  the  domes- 
tics. 

The  principal  out-buildings  on  the  premises  are  a  barn,  includ- 
ing stables  and  carriage-house,  an  ice-house,  and  a  green-house, 
or  conservatory.  The  barn  is  large  and  built  of  stone,  in  the  most 
substantial  manner.  The  green-house,  contains  about  seven 
hundred  plants,  many  of  them  rare  and  beautiful  exotics.

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SECTION  II. 

MORAL     TREATMENT. 

In  the  moral  regimen  at  this  institution,  every  practicable  effort 
is  made  to  pursue  that  system,  at  once  gentle,  philosophical  and 
practical,  which  has  resulted  from  the  active  and  strenuous  en- 
deavors of  many  philanthropists,  in  the  course  of  the  last  half 
century,  to  meliorate  the  condition  of  the  insane.  The  primary 
object  is  to  treat  the  patients,  so  far  as  their  condition  will  possi- 
bly admit,  as  if  they  were  still  in  the  enjoyment  of  the  healthy 
exercise  of  their  mental  faculties.  An  important  desideratum  for 
the  attainment  of  this  object  is,  to  make  their  condition,  as  board- 
ers, as  comfortable  as  possible  ;  that  they  may  be  the  less  sensible 
of  the  deprivations  to  which  they. are  subjected  by  a  removal  from 
home.  Nor  is  it  less  essential  to  extend  to  them  the  privilege,  or 
the  right,  of  as  much  liberty,  as  much  freedom  from  personal  re- 
straint as  is  compatible  with  their  safety,  the  safety  of  others,  and 
the  judicious  administration  of  other  branches  of  curative  treat- 
ment. The  courtesies  of  civilized  and  social  life  are  not  to  be 
forgotten,  tending,  as  they  do,  to  the  promotion  of  the  first  great 
object  already  mentioned,  and  operating,  to  no  inconsiderable  ex- 
tent, as  a  means  of  effecting  restoration  to  mental  health. 

The  means  generally  included  in  what  is  termed  moral  treat- 
ment, although  many  of  them  operate  upon  the  mind  by  increas- 
ing the  physical  activity  and  energy,  will  be  described  under  their 
respective  heads. 

I.    MANUAL    LABOR. 

Some  employment  for  the  hands,  of  a  description  requiring  a 
degree  of  exercise  of  the  body  sufficient  to  preserve  and  increase 
the  activity  and  vigor  of  all  its  organs,  as  well  as  to  promote 
sound  and  healthful  sleep,  is  acknowledged,  by  all  who  are  con- 
versant with  the  treatment  of  insanity,  as  it  appears  in  public  in- 
stitutions, to  be  the  most  effectual  of  restorative  measures  not 
purely  medical.  Hence,  some  physicians  have  recommended 
compulsory  labor,  in  cases  where  the  patient  will  not  engage  in 
it  voluntarily.  • 
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At  this  Asylum  the  patients  are  advised  and,  if  possible,  in- 
duced to  apply  themselves  to  some  useful  occupation,  but  no  com- 
pulsory measures  are  resorted  to  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  it. 

A  large  proportion  of  the  inmates  are  from  the  classes  unaccus- 
tomed to  manual  labor.  These,  with  very  rare  exceptions  will 
never  commence  any  employment  of  the  kind,  while  at  the  Asy- 
lum. 

Another  large  class  of  the  patients  are  mechanics  and  artisans, 
from  the  city,  unaccustomed  to  any  occupation  other  than  that  to 
which  they  were  bred,  and  facilities  for  pursuing  which  cannot, 
in  most  cases,  be  furnished  here  or  at  any  similar  institution. 

Finally,  of  those  who  are  acquainted  with,  and  habituated  to 
such  kind  of  labor  as  can  be  introduced  here,  a  considerable  pro- 
portion are  rendered  unfit  to  work  by  their  disease ;  and  others, 
though  able,  will  not  work,  because — to  them  apparently  the  best 
of  all  reasons, — they  "pay  their  board." 

With  all  these  adverse  influences,  it  cannot  be  expected  that, 
in  an  institution  accommodating  but  about  seventy-five  of  either 
sex,  the  number  should  be  large  who  devote  much  of  their  time  to 
labor.  There*  are  some,  however,  who  work  upon  the  farm,  and 
others  in  the  carpenter's  shop,  the  kitchen  and  the  laundry ;  while 
numerous  small  jobs  about  the  establishment  furnish  employment 
to  a  considerable  number  of  the  men. 

A  much  larger  proportion  of  women  than  of  men  labor  volun- 
tarily, not  only  because  all  classes  of  women,  in  this  country,  are, 
with  but  few  exceptions,  taught  to  use  the  needle,  but  because  this 
species  of  labor  is  one  which  can  be  introduced  into  the  apart- 
ments of  the  patients. 

Could  some  light  occupation,  requiring  but  little  mechanical 
ingenuity  or  skill,  be  carried  on  in  all  the  wards  of  the  men's  de- 
partment, the  number  of  laborers  on  that  side  might  be  materially 
augmented. 

II.    RELIGIOUS    WORSHIP. 

It  is  believed  that  the  first  attempt,  in  the  United  States,  to  hold 
a  meeting  for  religious  worship  in  an  institution  for  the  insane, 
was  made  at  the  Lunatic  Asylum  adjoining  the  New- York  Hos- 
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pital, — the  building  for  which  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum  was 
erected  as  a  substitute.  On  the  31st  of  August,  1819,  the  Rev. 
John  Stanford,  a  venerable  Divine  who  will  long  be  remembered 
for  his  active  benevolence,  preached  a  sermon  to  the  inmates  of 
that  institution, — an  occasion  to  which  he  alludes,  in  the  follow- 
ing manner,  in  the  writings  published  in  his  memoir. 

"  About  forty  of  the  most  composed  of  the  patients  were  assem- 
bled, and  several  of  the  Governors,  the  Physicians  of  the  house, 
and  the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital  attended  on  the  occasion- 
The  patients  conducted  with  great  propriety,  and  many,  of  their 
own  accord,  kneeled  while  prayer  was  offered,  and  several  ex- 
pressed their  thanks  at  the  close  of  the  service." 

In  the  year  1832,  a  Chaplain  was  employed  at  the  Bloomingdale 
Asylum,  and  regularly,  since  that  time,  such  patients  as  were 
suitable  have  assembled,  on  the  sabbath,  for  divine  worship.  With 
one  hundred  and  forty  patients  in  the  Asylum,  the  average  num- 
ber in  attendance  is  about  eighty-five.  Their  deportment,  with 
few  and  rare  exceptions,  is  characterised  by  good  order,  decorum, 
and  a  regard  to  the  proprieties  of  the  place  and  the  object  of  the 
assembly. 

To  a  large  majority  of  the  patients  these  services  are  beneficial. 
To  a  few,  such  as  are  very  melancholy,  disposed  to  excessive 
contemplation  upon  religious  subjects,  and  hopeless  of  salvation 
for  themselves,  the  tendency  is  thought  to  be  injurious,  and  they 
are  consequently  not  permitted  to  attend. 

III.    RECREATIVE    EXERCISE. 

a.  Importance  of  Exercise. — A  considerable  portion  of  the  insane 
are  impatient  of  detention  and  of  any  abridgement  of  their  per- 
sonal independence  of  action.  Another  portion,  quite  as  large, 
especially  in  institutions  that  have  been  in  operation  many  years, 
are  inactive,  stupid,  and  disposed  to  be  constantly  sitting  or  lying 
down.  To" gratify  the  former,  to  rouse  the  latter,  and  as  a  hygie- 
nic measure  for  all,  it  is  intended,  at  this  Asylum,  that  every 
patient  capable  of  leaving  the  house,  shall  have  a  certain  degree 
of  exercise,  daily,  out  of  doors.  Hence,  after  the  morning  visit  of 
the  Physician,  and  again  after  dinner,  such  patients  as  are  allowed

the  liberty  of  the  premises,  go  out  unattended,  and  all  the  others 
in  the  men's  department  are  transferred  to  the 

b.  Airing  courts  or  yards. — There  are  three  of  these  for  the 
men,  and  four  for  the  women.  They  are,  with  one  exception, 
well  shaded  with  trees,  and  three  of  them  have  large  bowers, 
covered  with  roofs,  and  furnished  with  seats  for  all  the  patients 
admitted  into  the  courts. 

An  opinion  unfavorable  to  airing  courts  has  been  expressed  by 
several  eminent  Physicians  connected  with  Asylums  in  the  United 
States.  The  principal  objections  which  have  been  urged  against 
them  are,  first,  their  prison-like  aspect,  and  second,  the  patients 
admitted  into  them  are  liable  to  lie  upon  the  ground,  and  thereby 
injure  their  health. 

The  first  objection  is  easily  answered.  The  airing  courts  at 
the  Retreat,  near  York,  England,  at  the  York  Lunatic  Asylum, 
and  at  some  of  the  other  institutions  in  Europe,  have  a  much 
stronger  resemblance  to  a  beautiful  garden  than  to  the  yard  of  a 
penitentiary.  It  is  an  old  adage,  true  as  trite,  that  "  what  man 
has  done,  man  may  do,"  and  if  the  courts  of  foreign  institutions 
can  be  made  so  cheerful  and  attractive,  there  is  no  obstacle  suffi- 
cient to  prevent  the  attainment  of  the  same  object  in  the  United 
States. 

The  second  objection  may  be  as  easily  met.  At  this  Asylum, 
the  courts  occupied  by  the  men  are  kept  constantly  under  obser- 
vation, by  an  attendant  whose  time  is  devoted  to  this  purpose  ; 
and  among  the  rules  by  which  he  is  to  govern  his  conduct,  are 
the  following: — 

"  He  must  see  that  each  patient  has  a  hat,  while  in  the  yard, 
and  that  the  clothes  of  all  are  kept  properly  arranged,  the  panta- 
loons, vest,  and  shirt-collars  buttoned. 

"  He  must  not  permit  the  patients  to  lie  on  the  ground  while  in 
the  yard ;  but  must  endeavor  to  amuse,  encourage,  and  assist 
them  in  their  games." 

The  Physicians  who  object  to  yards  or  courts,  advocate,  as  a 
substitute,  open  verandahs,  guarded  by  lattice- work,  such  as  are 
found  at  the  Massachusetts  State  Lunatic  Hospital,  and  at  some 
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of  the  other  institutions  of  this  country.  It  appears  to  us  that,  to 
the  minds  of  the  patients,  these  must  be  much  more  constantly 
suggestive  of  imprisonment,  or  confinement,  than  a  large,  well- 
shaded,  cultivated  court.  And  it  is  presumed,  that  no  one  will 
endeavor  to  maintain  that  the  exercise  to  be  obtained  in  a  neces- 
sarily restricted  space,  upon  a  floor,  can  be  so  conducive  to  health 
as  that  which  is  gained  in  a  court  of  liberal  dimensions,  in  the 
open  air,  and  upon  the  ground. 

The  most  approved  and  best  of  hygienic,  or  of  curative  mea- 
sures, may  be  badly  managed ;  but  it  needs  no  argument  to  prove 
that  the  abuse  of  a  thing  should  prevent  the  use  of  it  in  a  judi- 
cious manner. 

c.  Walking. — One  attendant  devotes  his  time,  at  suitable  hours 
in  the  day,  to  walking  with  the  men,  over  the  premises  and 
throughout  the  neighboring  country;  and  all  the  attendants,  of 
both  sexes,  are  required  to  walk,  daily,  with  some  of  the  patients 
under  their  care.  They  frequently  make  excursions  of  several 
miles,  visiting  the  Receiving  Reservoir  of  the  Croton  Water,  the 
High  Bridge,  or  aqueduct  intended  to  convey  that  water  over  the 
Harlem  River,  the  Trinity  Church  Cemetry,  and  other  places  of 
interest  in  the  vicinity. 

In  the  proper  season,  some  are  permitted  to  go  to  the  neighbor- 
ing river  to  bathe  or  to  fish. 

d.  Riding. — Two  horses,  and  a  carriage  with  seats  for  eight, 
are  wholly  devoted  to  the  use  of  the  patients.  They  go  out  regu- 
larly, in  suitable  weather,  from  two  to  four  times  a  day,  taking 
the  patients  in  rotation.  They  go  from  six  to  eight  miles  at  each 
excursion,  the  direction  being  varied,  as  much  as  the  many  roads 
and  streets  in  the  vicinity  will  allow. 


IV.  INSTRUCTION. 

a.  Lectures. — Soon  after  the  writer  of  this  article  first  directed 
his  attention  to  the  treatment  of  the  insane,  he  became  convinced 
that  lectui^es  upon  scientific  and  miscellaneous  subjects  might  be 
made  an  object  of  interest,  as  well  as  of  utility,  in  the  moral 
treatment  of  patients  in  public  institutions.     Accordingly,  being 
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at  that  time  connected  with  the  Frankford  Asylum,  near  Phila- 
delphia,  he  induced  the  managers  of  that  institution  to  purchase 
an  air-pump  and  other  philosophical  apparatus,  and  with  the  aid 
of  these  he  gave  a  series  of  experimental  lectures  before  the 
patients,  in  the  winter  of  1840-41  ;  and  again  in  the  winter  of 
1841-42.     The  results  were  as  favorable  as  had  been  anticipated. 

The  writer  became  connected  with  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum 
in  the  spring  of  1844,  and  in  the  autumn  of  the  same  year,  en- 
couraged by  the  Governors,  who  made  a  liberal  appropriation  for 
the  purchase  of  apparatus,  commenced  a  course  of  lectures, 
which  were  continued  through  the  winter.  The  success  was 
sufficient  to  induce  perseverance  in  the  plan,  and  a  similar  course 
has  been  delivered  in  each  succeeding  year  since  that  time.  The 
last  commenced  on  the  12th  of  October,  1846,  and  ended  on  the 
3rd  of  May,  1847.  It  consisted  of  thirty-eight  lectures,  as  fol- 
lows : —

For  the  suitable  illustration  of  the  lectures,  the  Institution  is 
furnished  with  the  following  apparatus  : — 

1st.  An  Air-pump,  with  its  accompaniments. 
2nd.  A  set  of  Mechanical  Powers. 
3rd.  A  Magic  Lantern. 
4th.  An  Orrery. 

5th.  An  Electrical  Machine,  with  its  implements. 
6th.  Pneumatic  Trough,  Receivers,  Retorts,  and  other  articles 
used  in  Chemistry. 

7th.  One  hundred  and  forty-six  diagrams,  painted  upon  bleached 
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muslin,  illustrative  of  the  structure  of  the  human  frame,  and  that 
of  the  lower  orders  of  animals. 

8th.  Twenty  similar  diagrams  explanatory  of  the  laws  and 
phenomena  of  light. 

9th.  Twenty-five  Astronomical  diagrams. 

10th.  One  hundred  diagrams  illustrating  various  subjects. 

The  lectures  were  delivered  in  the  evening,  and  attended  by  an 
average  number  of  about  seventy  patients.  Their  attention  and 
deportment  would  compare  favorably  with  that  of  the  audiences 
ordinarily  attendant  upon  lectures. 

It  will  be  perceived  that  such  subjects  were  selected  as  are 
susceptible  of  demonstration  or  illustration,  experimentally,  or 
through  the  medium  of  diagrams.  Such  topics  are  considered  as 
the  most  suitable,  inasmuch  as  the  perceptive  faculties  are  called 
into  action  by  addressing  the  eye,  as  well  as  the  ear.  As  a  gene- 
ral rule,  this  holds  good  ;  but  of  all  the  lectures  mentioned  in  the 
foregoing  list,  it  is  believed  that  none  commanded  more  profound 
attention,  or  gave  more  general  satisfaction,  than  that  which  con- 
sisted of  the  recitation  of  poetry,  with  remarks  upon  the  character 
of  the  pieces,  and  upon  the  authors  by  whom  they  were  written. 

As  a  simple  method  of  exerting  disciplinary  restraint,  simulta- 
neously, over  a  large  number  of  patients ;  a  means  of  fixing  the 
attention  and  withdrawing  the  minds  of  comparatively  a  multi- 
tude from  the  delusions  incident  to  their  disease,  we  believe  there 
is  no  other  plan,  hitherto  adopted  in  the  system  of  moral  treat- 
ment, which  will  prove  more  generally  and  extensively  useful 
than  that  of  judicious  and  well-managed  lectures. 

b.  School. — In  the  autumn  of  1845,  a  school  was  commenced  in 
the  men's  department,  and  continued  until  the  following  spring. 
It  was  suspended  during  the  summer,  but  again  opened  and  kept 
during  the  winter  of  1846-47.  It  was  attended  by  from  twenty 
to  thirty  patients,  of  various  ages  and  in  a  diversity  of  conditions, 
in  regard  to  mental  disorder.  The  ordinary  English  branches 
were  taught,  and  in  these  some  of  the  younger  patients  made 
considerable  progress.  Others  reviewed  what  they  had  previously 
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studied,  and  others  still,  interested  or  amused  themselves  by  read- 
ing from  entertaining  books  and  newspapers. 

It  is  not  to  be  expected  lhat  great  advancement  in  valuable 
knowledge  can  ever  be  attained  in  a  school  for  the  insane.  The 
only  object  generally  within  reach,  and  the  only  one  the  acquisi- 
tion of  which  need  be  expected — and  this  indeed  is  much— is  the 
exercise  of  a  moral  control  over  large  numbers  at  once  ;  subduing 
excitement,  rousing  the  inactive,  and  giving  a  new  current  to  the 
thoughts. 

c.  Library. — A  miscellaneous  library  of  about  one  thousand 
volumes  is  devoted  to  the  use  of  ihe  patients,  and  five  daily  and 
eight  weekly  newspapers,  two  monthly  magazines  and  four  quar- 
terly reviews  are  also  taken  for  them.  Thus  an  inexhaustible 
fund  of  reading  is  supplied,  and  a  librarian  distributes  it  to  such 
patients  as  are  disposed  to  make  use  of  it. 


V.    AMUSEMENTS. 

a.  Games. — Facilities  for  various  diversions  are  afforded  to  the 
patients.  A  bowling  alley,  or  nine-pins,  holds  the  first  rank 
among  the  means  of  this  species  of  moral  treatment,  whether  we 
regard  its  utility,  or  the  number  of  patients  who  resort  to  it  for 
amusement.  The  interest  of  the  game  renders  it  sufficieiitly 
attractive  and  absorbing,  while  the  physical  force  required  fur- 
nishes no  small  amount  of  wholesome  exercise.  Quoits,  the  bat- 
ball,  the  foot-ball,  and  the  swing,  are  the  other  principal  means 
of  amusement  out  of  doors. 

Within  the  house,  we  have  bagatelle,  battle-door,  "  the  graces," 
chess,  chequers,  backgammon,  cards,  and  various  other  games. 

b.  Music. — A  piano,  viol,  violin,  bugle,  drum,  flutes  and  fifes 
are  accessible  to  such  as  have  a  taste  for  music. 

c.  Parties. — On  one  evening  in  each  week,  during  the  cold 
season,  the  convalescent  and  convalescing  patients,  to  the  num- 
ber of  from  ten  to  fifteen  of  each  sex,  are  invited  into  a  parlor  in 
the  central  building,  where,  in  company  with  the  officers,  they 
pass  a  few  hours  sociably,  or  engaged  in  such  games  as  may  be 
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introduced.  Refreshments  are  supplied,  and  in  this,  as  well  as  in 
other  respects,  these  parties  differ  but  little  from  similar  assem- 
blies in  private  houses. 

d.  Dancing. — On  one  evening  in  each  month,  during  the  cold 
season,  there  is  a  cotillion  party  or  ball,  attended  by  from  sixty 
to  seventy  of  the  patients.  No  means  of  entertainment  gives 
more  general  satisfaction  than  this  ;  and,  on  the  class  of  patients 
admitted  here,  its  general  influence  is  evidently  beneficial. 


VI.    RESTRAINTS. 

Since  the  establishment  of  this  institution,  the  opinions  of  those 
concerned  in  the  management  of  the  insane  have  passed  through 
a  variety  of  phases,  in  regard  to  the  extent  to  which  corporeal 
restraint  and  other  coercive  measures  are  necessary,  in  the  proper 
management  of  patients.  From  the  ultra  ideas  of  the  old  regime 
in  which  the  discipline  of  an  institution  of  this  kind  was  almost 
identical  with  that  of  a  common  jail,  and  in  some  instances  even 
worse,  there  has  been  a  gradual  but  constant  mitigation  of  seve- 
rity, in  both  theory  and  practice,  until  the  opposite  extreme  has 
been  reached,  and  the  doctrine  of  the  entire  abolition  of  the  use 
of  restraining  appliances  for  the  body  or  limbs,  has  been  promul- 
gated as  that  which  alone  is  compatible  with  the  true  interests 
and  the  judicious  treatment  of  the  insane.  Keeping  pace,  to  a 
certain  point,  with  this  progressive  sentiment,  and  directed  by  the 
surest  of  all  guides,  the  light  of  experience,  the  executive  officers 
of  this  Institution  have  gradually  abandoned  the  most  exception- 
able forms  of  restraint,  and  more  rarely  resorted  to  those  of  a 
milder  character.  They  have  never,  however,  become  proselytes 
to  the  doctrine  of  the  absolutely  entire  disuse  of  all  restraining 
apparatus.  There  are  exceptions  to  all  rules  which  are  not 
governed  by  the  invariable  laws  of  mathematics  or  of  moral 
right,  and  no  argument,  however  subtle  or  specious,  or,  to  appear- 
ances, however  strongly  based,  theoretically,  upon  benevolence, 
philanthropy,  kindness,  and  the  golden  rule  of  "  doing  to  others  as 
we  would,  under  similar  circumstances,  that  they  should  do  unto 
us,"  can  overthrow  our  belief — founded  upon  the  observation  of 
several  years, — that  there  are  cases  in  which  the  welfare  of  the 
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patient,  and  the  dictates  of  true  humanity,  require  a  resort  to 
some  restraining  means.  The  truth  of  this  proposition  may  be, 
and  perhaps  is,  acknowledged  by  all.  Yet  those  who,  in  their 
recession  from  left  hand  defections,  have,  in  our  judgment,  fallen 
into  right  hand  errors,  assert  that,  in  the  cases  alluded  to,  what- 
ever restraint  is  applied  should  be  that  of  the  hands  of  the  atten- 
dants. To  this  substitute,  or  subterfuge,  we  cannot  resort,  know- 
ing as  we  do,  the  greater  irritation  produced  in  a  patient,  by  being 
held  by  the  hands  of  attendants,  than  by  having  his  limbs  confined 
by  mechanical  appliances.  In  the  former,  mind  struggles  with 
mind ;  in  the  latter,  with  matter  alone.  The  only  means  of  re- 
straint now  used  in  the  Asylum  are  the  camisole,  or  long  sleeves, 
leathern  muffs  for  the  hands,  and  the  invaluable  apparatus, 
invented  by  Dr.  Rufus  Wyman,  for  confining  a  patient  in  bed. 

The  camisole  is  in  nearly  all  cases  sufficient.  During  the  last 
three  years,  the  muffs  have  not  been  used  in  more  than  two  or 
three  cases  annually,  and  in  those  for  but  a  day  or  two,  or,  at 
most,  but  a  few  days  each.  There  was  one  period  of  thirteen 
months,  during  which  restraint  was  resorted  to  but  in  two  cases 
in  the  men's  department.  In  one  of  these  the  patient,  while  in  a 
condition  of  typhoid  delirium,  wore  a  camisole  three  days,  and  in 
the  other,  the  patient's  hands  were  similarly  confined,  a  few 
hours,  to  ensure  the  vesication  of  a  blister. 

We  have  found  that  the  proportion  of  women  requiring  re- 
straint is  greater  than  that  of  men ;  and  in  this  it  is  believed  that 
our  experience  coincides  with  that  of  Physicians  of  other  institu- 
tions. 

In  no  less  than  three  cases,  in  which  there  was  prolonged  and 
exhausting  excitement,  we  are  convinced  that  Wymansbed  appa- 
ratus has  been  the  means  of  insuring  sleep,  and  of  saving  the  life 
of  the  patient.  It  is  a  method  of  restraint  with  which  every  in- 
stitution should  be  supplied. 

VII.  ATTENDANTS. 

It  requires  but  little  experience,  in  an  Asylum,  to  convince  a 
person  of  the  identity  between  a  judicious  parental  government, 
and  that  system  of  management  which  is  best  adapted  to  the  in- 
sane.    The  motives,  the  influences,  and.  as  a  general  rule,   the 
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meaiis  necessary  for  the  good  government  of  children,  are  equally 
applicable,  and  equally  efficient  for  the  insane.  In  fact,  this  sys- 
tem is  the  great  desideratum,  at  every  Asylum  ;  and  without  it, 
it  is  impossible  for  the  management  to  approximate  that  degree 
of  perfection  which  it  is  desirable  to  attain. 

The  most  essential  element  of  success  in  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  such  a  government,  is  a  corps  of  intelligent  atten- 
dants, of  kind  disposition,  and  good  judgment.  Such  and  such 
alone  can  sustain  a  disciplinary  code,  founded  upon  kindness  and 
supported  with  firmness. 

Much  pains  has  been  taken,  at  this  institution,  to  procure  at- 
tendants of  this  character,  and,  especially  as  regards  the  men's 
department,  the  efforts  have  been  rewarded  with  a  good  degree 
of  success.  Nearly  all  the  young  men  who  have  been  so  em- 
ployed during  the  last  few  years,  were  from  the  country,  and  so 
well  educated  that  they  had  been  accustomed  to  teaching  school 
in  the  winter. 

It  is  needless  to  describe,  in  detail,  the  numerous  advantages  of 
attendants  of  this  kind  over  those  who  are  ignorant,  and  whose 
only  ideas  of  exerting  control  over  others,  are  measured  by  the 
strength  of  their  arms.  He  who  has  once  tried  the  former,  would 
greatly  deplore  the  exigency  which  should  render  it  necessary  to. 
return  to  the  latter. 


Such  are  the  principal  facilities  afforded  for  moral  treatment 
at  this  Asylum.  They  are  sufficiently  extensive,  if  frequently 
called  into  requisition,  not  only  to  break  the  monotony  of  hospital 
life,  and  promote  the  contentment  of  the  patients,  but  also  to  effect 
much  towards  the  accomplishment  of  the  great  object  of  the  in- 
stitution— the  instalment  of  reason  upon  the  seat  from  which  it 
has  been  dethroned.

REPORT : 

Although  the  year  which  has  just  expired  was  not  marked  by 
any  extraordinary  prevalence  of  local  disease,  like  that  of  the 
various  forms  of  Typhus  fever  in  1847,  yet  so  great  is  the  con- 
stant augmentation  of  the  population  and  commerce  of  this  city 
with  its  attendant  increase  of  disease  and  accident,  that  the 
claims  upon  the  benefits  of  the  Institutions  under  charge  of  this 
Corporation  have  been  but  little  less  than  those  of  the  preceding 
year,  and  very  far  exceeded  those  of  any  former  period.  The 
liberal  means  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board  by  public  and 
private  beneficence  have  enabled  them  to  meet  these  claims,  with 
that  efficiency  which  has  hitherto  secured  the  public  confidence 
and  annually  relieved  a  vast  amount  of  suffering. 

The  income  of  the  Corporation  for  1848,  has  been  sufficient 
for  all  its  ordinary  expenditures,  there  having  been  no  extra  ex- 
penditure, as  in  former  years,  for  additional  buildings  or  other 
costly  improvements.  The  debts  formerly  contracted  for  such 
objects  have  now  been  all   discharged  ;    the   temporary  loan 


of  $3,833  44  mentioned  in  the  last  years'  report  as  having  been 
obtained  to  meet  the  increased  expenditures  of  the  last  months 
of  1847,  has  been  paid  off,  and  there  were  no  outstanding  debts 
on  the  1  st  January,  1 849. 

THE      NEW-YORK       HOSPITAL. 

The  whole  number  of  patients  who  have  received  the  benefits 
of  this  establishment  in  the  year  1 848,  was  378  less  than  in  1847, 
but  exceeding  those  of  1846,  by  636,  and  is  about  double  the 
average  of  the  last  25  years. 

The  number  of  patients  in  the  several  buildings  of  the  Hospital 
in  the  city,  on  tha  31st  day  of  December  1847,  was  three  hun- 
dred and  thirteen,  and  there  were  admitted  during  the  year  1848 
three  thousand  two  hundred  and  sixty-six,  making  a  total  of  three 
thousand  five  hundred  and  seventy-nine  who  have  received  the 
benefits  of  the  Institution  during  the  past  year.

Among  the  deaths  are  included  58  casualties,  and  other  cases 
of  sudden  deaths  falling  under  the  charge  of  the  Coroner,  which 
terminated  fatally  soon  after  being  brought  to  the  Hospital. 
Such  cases  of  accident  or  sudden  attack,  requiring  immediate 


medical  or  surgical  aid  for  any  hope  of  relief,  are  always  received 
without  reference  to  the  probability  of  cure ;  but,  otherwise,  no 
patients  are  received  whose  cases  do  not  appear  to  the  Physicians 
or  Surgeons  to  admit  some  probability  of  cure,  or  of  substan- 
tial though  temporary  relief. 

Deducting  sudden  deaths  resulting  from  casualty,  the  entire 
number  of  deaths  was  314  out  of  the  other  3521  medical  and 
surgical  patients.

The  comparison  of  these  statements  with  the  accounts  of  the 
year  1847,  shows  a  decrease  of  $454  30  in  the  payment  for 
seamen  ;  and  also  a  decrease  of  $3,294  13  on  the  receipts  from 
other  pay  patients. 

The  amount  of  expenditure  for  the  support  of  the  Hospital, 
appears  on  the  face  of  the  accounts,  to  be  a  little  ($118  14) 
more  than  in  1 847.  But  as  this  was  for  a  somewhat  reduced 
number  of  patients,  it  is  proper  to  add,  that  in  the  charge  for 
medicines  in  1848,  is  included  the  bill  for  the  medicines  for  the 
last  six  months  of  1847,  amounting  to  $1,209  93,  as  mentioned 
in  last  year's  Report. 

The  charge  for  pay  patients,  both  public  and  private,  has 
always  been  brought  down  to  the  very  lowest  rate  of  actual 
disbursement,  excluding  all  compensation  for  medical  attendance, 
for  rent,  superintendence,  and  other  similar  items. 

The  reception  of  this  class  of  patients  has  always  been  re- 
garded by  the  Governors,  as  one  of  the  most  valuable  features  of 
this  establishment,  as  it  brings  the  benefits  of  the  institution,  with 
the  aid  of  the  highest  medical  and  surgical  skill,  within  the  reach 
of  persons  from  all  parts  of  the  State,  whose  circumstances, 
though  straightened;  and  whose  feelings  would  not  permit  them 
to  ask  admission  as  paupers,  whilst  their  means  are  wholly  in- 
adequate to  provide  elsewhere  the  professional  and  other  at- 
tendance required  for  the  cure  or  relief  of  the  severe  forms  of 
disease. 

The  whole  number  of  patients  received  gratuitously  during 
the  year  was  1056,  which  together  with  155  of  the  same  class 
remaining  at  the  close  of  1847,  and  361  others,  at  first  received 
as  pay  patients   and  afterwards  transferred  to  the  pauper  list, 


from  having  of  necessity  remained  longer  than  their  means 
enabled  them  to  pay  for,  make  in  all  1572  poor  persons  gratui- 
tously received  and  treated  during  the  year:  a  number,  which 
though  45  less  than  that  of  1847,  is  much  larger  than  that  of 
any  former  year. 

The  Governors  had  occasion,  in  their  last  Annual  Report,  to 
express  their  satisfaction  that  "  the  heavy  expenditures  of  the 
last  five  years,  in  the  erection  of  the  North  Hospital  edifice,  the 
introduction  of  the  Croton  water  throughout  the  several  build- 
ings, and  other  important  and  expensive  improvements,  have 
been  made  at  a  period  when  they  could  be  effected  without  per- 
manent inconvenience  to  the  finances  of  the  Institution,  and  just 
in  time  to  meet  the  increased  demands  of  the  community,  which 
have  been  suddenly  augmented  beyond  all  probable  calcu- 
lation." But  the  experience  of  1847  and  1848,  now  strongly 
admonishes  us  that  these  claims  of  the  suffering  and  the  desti- 
tute will  probably  continue  to  increase  ;  not,  indeed,  with  annual 
regularity,  but  as  heretofore,  with  a  large  average  augmentation 
in  every  period  of  four  or  five  years,  so  that  the  accommodation 
for  patients  in  our  present  buildings  will,  before  very  long,  be 
inadequate  for  the  relief  even  of  the  more  urgent  cases. 

It  must  soon  become  a  subject  of  serious  inquiry,  how  these 
demands  of  humanity  can  be  met,  and  Iioav  far  the  means  of  the 
Institution  can  be  made  adequate  to  supply  the  public  wants. 

The  Hospital  continues  to  promote  the  interests  of  medical 
and  general  science  and  education,  so  far  as  may  be  done  with- 
out interfering  with  the  comfort  and  cure  of  the  patients.  With 
this  view,  regular  records  of  the  cases  occurring  in  the  practice 
of  the  house,  have  been  kept,  and  clinical  and  other  lectures 
have  been  delivered  by  able  and  learned  instructors. 
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These  lectures  have  been  attended  by  students  from  various 
parts  of  this  State  and  from  other  parts  of  the  Union.  The 
sale  of  tickets  admitting  students  to  the  attendance  on  clinical 
instruction  and  the  use  of  the  library,  forms  a  fund,  which,  with- 
out encroaching  on  the  general  revenue  of  the  Institution,  has 
furnished  the  means  of  forming  an  excellent  library  of  works  on 
medicine  and  its  auxiliary  sciences,  now  amounting  to  5391 
volumes.  This  collection  has  been  increased  during  the  last 
year  by  regular  additions  of  the  most  valuable  new  publications 
in  the  branches  of  science  to  which  it  is  exclusively  devoted. 

The  Cabinet  of  preparations  and  other  illustrations  of  healthy 
or  morbid  anatomy,  has  received  large  and  valuable  accessions 
and  is  now  arranged  in  two  spacious  rooms  appropriately  fitted 
up  for  the  purpose. 

Thus,  it  is  trusted,  that  the  New  York  Hospital  continues  to 
constitute  a  most  valuable  branch  ol  the  system  of  medical 
instruction  given  in  the  public  and  private  medical  schools  of 
this  City. 

THE    BLOOMINGDALE    ASYLUM    FOR    THE    INSANE. 

The  number  of  insane  patients  in  the  Asylum  on  the  31st 

of  December,  1847,  was  145,  and  138  were  admitted  during 

the  last  year ;  making  a  total  of  283  persons  who  have  been 

under  the  charge  of  the  establishment  during  some  portion  of 

the  year  1848:     The  number  of  patients  has  regularly  increased 

for  the  last  five  years,  having  been  J  95  in  1843,  206  in  1844, 
242  in  1845,  250  in  1846,  and   274  in     1847.      The  daily 

average  number  during  the  last  year,  is,  probably,  nearly  as  many 
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as  the  present  establishment  can  accommodate  with  advantage 
to  the  patients.

The  proportion  of  recoveries  to  the  whole  number  of  cases 
though  considerable,  does  not  adequately  represent  the  efficency 
of  the  curative  treatment  here  applied  to  cases  of  recent  date, 
or  otherwise  capable  of  cure  or  relief;  as  the  aggregate  number 
of  patients  is  swelled  by  many  old  cases,  annually  increased 
during  twenty-seven  years  since  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum 
has  been  opened  for  the  reception  of  patients.  In  most  of  these 
cases  the  disease  has  become  chronic,  and  little  can  be  hoped 
for  beyond  continuing  to  provide  for  them  a  comfortable  and 
secure  residence,  under  proper  medical  superintendence  for 
the  remainder  of  their  lives. 

The  inmates  of  the  Institution  have  generally  enjoyed  good 
bodily  health,  they  have  been  free  from  all  epidemics,  there  has 
been  very  little  acute  disease,  and  there  has  been  no  case  of 
suicide,    or  other  of  the  accidents  so  often  occurring:  amono-

Dr.  Earle  continues  to  hold  the  medical  charge  of  the  Institu- 
tion, and  discharges  its  duties  with  faithfulness  and  ability. 

The  means  of  exercise  and  employment  afforded  by  the  spa- 
cious grounds  and  garden  and  the  farm  of  the  Institution,  to- 
gether with  the  occupations  and  amusements  of  private  life 
provided  within  doors,  which  have  long  been  relied  upon  as  the 
most  efficient  adjuncts  to  medical  treatment,  have  received 
the  constant  care  and  supervision  of  a  Committee  of  the  Board, 
to  whom  the  management  of  the  Asylum  is  specially  delegated, 
and  who  report  their  proceedings  monthly  to  the  Board  of 
Governors. 

The  state  of  the  Asylum  in  these  and  other  respects,  the 
mode  of  its  management,  the  character  and  results  of  its  cura- 
tive treatment,  with  its  other  medical  statistics  since  its  foun- 
dation, are  shown  in  full,  with  much  more  particularity  than  the 
limits  of  our  annual  report  can  allow,  in  a  volume  on  this  sub- 
ject, prepared  by  Dr.  Earle  under  the  authority  of  this  Board, 
and  published  during  the  last  year. 
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Whilst  the  Governors  feel  a  well  grounded  confidence  that 
the  experience  of  the  last  forty-three  years,  during  which  time 
this  Corporation  has  rendered  an  annual  account  of  their  ad- 
ministration to  the  Legislature,  has  shown  that  the  bounty  of 
the  State  has  been  wisely  bestowed  and  usefully  and  economical- 
ly applied,  they  cannot  close  their  report  without  briefly  calling 
the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  the  history  and  nature  of  the 
State  grant  to  the  New  York  Hospital. 

The  two  annual  payments  received  by  this  Corporation  from 
the  State  Treasury,  were  granted  by  the  act  of  March  14th, 
1806,  and  that  of  April  17th,  1816,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  duties 
upon  sales  at  auction  in  the  City  of  New  York,  from  the  respec- 
tive dates  of  those  acts  until  the  year  1857. 

Those  payments  were  thenceforward,  for  many  years,  regular- 
ly made  by  the  State  Officers  without  renewed  Legislation  ;  until 
the  new  Constitution  (article  7,  section  8),  enjoined  that  no 
payment  should  be  made  from  the  State  Treasury,  unless  within 
two  years  after  the  passing  of  such  appropriation. 

It  then  became  necessary,  that  not  only  grants  for  new  objects, 
but  all  the  accruing  payments  for  which  the  faith  of  the  State 
was  pledged  by  former  acts  should  henceforth  be  made  or  con- 
tinued under  renewed  appropriations. 

This  provision  was  made,  doubtless,  with  the  view  of  bringing 
the  whole  of  the  fiscal  concerns  of  the  State  annually  under  the 
eye  of  the  Legislature,  and  thus  calling  their  attention  to  any 
abuses  which  might  grow  up  silently  ;  but  it  certainly  was  not 
designed  to  authorize  the  Legislature  in  their  discretion  to  dis- 
charge or  not,  the  former  absolute  grants  or  contracts  of  the 
State. 
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But  a  portion  of  the  Legislature  of  the  last  year,  doubtless 
not  aware  of  the  facts  of  this  case,  seemed  to  consider  the 
appropriation  for  the  payments  to  this  Corporation  as  a  new  grant 
from  the  bounty  of  the  State,  to  a  local  purpose,  to  be  made  or 
withheld,  as  might  seem  most  expedient. 

This  Corporation  has  not  only  always  willingly  submitted  to, 
but  has  often  invited  the  constant  inspection  and  supervision  of 
the  State  authorities.  They  are  confident  that  the  State  donation, 
though  paid  out  of  a  local  fund,  has  never  been  applied  in  any 
local  spirit.  One  entire  half  of  their  expenditure,  that  of  the 
Bloomingdale  Asylum,  has  been  devoted  to  the  general  wants  of 
all  parts  of  the  State,  and  the  Insane  poor  have  been  received 
for  years  from  other  towns  .and  counties,  whilst  the  city  has 
maintained  its  pauper  lunatics  elsewhere. 

The  City  Hospital,  it  is  believed,  has  in  various  respects  re- 
paid to  the  other  towns  and  counties  of  the  State  a  full 
equivalent  for  all  that  it  has  received  from  the  State  Treasury. 

But  it  is  respectfully  submitted,  that  these  considerations, 
unless  there  be  some  charge  of  abuse  of  the  funds,  are  not  now 
open  to  discussion. 

The  annuities  granted  in  1806  and  1816,  were  permanent  for 
a  term  of  years,  and  made  for  specific  purposes,  conditional  only 
on  their  faithful  application. 

On  the  faith  of  these  grants,  not  only  were  spacious  buildings 
erected,  large  debts  contracted  for  their  construction,  but  private 
contributions  were  and  still  are  given,  earnings  obtained  from 
other  sources  and  arduous  professional  and  other  services 
gratuitously  rendered ;  all  which,  if  reduced  to  the  form  of  a 
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money  calculation,  would  very  far  exceed  in  amount  the  pay- 
ments received  from  the  State  Treasury. 

The  Governors  trust  that  it  is  only  necessary  to  call  the  at- 
tention of  the  Legislature  to  these  considerations  to  prevent  any 
doubt  or  delay  in  making  the  constitutional  appropriations  for 
the  grants  in  aid  of  the  New- York  Hospital  and  the  Blooming- 
dale  Asylum.

PHYSICIAN'S    REPORT 

TO    THE    GOVERNORS    OF    THE    NEW-YORK    HOSPITAL. 


Gentlemen, 

The  time  has  arrived  at  which  it  becomes  incumbent 
to  render  to  you  another  annual  report  from  the  medical  depart- 
ment of  this  institution.  Although,  during  some  portions  of  the 
past  year,  sickness  to  an  unusual  extent  prevailed  among  the 
patients,  their  health  is  now  generally  good,  and  they  have  been 
preserved  from  suicide  and  from  all  other  serious  accidents. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  the  number  of  patients 
was  145,  and  since  that  time  138  have  been  admitted,  making 
the  whole  number  283.  This  is  more  than  have  ever  been  in 
the  Asylum  during  any  previous  year  since  its  establishment. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  year,  the  patients'  apartments  were 
fully  occupied,  and  several  applications  for  admission  were  re- 
fused ;  but,  as  was  anticipated,  after  the  opening  of  the  Asylum 
in  New  Jersey,  from  which  State  many  of  our  patients  were  re- 
ceived, the  numbers  have  been  diminished.   There  are  now  119. 

The  highest  monthly  average  was  149toso;  the  average  for 
the  year  135tVV.  In  1847  it  was  137r%,  in  1846,  124tVo,  in 
1845,  119t¥o,  in  1844,   106 AV  and  in  1843,  104T3oV 

Patients  Admitted. — The  whole  number  of  cases  admitted 
during  the  year  is  138.  Of  these  73  were  males  and  65  fe- 
males. Eleven  were  cases  of  delirium  tremens  and  habitual  in- 
temperance, which  being  deducted,  leave  127  cases  of  insanity 
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proper.  One  of  the  latter  was  a  patient  who  had  been  pre- 
viously admitted  during  the  year.  Therefore  the  number  of 
persons  whose  disease  was  insanity  is  126.

Age  at  first  attach  of  Insanity. — Under  twenty  years  22,  from 
twenty  to  thirty  43,  from  thirty  to  forty  31,  from  forty  to  fifty 
20,  from  fifty  to  sixty  6,  from  sixty  to  seventy  1,  unknown  3. 
Total  126. 

Civil  Condition. — Single  44,  married  72,  widowed  10.  To- 
tal 125. 

Patients  Discharged. — One  hundred  and  thirty-nine  cases  have 
been  discharged.  Their  condition  on  leaving  was  as  follows  : 
Cured  53,  much  improved  18,  improved  37,  unimproved  31. 
Total  139.  * 

Two  of  those  who  were  much  improved,  and  one  who  was 
improved  recovered  soon  after  leaving.  Several  who  were  be- 
lieved to  be  curable  were  prematurely  removed  from  the  Asy- 
lum. 

Of  those  who  were  cured  ten  were  cases  of  intemperance  and 
habitual  inebriety.     The  unusual  number  of  cases   discharged 
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unimproved  is  owing  to  the  removal  of  many  incurable  patients 
who  had  been  a  long  time  in  the  Asylum. 

Twenty-five  patients,  of  whom  1 3  were  males  and  1 2  females, 
have  died.  The  number  of  deaths  is  unusually  large,  owing  to 
the  severity  of  the  disease  of  several  of  the  patients  admitted, 
to  the  accumulation  of  paralytic  cases,  and  the  prevalence, 
during  the  first  half  of  the  year,  to  a  greater  extent  than  for 
many  years  past,  of  acute  diseases  to  which  the  insane,  in  com- 
mon with  others,  are  liable. 

Six  died  within  the  first  eight  days  after  their  admission,  and 
two  others  within  the  first  twenty  days.  Of  the  remainder  four 
had  been  in  the  Asylum  between  one  and  two  months,  three 
between  two  and  three  months,  three  between  three  and  six 
months,  one  between  six  and  twelve  months,  two  between  one 
and  two  years,  three  between  two  and  three  )^ears,  and  one 
upwards  of  fourteen  years. 

Divine  services  on  the  Sabbath  have  been  continued  through- 
out the  year,  and  attended  by  a  large  majority  of  the  patients. 

A  school  in  the  men's  department  was  begun  in  September. 
It  is  still  in  operation,  and  arrangements  have  been  made  to  con- 
tinue it  in  summer  as  well  as  winter. 

The  lectures  upon  scientific  and  literary  subjects  were  re- 
commenced in  August,  and  have  generally  been  delivered  on 
two  evenings  of  each  week.  Thirty-two  have  already  been 
given,  and  it  is  intended  to  continue  the  course  during  the  win- 
ter. 

The  social  evening  entertainments  have  also  been  resumed. 

Riding,  walking,  and  the  other  means  of  recreation  have  been 
resorted  to  as  much  as  in  any  previous  year,  during  my  con- 
nection with  the  institution. 

The  utility  of  all  these  measures,  in  a  hygienic  and  curative 
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point  of  view,  has  been  so  fully  discussed  in  former  reports,  as 
to  render  any  farther  detail  unnecessary. 

I  should  do  injustice  to  my  feelings  were  I  not  to  congratu- 
late the  inmates  of  the  Asylum,  and  all  who  are  interested  in 
their  welfare,  that  in  the  course  of  the  year,  you  have  author- 
ized and  caused  to  be  effected  the  introduction  of  the  Croton 
water  into  this  establishment.  It  is  one  of  the  most  important 
improvements  ever  made  in  the  institution. 

Another  improvement,  recently  completed,  will  be  especially 
useful  in  winter,  when  exercise  out  of  doors  is  much  of  the  time 
impracticable.  A  building  75  feet  long  and  14  feet  wide  has 
been  erected  in  the  principal  airing  court  of  the  men's  depart- 
ment, enclosing  a  new  bowling  alley  and  shuffle-board.  This 
is  a  valuable  acquisition  to  the  patients. 

With  my  warmest  wishes   for  the  continued  prosperity   and 
usefulness  of  the  Asylum, — an  important  department  of  the  in- 
stitution under  your  government, — this  report  is 
Respectfully  submitted.

During  the  year  which  has  just  expired,  the  increase  of  the 
population  and  commerce  of  this  city,  with  the  acccompanying 
increase  of  disease  and  accident,  have  continued  as  in  former 
years,  to  make  more  extensive  claims  for  the  relief  of  the  desti- 
tute or  helpless  affected  by  disease.  The  liberal  means  placed 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Board  by  public  and  private  beneficence 
have  enabled  them  to  meet  these  demands,  with  that  efficiency 
which  has  hitherto  secured  the  public  confidence  and  annually 
relieved  a  vast  amount  of  suffering. 

The  income  of  the  Corporation  for  1849,  with  the  unex- 
pended balance  at  the  close  of  the  preceding  year  was  sufficient 
to  meet  all  its  current  ordinary  expenditures,  together  with  the 
cost  of  one  additional  building  at  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum  ; 
and  there  were  no  outstanding  debts  of  the  Institution  on  the 
31st  December,  1849. 


THE     NEW-YORK     HOSPITAL. 

The  whole  number  of  patients  who  have  received  the  bene- 
fits of  this  establishment  in  the  year  1849,  was  29  more  than 
in  1848,  and  exceeded  the  number  of  any  preceding  year,  ex- 
cept that  of  1847,  being  about  double  the  average  of  the  pre- 
ceding 25  years. 

The  number  of  patients  in  the  several  buildings  of  the  Hospital 
in  the  city,  on  the  31st  day  of  December,  1848,  was  two  hun- 
dred and  seventy-nine,  and  there  were  admitted  during  the  year 
1849  three  thousand  three  hundred  and  twenty-nine,  making  a 
total  of  three  thousand  six  hundred  and  eight  who  have  received 
the  benefits  of  the  Institution  during  the  past  year.

Among  the  deaths  are  included  116  casualties,  and  other 
cases  of  sudden  deaths  falling  under  the  charge  of  the  Coroner, 
which  terminated  fatally  soon  after  being  brought  to  the  Hospi- 
tal, being  double  the  number  of  such  cases  that  have  oc- 
curred in  any  preceding  year.  Such  cases  requiring  imme- 
diate medical  or  surgical  aid  for  any  hope  of  relief,  are  received 
without  reference  to  the  probability  of  cure ;  otherwise 
no  patients  are  received  whose  cases  do  not  appear  to   the 


Physicians  or  Surgeons  to  admit  some  probability  of  cure,  or  of 
substantial  though  temporary  relief. 

Deducting  the  cases  of  sudden  death  resulting  from  casualty, 
the  entire  number  of  deaths  was  245  out  of  the  other  3492 
medical  and  surgical  patients.  Thus  the  practice  of  the  Hos- 
pital during  1849,  presents  the  following  results.  Of  the  whole 
number  under  treatment,  deducting  those  remaining  at  the  close 
of  the  year,  77iW  per  cent  were  cured;  and  deducting  casualties 
as  above  enumerated,  7r4oper  cent  died.

The  charge  for  pay  patients,  whether  seamen  paid  for  by  the 
U.  S.  Government  out  of  the  avails  of  the  Hospital  money,  or 
others  supported  by  private  means,  or  by  societies,  has  always 
been  brought  down  to  the  very  lowest  rate  of  actual  disburse- 
ment, excluding  all  compensation  for  medical  attendance,  for 
rent,  superintendance,  and  other  similar  items.  In  numerous 
individual  cases,  and  in  some  whole  classes  of  cases,  the  cost 
to  the  Institution  is  often  double  the  amount  of  payment. 

The  reception  of  this  class  of  patients  is  regarded  by  the 
Governors,  as  one  of  the  most  valuable  features  of  this  establish- 
ment, as  it  brings  the  aid  of  the  highest  medical  and  surgical 
skill,  within  the  reach  of  persons  from  all  parts  of  the  State, 
whose  circumstances,  though  straightened,  and  whose  feelings 
would  not  permit  them  to  ask  admission  as  paupers,  whilst 
their  means  are  wholly  inadequate  to  provide  elsewhere  the  pro- 
fessional and  other  attendance  required  for  the  cure  or  relief  of 
the  severe  forms  of  disease. 

The  following  analysis  of  the  number  and  times  of  continu- 
ances of  the  several  classes  of  patients,  exhibits  in  one  view, 
the  operations  of  this  Institution,  in  relation  to  the  persons

The  Governors  had  occasion,  in  a  former  Report,  to  express 
their  satisfaction  that,  "  the  heavy  expenditures  of  the  last 
live  years,  in  the  erection  of  the  North  Hospital  edifice,  the 
introduction  of  the  Croton  water  throughout  the  several  build- 
ings, and  other  important  and  expensive  improvements,  have 
been  made  at  a  period  when  they  could  be  effected  without  per- 
manent inconvenience  to  the  finances  of  the  Institution,  and  just 
in  time  to  meet  the  increased  demands  of  the  community,  which 
have  been  suddenly  augmented  beyond  all  probable  calculation," 
The  prevalence  of  Cholera  in  the  City  and  its  neighborhood, 
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during  the  last  summer,  tended  rather  to  diminish  than  augment 
the  claims  for  other  hospital  assistance ;  as  this  disease  falls 
within  the  class  of  those  which  cannot  be  admitted  into  a  gene- 
ral hospital,  and  abundant  provision  was  made  elsewhere  for 
those  attacked  by  it.  Only  three  cases  of  Cholera  appeared 
within  the  walls  of  the  establishment.  Under  these  circum- 
stances, the  experience  of  the  past  year  combined  with  that  of 
the  two  preceding  years,  (during  which  term,  10,544  persons 
have  received  the  benefits  of  the  Institution,)  strongly  confirms 
the  opinion  expressed  by  this  Board  in  their  last  year's  Report, 
"  that  these  claims  of  the  suffering  and  the  destitute  will  proba- 
bly continue  to  increase  ;  not,  indeed,  with  annual  regularity, 
but  as  heretofore,  with  a  large  average  augmentation  in  every 
period  of  four  or  five  years,  so  that  the  accommodation  for  pa- 
tients in  our  present  buildings  will,  before  very  long,  be  inade- 
quate for  the  relief  even  of  the  more  urgent  cases. 

It  therefore  becomes  a  subject  of  serious  inquiry,  how  these" 
demands  of  humanity  can  be  met,  and  how  far  the  means  of  the 
Institution  can  be  increased  and  made  adequate  to  supply  the 
public  wants. 

The  Hospital  continues  to  promote  the  interests  of  medical 
and  general  science  and  education,  so  far  as  may  be  done  with- 
out interfering  with  the  comfort  and  cure  of  the  patients ;  regu- 
lar records  of  the  cases  occurring  in  the  practice  of  the  house, 
have  been  kept,  and  clinical  and  other  lectures  have  been  de- 
livered by  able  and  learned  instructors. 

The  instruction  thus  given,  has  been  attended  by  students 
from  all  parts  of  this  State,  and  from  other  States.  The  sale 
of  tickets  admitting  students  to  the  attendance  on  clinical  in- 
struction and  to  the  use  of  the  library,  forms  a  fund  which,  without 
encroaching  on  the  general  revenue  of  the  Institution,  has  fur- 
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nished  the  means  of  gradually  collecting  an  excellent  library  of 
works  on  medicine  and  its  auxiliary  sciences,  now  amounting  to 
5,474  volumes.  This  collection  has  been  increased  during  the  last 
year  by  regular  additions  of  the  most  valuable  new  publications 
in  the  branches  of  science  to  which  it  is  exclusively  devoted. 

The  Cabinet  of  preparations  and  other  illustrations  of  healthy 
and  morbid  anatomy,  has  received  large  and  valuable  accessions 
and  is  now  arranged  in  two  spacious  rooms,  appropriately  fitted 
up  for  the  purpose. 

Thus  it  is  trusted,  that  the  New  York  Hospital  continues  to 
constitute  a  most  valuable  branch  of  the  system  of  medical 
instruction  given  in  the  public  and  private  medical  schools  of 
this  City. 

THE  BLOOMINGDALE  ASYLUM  FOR  THE  INSANE. 

The  number  of  insane  patients  in  the  Asylum  on  the  31st 
of  December,  1848,  was  119,  and  95  were  admitted  during  the 
last  year ;  making  a  total  of  214  persons  who  have  been  under 
the  charge  of  the  establishment  during  some  portion  of  the 
year  1849.  The  number  of  patients  decreased  during  the  last 
year  in  consequence  of  the  recent  establishment  and  successful 
operation  of  similar  Institutions  in  neighboring  States,  especially 
of  that  founded  by  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  most  of  whose 
insane  poor  had  hitherto  been  received  at  this  Institution.

though  considerable,  does  not  adequately  represent  the  efficiency 
of  the  curative  treatment  here  applied  to  cases  of  recent  date, 
or  otherwise  capable  of  cure  or  relief;  as  the  aggregate  number 
of  patients  is  swelled  by  many  old  cases,  annually  increased 
daring  twenty-eight  years,  since  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum  has 
been  opened  for  the  reception  of  patients.  In  most  of  these 
cases  the  disease  has  become  chronic,  and  little  can  be  hoped 
for  beyond  continuing  to  provide  for  them  a  comfortable  and 
secure  residence,  under  proper  medical  care,  for  the  remainder 
of  their  lives. 

The  inmates  of  the  Institution  have  generally  enjoyed  good 
bodily  health.  They  were  entirely  exempt  from  Cholera,  though 
that  disease  prevailed  to  some  extent  in  its  immediate  neighbor- 
hood ;  they  have  been  free  from  all  other  epidemics,  and  have 
suffered  bat  little  from  acute  maladies  of  any  kind.

Excess  of  Receipts  over  Expenditures  for  Asylum  in  1849,   $8,435  50 
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Dr.  Pliny  Earle,  who  has  held  the  medical  charge  of  the 
Bloomingdale  Asylum  since  1844,  continued  to  discharge  these 
duties  until  April,  1849,  when  he  resigned  the  office.  The  Go- 
vernors elected,  as  his  successor,  Dr.  Charles  H.  Nichols,  who 
was  recommended  to  them  from  his  having  for  some  years 
specially  devoted  himself  to  this  branch  of  his  profession,  and  who 
had  for  some  time  filled  the  office  of  Medical  Assistant  at  the 
State  Asylum,  near  Utica.  Dr.  Nichols  continues  to  apply  the 
general  system  of  medical  and  moral  treatment  hitherto  suc- 
cessfully followed  in  this  Institution,  with  such  improvements 
as  his  experience  and  observation  in  similar  establishments, 
may  have  suggested. 

The  means  of  exercise  and  employment  afforded  by  the 
spacious  grounds  and  garden  and  the  farm  of  the  Institution, 
together  with  the  occupations  and  amusements  of  private  life 
provided  within  doors,  which  have  long  been  relied  upon  as  the 
most  efficient  adjuncts  to  medical  treatment,  have  received 
the  constant  care  and  supervision  of  a  Committee  of  the  Board, 
to  whom  the  management  of  the  Asylum  is  specially  delegated, 
and  who  report  their  proceedings  monthly  to  the  Board  of 
Governors. 

The  Governors  being  convinced  that  the  establishment  would 
be  benefitted  in  many  ways,  by  providing 'a  residence  for  the 
Physician  separate  from  the  rest  of  the  buildings,  have  erected 
durino-  the  year  a  substantial  and  commodious  dwelling  fitted  for 
the  accommodation  of  a  family.  It  is  situated  within  the 
grounds  of  the  Asylum,  at  a  short  distance  from  the  other 
buildings. 

The  Governors  feel  a  well-grounded  confidence,  that  the  ex- 
perience of  the  last  forty-four  years,  during  which  time  this 
Corporation  has  rendered  an  annual  account  of  their  adminis- 
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tration  to  the  Legislature,  has  shown  that  the  bounty  of  the 
State  has  been  wisely  bestowed,  and  usefully  and  economically 
applied  ;  yet  they  cannot  close  their  report,  without  respectfully 
calling  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  the  history  and  nature 
of  the  State  grant  to  the  New  York  Hospital.  As  this  grant, 
which  was  formerly  paid  regularly  by  the  State  Treasury,  in 
pursuance  of  permanent  acts,  now,  according  to  the  Revised 
Constitution,  requires  an  annual  or  biennial  re-appropriation,  it 
seemed  to  be  regarded  by  some  members  of  late  Legislatures 
as  a  subject  open  to  be  examined  anew  on  grounds  of  expe- 
diency or  economy.  The  history  and  character  of  this  grant 
were  fully  set  forth  in  the  Annual  Report  of  this  Corporation, 
made  in  February,  1849,  which  is  to  be  found  in  the  Legislative 
documents  of  the  last  session,  to  which  the  Governors  respect-* 
fully  refer  the  Legislature.  They  will  now  state  briefly,  that 
the  two  annuities  in  question  were  specific  grants  for  a  term 
of  years  yet  unexpired,  and  made  by  acts  of  1806  and  1816,  for 
specific  purposes  and  for  specific  considerations.  The  condi- 
tions of  the  grant  having  been  faithfully  complied  with  on  the 
part  of  this  Corporation,  by  the  application  of  means  and  ser-* 
vices  to  the  public  object  in  view,  much  beyond  anything  that  th© 
monies  granted  by  the  State  could  have  effected,  these  annuities* 
so  long  as  the  duties  resulting  from  the  grant  are  faithfully  per- 
formed, are  vested  rights  in  this  Corporation,  to  which  the  faith 
of  the  State  is  as  much  pledged  as  for  the  payment  of  its  public 
debt. 

Whilst,  therefore,  the  Governors  will  not  only  willingly  sub- 
mit to,  but  do  most  cordially  invite  the  vigilant  supervision  of 
the  Legislature,  they  trust  that  it  is  only  necessary  to  call  their 
attention  to  the  above  considerations  to  prevent  any  doubt  or 
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delay  in  making  the  constitutional  appropriations  for  the  two 
annuities  to  the  New- York  Hospital  and  the  Bloomingdale 
Asylum.

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TO  THE  LEGISLATURE  OF  THE  STATE  OF  NEW-YORK. 

THE    GOVERNORS    OF    THE    NEW-YORK    HOSPITAL    RESPECTFULLY  PRESENT    THEIR 
ANNUAL    REPORT    FOR    THE    LAST    YEAR    AS    PRESCRIBED    BY    LAW. 

The  year  1850  has  been  happily  exempted  from  those  public 
calamities,  which  in  several  preceding  years  produced  a  sud- 
den increase  of  the  claims  of  the  destitute  and  diseased  upon 
the  aid  of  the  Institutions  confided  to  the  charge  of  this  Cor- 
poration. 

It  is  chiefly  memorable  in  the  history  of  this  Institution  for 
great,  costly,  and,  it  is  believed,  most  beneficial  improvements 
in  the  internal  arrangements  of  the  hospital,  the  salutary  effects 
of  which,  it  is  confidently  trusted,  will  be  experienced  by  a  long 
succession  of  the  sick  and  afflicted  for  many  succeeding  years. 

The  aggregate  income  of  this  Corporation  from  all  sources, 
including  the  two  State  annuities  and  the  unexpended  balance  of 
the  year  1849,  would  have  been  sufficient  to  meet  the  usual 
current  expenditures  for  the  support  of  the  Hospital  and  Asy- 
lum, together  with  the  ordinary  amount  of  contingent  expenses, 
and  to  leave  some  balance  for  the  uses  of  the  next  year. 

But  the  additional  payments  on  account  of  the  important  im- 
provements in  the  buildings  of  the  Hospital  in  town,  in  pro- 
gress during  the  last  year,  and  since  completed,  occasioned  an 
excess  of  expenditure,  over  the  ordinary  income  from  the  State 
annuities,  pay-patients,  &c,  of  $30,846.53,  which  was  met  by 


the  receipt  of  a  liberal  bequest  to  this  Corporation,  and  by  a  loan 
from  the  Fulton  Bank  of  $20,846.53.  This  was  on  the  1st  day 
of  January,  1851,  the  only  outstanding  debt  of  this  Corporation. 

The  bequest  received,  which  the  Governors  most  gratefully 
acknowledge,  as  by  far  the  largest  private  benefaction  ever 
made  to  the  beneficent  objects  under  their  charge,  during  the 
eighty  years  which  have  elapsed  since  the  establishment  of  the 
New- York  Hospital,  consisted  of  two  legacies,  one  was  of 
$5000  for  the  uses  of  the  Hospital,  and  another  of  the  same 
amount  for  those  of  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum. 

They  were  a  portion  of  the  various  bequests  of  the  late 
Elizabeth  Demilt,  of  New-York,  amounting  in  all  to  $82,000 
and  distributed  with  an  enlightened  and  discriminating  liberality 
among  the  most  valuable  institutions  of  this  city,  for  the  relief  of 
the  diseased  or  destitute  and  the  diffusion  of  useful  knowledge. 


THE     NEW-YORK     HOSPITAL. 

The  whole  number  of  patients  who  received  the  benefits  of 
the  Hospital  in  town  during  the  year  1850  was  312  less  than 
in  1849,  and  also  less  than  that  of  any  year  since  1846,  though 
still  nearly  double  the  average  of  the  25  preceding  years.  This 
diminution  arose  mainly  from  the  necessity  of  limiting  the  ad- 
mission of  patients  to  the  more  urgent  classes  of  cases,  during 
some  months  of  the  summer  and  autumn,  whilst  the  several 
wards  of  the  main  hospital  building  and  of  the  Marine  Hospital 
were  successively  undergoing  great  alterations  and  repairs.  The 
erection  of  temporary  shanties  on  the  hospital  grounds,  and  the 
use  of  a  large  tent  during  the  warm  or  mild  weather,  afforded 
a  convenient  substitute  for  the  wards  thus  vacated,  for  several 
classes  of  diseases,  but  it  was  still  often  found  necessary  to  de- 
cline receiving  cases  of  no  pressing  urgency,  but  which,  in  the 
ordinary  state  of  the  establishment,  would  have  been  admitted. 


It  is,  however,  hoped  and  believed,  that  no  case  specially  re- 
quiring the  peculiar  medical  or  surgical  aid  which  the  establish- 
ment affords,  was  refused  admission. 

The  number  of  patients  in  the  several  buildings  of  the  Hos- 
pital in  the  city,  on  the  31st  day  of  December,  1849,  was  two 
hundred  and  eighty-one,  and  there  were  admitted  during  the 
year  1850  three  thousand  and  fifteen,  making  a  total  of  three 
thousand  two  hundred  and  ninety-six,  who  have  received  the 
benefits  of  the  Institution  during  the  past  year.

Among  the  deaths  are  included  122  casualties,  and  other 
cases  of  sudden  death  falling  under  the  charge  of  the  Coroner, 
which  terminated  fatally  soon  after  being  brought  to  the  Hos- 
pital, being  6  more  than  in  the  last,  and  more  than  double  the 
number  of  such  cases  that  have  occurred  in  any  other  preceding 
year.  Such  cases  requiring  immediate  medical  or  surgical  aid  for 
any  hope  of  relief,  are  received  without  reference  to  the  probability 
of  cure ;  otherwise  no  patients  are  received  whose  cases  do  not 
appear  to  the  Physicians  or  Surgeons,  to  admit  some  probability 
of  cure,  or  of  substantial  though  temporary  relief. 

Deducting  the  cases  of  sudden  death  resulting  from  casualty, 
the  entire  number  of  deaths  was  235  out  of  the  other  3174  me- 
dical and  surgical  patients.  Thus  the  practice  of  the  Hospital 
during  1850,  presents  the  following  results.     Of  the  whole  num- 
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ber  under  treatment,  deducting  those  remaining  at  the  close  of 
the  year,  81TV3o  per  cent  were  cured  ;  and  deducting  casualties 
as  above  enumerated,  6TVo  per  cent  died.

The  charge  for  pay  patients,  whether  seamen  paid  for  by  the 
U.  S.  Government  out  of  the  avails  of  the  Hospital  money,  or 
others  supported  by  private  means,  or  by  societies,  is  brought 
down  to  the  very  lowest  rate  of  actual  disbursement,  excluding 
all  compensation  for  medical  attendance,  for  rent,  superintend- 
ance,  and  other  similar  items.  In  numerous  individual  cases, 
and  in  some  whole  classes  of  cases,  such  as  Typhus  or  Ship 
Fever,  the  cost  to  the  Institution  is  often  double  the  amount  of 
payment. 

The  reception  of  this  class  of  patients  is  regarded  by  the 
Governors,  as  one  of  the  most  valuable  features  of  this  establish- 
ment, as  it  brings  the  aid  of  the  highest  medical  and  surgical 
skill,  within  the  reach  of  persons  from  all  parts  of  the  State, 
whose  circumstances,  though  straightened,  and  whose  feelings, 
would  not  permit  them  to  ask  admission  as  paupers,  whilst 
their  means  are  wholly  inadequate  to  provide  elsewhere  the 
professional  and  other  attendance  required  for  the  cure  or  relief 
of  the  severe  forms  of  disease. 

The  following  analysis  of  the  number  and  time  of  continu- 
ance of  the  several  classes  of  patients,  exhibits  in  one  view,  the 
operations  of  this  Institution,  in  relation  to  the  persons  provided 
for,  and  relieved  gratuitously  in  whole  or  in  part.

The  Hospital  continues,  as  in  former  years,  to  aid  the  advance 
of  medical  and  general  science,  and  to  co-operate  with  the  me- 
dical instruction  given  in  the  medical  schools  of  this  city.  Re- 
gular records  of  the  cases  occurring  in  the  practice  of  the  house 
are  kept,  which  now  form  a  body  of  valuable  practical  infor- 
mation. Clinical  Lectures  by  the  attending  Physicians  and 
Surgeons,  and  other  regular  courses,  by  them  and  other  able 
instructors,  have  been  delivered,  which  have  been  attended  by 
students  from  all  parts  of  this  State  and  from  other  parts  of  the 
Union.    The  sale  of  tickets  admitting  students  to  attendance 
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on  the  clinical  instruction  and  to  the  use  of  the  library,  forms  a 
distinct  fund,  which  has  furnished  the  means  of  gradually  col- 
lecting an  excellent  library  of  works  on  medicine  and  its  auxil- 
iary sciences,  as  chemistry,  botany,  &c.  This  collection, 
founded  in  1796,  now  amounts  to  5,552  volumes,  carefully 
selected,  and  many  of  them,  especially  those  on  anatomy  and 
natural  history,  splendid  and  costly  publications.  The  library 
is  annually  increased  by  the  purchase  of  the  most  valuable  new 
publications  in  the  branches  of  science  to  which  it  is  exclusively 
devoted. 

The  Pathological  cabinet  of  preparations,  and  other  illustra- 
tions of  morbid  anatomy,  continues  to  increase  by  constant 
accessions,  in  extent,  value  and  utility. 
L-  The  alterations  just  completed  in  the  whole  system  of  warm- 
ing and  ventilating  the  principal  hospital  building,  and  the  other 
changes  in  its  internal  arrangements,  appear  to  the  Governors 
to  be  of  so  much  value  and  importance,  not  merely  to  the  effi- 
ciency and  success  of  the  practice  of  this  hospital,  but  also,  as 
they  may  be  applied  to  other  sanitary  establishments,  that  they 
are  induced  to  go  beyond  the  usual  limits  of  their  reports,  and 
to  invite  the  attention  of  the  Legislature,  and  through  them,  of 
the  medical  profession  and  other  enlightened  citizens  interested 
in  the  concerns  or  management  of  the  great  public  institutions  of 
this  State,  to  a  more  detailed  account  of  the  causes,  nature  and 
effects  of  these  improvements.  These  are  clearly  and  accu- 
rately stated  in  the  following  extract  from  a  lecture  on  Ther- 
mal Ventilation,  recently  delivered  in  the  Hospital,  by  John 
Watson,  M.  D.,  one  of  the  attending  surgeons  of  the  Institu- 
tion. 

For  many  years  after  the  opening  of  the  Hospital  (eighty  years 
ago)  the  ancient  chimney  piece  was  still  in  vogue,  and  the  blazing 
hearth  adorned  the  rooms  in  most  of  our  city  dwellings.    Stoves  were 
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yet  unpopular,  and  anthracite  unknown.  Oak  and  hickory  were  still 
abundant,  and  no  one  contemplated  the  necessity  of  cheaper  fuel,  or 
of  economizing  heat  at  the  expense  of  fresh  air.  Under  circumstan- 
ces such  as  these,  Typhus  and  Typhoid  Erysipelas,  must  have  been 
but  rarely  witnessed  ;  but  with  the  open  hearth  and  crackling  fire  of 
wood,  came  smoky  rooms  and  troublesome  currents  of  cold  air.  For 
these  annoyances,  our  patience,  if  not  our  health,  impels  us  to  seek  a 
remedy. 

It  could  have  hardly  been  expected  that  the  Governors  of  this 
Institution,  in  their  earliest  attempt  to  find  a  remedy  for  smoky 
rooms  and  draughts  of  cold  air,  should,  at  first,  have  fallen  upon  the 
best  one.  A  Franklin,  or  a  Rumford  fire  place,  or  even  a  chimney 
cowl,  or  a  turn  cap,  might  have  remedied  the  smoke ;  but  stoves 
might  prove  a  cure  for  both  annoyances,  and  stoves  were  introduced, 
one  for  each  ward,  with  its  pipe  opening  into  the  chimney,  and  the 
fire  places  sealed  up  with  a  fire  board.  The  rooms  now  became 
offensive  with  close  air,  to  relieve  which,  a  four  inch  circular  opening 
was  next  made  through  the  walls  of  the  building,  near  the  ceiling,  in 
each  ward  ;  but  this  defective  system  of  heating  and  ventilation  was 
endured  only  long  enough  to  lead  to  a  better,  namely,  to  the  down- 
ward system  of  thermal  ventilation,  as  devised  by  Mr.  Strutt,  which, 
among  other  improvements,  were  introduced  here  in  1829. 

For  some  time  after  it  was  first  made  public,  this  downward  plan 
of  ventilation  was  in  general  favor,  both  in  England  and  this  country, 
and  it  is  still  in  use  in  many  of  our  well  regulated  public  institutions. 
As  applied  here  the  air  was  received  into  ordinary  air  chambers,  from 
the  windows  of  the  basement,  the  foul  air  from  the  rooms,  instead  of 
rising  by  special  flues,  was  conducted  off  through  the  throat  of  a 
narrow  anthracite  grate,  near  the  level  of  the  floor,  passing  to  the  top 
of  the  house  through  the  chimneys,  and  thus,  when  necessary,  admit- 
ting of  a  certain  amount  of  forced  ventilation,  by  the  small  coal  fire 
in  the  grate,  at  the  point  of  the  room  most  remote  from  that  at  which 
the  air  entered. 

With  the  occasional  aid  of  a  small  fire  in  the  grates,  and  of  lateral 
ventilation  through  the  windows,  doors  and  special  openings  over  the 
doors ;  with  frequent  purification,  by  white- washing  and  scrubbing,  and 
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with  strict  attention  to  cleanliness  in  the  furniture  of  the  sick  rooms, 
as  well  as  in  the  personal  habits  of  the  patients,  the  new  system  of 
warming  and  airing  continued  for  many  years  to  be  satisfactory. 
But,  within  the  past  three  or  four  years — owing,  partly,  to  the  failure 
of  the  furnaces  ;  partly  to  essential  defects  in  the  downward  ventila- 
tion under  any  circumstances ;  partly  to  the  gradual  increase  in  the 
number  of  severe  surgical  cases  ;  partly,  perhaps  mainly,  to  the 
greater  prevalence  of  ship  fever,  or  the  European  typhus,  which,  since 
1847,  has  always  prevailed  in  the  city,  and  given  rise  to  a  great  share 
of  the  medical  cases  here ;  and,  perhaps,  owing  also  to  other  causes, 
which,  at  present,  can  neither  be  analyzed  nor  detected — it  was  ob- 
served, that  the  atmosphere  of  the  house  had  a  growing  tendency  to 
deterioration.  The  severer  forms  of  erysipelas  become  more  common 
here  than  formerly  ;  the  convalescence  of  patients  after  surgical 
operations,  was  neither  so  rapid  nor  so  certain  as  might  have  been 
expected  under  the  favoring  circumstances  of  pure  and  genial  air ; 
and  at  length,  in  1849,  hospital  gangrene,  one  of  the  most  serious 
pests  of  the  old  and  crowded  infirmaries  of  Europe,  declared  itself,  for 
the  first  time,  among  the  inmates  of  this  hospital. 

Under  these  circumstances,  in  the  early  part  of  February  last,  a 
committee  from  the  Board  of  Governors  was  appointed  to  inquire  into 
the  causes  of  the  existing  evils,  and,  in  association  with  the  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  of  the  Institution,  to  submit  some  plan  for  the  more  ef- 
ficient ventilation  of  the  buildings,  with  special  reference  to  the  arrest, 
or  prevention,  of  the  prevailing  diseases. 

To  these  questions,  the  Committee,  on  the  2nd  of  March,  replied — 
that  mere  ventilation,  however  well  devised,  independent  of  other 
measures,  offers  no  sufficient  remedy  against  the  evils  in  question ; 
and  that,  to  put  an  effectual  check  upon  them,  would  involve  a  thor- 
ough revision  of  the  whole  internal  arrangements  of  two  of  the  buildings. 

In  reference  to  the  defects  of  a  downward  ventilation,  they  remark,  that 
this  plan,  though  sufficiently  effectual  for  temperature  merely,  and,  per- 
haps, the  best  for  the  heating  of  prisons,  and  other  institutions  where 
economy  of  fuel  is  of  primary  importance,  is,  at  the  present  day,  con- 
demned by  the  most  competent  authorities,  as  being  more  specious 
than  correct,  in  its  application  to  hospitals.     The  exhalations  from 
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the  sick  naturally  seek  the  highest  level ;  but  by  this  mode  of  venti- 
lation they  are  forced  reluctantly  to  descend,  and  in  so  doing  they 
are  drawn,  again  and  again,  into  the  lungs  of  the  patients,  and  the 
more  frequently  by  such  of  them  as  lie  prostrate  upon  their  backs 
near  the  level  of  the  floor,  than  by  the  less  feeble,  who  are  able  to 
walk  about.  The  experience  of  the  past  winter,  they  say,  has  suffi- 
ciently demonstrated,  that  with  the  present  system  of  drawing  off"  the 
foul  air,  a  healthy  atmosphere  cannot  be  maintained  without  the  aid 
of  collateral  ventilation,  and  the  admission  of  cold  air  through  the 
crevices  of  the  windows.  In  the  adoption  of  any  new  plan,  it  may,  per- 
haps, still  be  inexpedient,  wholly  to  prevent  the  transit  of  cool  air  in 
this  way.  But  the  cooling  effect  of  windows  moderately  tight,  is 
owing  mainly  to  another  cause,  namely,  to  the  direct  loss  of  heat 
through  the  glass  by  conduction.  Most  of  the  heat  thrown  into  the 
rooms  is  lost  in  this  way.  The  warm  air  impinging  on  the  cool  glass 
is  suddenly  condensed  near  the  top  of  the  windows  and  precipitated 
downwards  to  the  floor,  and  in  its  descent  falls  in  strong  currents 
upon  the  patients  lying  near  the  windows,  with  their  heads  towards 
the  wall. 

In  regard  to  the  actual  accommodations  of  the  house,  they  remark, 
that  with  the  existing  means  of  ventilation  for  the  winter  season,  the 
number  of  patients  admitted  has  been  greater  than  a  due  regard  to 
the  welfare  of  the  sick  would  sanction.  The  number  of  healthy  indi- 
viduals that  may  be  accommodated  during  the  night,  within  a  given 
space,  with  impunity  to  themselves  from  confined  air,  is  no  criterion 
for  determining  hospital  accommodations,  where  the  sick  are  confined 
both  night  and  day,  and  where  unwholesome  exhalations  are  contin- 
ually rising  from  their  bodies  and  mingling  with  the  atmosphere  of 
their  apartments.  The  effluvia  from  the  bodies  of  the  sick,  the  ani- 
mal matters  from  their  breath,  are,  in  time,  condensed  along  the 
windows  and  around  the  cooler  parts  of  the  room,  settling  upon,  and 
intimately  combining  with  the  walls  and  fixtures,  so  as  to  be  wholly 
incapable  of  removal  by  ventilation ;  and  when  allowed  to  accumu- 
late, although  incapable  of  detection  by  sight  or  smell,  they  may, 
nevertheless,  serve  as  a  most  prolific  source  of  disease  to  the  inmates 
of  the  wards.    The  more  crowded  these  apartments,  the  greater  the 
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number  of  offensive  patients  under  treatment,  and  the  cooler  and 
damper  the  weather,  the  more  rapid  will  be  the  accumulation  of 
these  offensive  deposits,  and  the  greater  need  of  attending  to  every 
conceivable  expedient  for  their  prevention  or  removal. 

After  an  exposition  of  the  general  condition  of  the  two  houses,  they 
recommended  that,  in  the  main  house  the  dry  air  furnaces  and  down- 
ward system  of  ventilation  be  abandoned,  and  some  more  approved 
method  of  heating  and  ventilation  be  substituted,  to  apply  to  every 
part  of  the  building,  as  well  as  to  the  wards ;  that  all  parts  of  the 
house  be  kept,  as  nearly  as  possible,  at  the  same  temperature ;  and 
that  the  ventilation  of  the  sick  rooms  be  so  devised  as  to  withdraw 
the  foul  air  at  numerous  points  along  the  upper,  as  well  as  lower 
parts  of  the  rooms  ;  that  the  beds  in  the  several  wards  be  so  arranged 
as  to  stand  entirely  free  from  the  wails  ;  that  the  number  of  them,  un- 
less new  accommodations  can  be  provided,  be  diminished  ;  that  every 
annoyance  in  connection  with  the  bathing  rooms  be  obviated ;  that 
some  means  be  provided  for  relieving  the  wards  from  the  fixtures 
and  furniture  of  an  eating  room  ;  that  a  proper  eating  room,  and  con- 
valescent room,  be  provided  in  connection  with  each  of  the  large 
wards  ;  and  that  every  patient,  whose  disease  renders  him  an  object  of 
offence  to  others,  or  whose  case  requires  seclusion,  be  provided  with 
a  small  room,  in  some  portion  of  the  building,  by  himself. 

After  submitting  these  suggestions  in  their  first  report,  the  Com- 
mittee, by  order  of  the  Board,  were  instructed  to  continue  their  in- 
vestigations, and  to  prepare  plans  and  estimates  for  carrying  their 
various  suggestions  into  effect. 

In  compliance  with  this  order  three  of  the  Committee,  with  some 
of  the  medical  officers  of  the  Institution,  were  deputed  to  inquire  into 
the  practical  application  of  such  sanitary  arrangements  as  had  re- 
cently heen  introduced  into  the  hospitals  and  lunatic  asylums  of 
Trenton,  Philadelphia  and  Boston. 

In  this  tour  of  observation  much  attention  was  given  to  the  differ- 
ent systems  of  thermal  ventilation,  by  dry  air  furnaces,  by  water  fur- 
naces, and  by  the  steam  apparatus,  as  well  as  to  the  different  modes 
of  ventilation  by  the  ascending  and  the  descending  current.     With 
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respect  to  these  two  movements,  the  result  of  a  careful  inquiry  was, 
that  other  things  being  equal,  the  rooms  in  which  the  upward  current 
was  adopted,  were  invariably  better  aired  and  less  offensive,  than 
those  in  which  the  downward  current  existed ;  and  that  among  the 
latter,  the  more  complicated  the  apparatus,  the  more  circuitous  the 
movement,  and  the  farther  downward  the  descending  current  was 
carried,  the  less  efficient  it  became  for  removing  the  foul  smell  from 
the  apartments. 

In  a  second  report,  presented  on  the  1st  of  May  last,  the  Committee 
state,  that  their  inquiries  had  furnished  them  with  facts  sufficient  to 
enable  them  to  appreciate  the  worth,  and  to  decide  upon  the  neces- 
sity, of  most  of  the  measures  of  improvement  which  had  already  been 
submitted.  Without  entering  into  a  minute  account  of  the  several 
institutions  which  they  had  visited,  they  remark,  that  the  new  ar- 
rangements for  the  heating  and  ventilation  of  these  institutions,  and 
the  iterations  which  they  have  undergone,  are  on  a  scale  of  enlight- 
ened liberality,  hitherto  unknown  in  the  charitable  institutions  of  this 
country ;  and  that  in  such  of  them  as  have  been  constructed  or  re- 
modelled within  the  past  few  years,  the  old  plan  of  heating  by  dry 
air  furnaces,  has  been  entirely  abandoned. 

The  fact,  that  the  new  system  of  heating  by  steam  had  been  receiv- 
ed with  greater  favor  than  that  by  simple  hot  water,  even  in  the  in- 
stitutions in  which  this  latter  had  already  been  partially  adopted, 
induced  the  Committee  to  examine  it  with  much  attention.  It  is 
capable  of  being  managed  with  perfect  safety ;  it  is  more  efficient  in 
large  buildings  than  the  simple  hot  water  apparatus  ;  it  obviates  the 
necessity  of  numerous  furnaces  in  different  parts  of  the  basement.  It 
can  be  brought  into  full  operation  with  much  greater  speed  than  the 
hot  water  apparatus ;  it  can  be  turned  to  a  greater  variety  of  uses, 
as,  in  aid  of  ventilation,  in  the  heating  of  water  for  baths,  for  cooking, 
and  for  the  uses  of  the  laundry.  It  can  be  worked  with  much  less 
labor  and  expense,  after  the  first  outlay  for  fixtures,  and  with  less 
risk  of  vitiating  the  air  by  the  escape  of  gases  from  the  fires ;  and,  by 
having  the  furnaces  beyond  the  walls  of  the  building,  it  guards  more 
effectually  against  the  admission  of  dust  and  dirt,  than  any  other  ap- 
paratus. 
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.Being  convinced  of  the  advantages  o(  the  steam  apparatus,  and 
satisfied  that  the  suggestions  for  the  general  renovation  of  the  hospi- 
tal, as  presented  by  the  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  and  embodied  in 
the  first  report,  were  practical  and  judicious  ;  and  that,  if  carried  out 
they  could  not  fail  to  add  greatly  to  the  conveniences  of  the  Institu- 
tion; and  after  having  consulted  mechanics,  and  obtained  the  neces- 
sary drawings  and  estimates,  the  Committee  submitted  to  the  Board 
of  Governors  their  plan  of  improvements,  which  plan,  as  adopted  by 
the  Board,  and  since  carried  into  effect,  is  essentially  as  follows : 

PLAN  FOR  RENOVATING  THE  MAIN  BUILDING,  WITH  SUCH  TEMPORARY  ALTER- 
ATIONS IN  THE  SOUTH,  OR  MARINE  BUILDING  OF  THE  NEW-YORK  HOSPITAL, 
AS    COULD    NOT    BE    WELL    DEFERRED. 

1.  For  the  Admission  of  Pure  Air. — In  supplying  the  wards  with 
pure  air,  independent,  of  accessory  aid  from  windows  and  doors,  two 
perpendicular  cool  air  shafts,  each  about  fifteen  feet  high,  and1  four 
and  a-half  wide  internally — one  in  the  open  green  at  the  north,  the 
other  in  the  corresponding  green  at  the  south  of  the  building,  and 
each  at  the  distance  of  thirty  feet  from  it — have  been  erected,  and 
made  to  communicate  beneath,  with  two  underground  airducts  of  the 
same  capacity,  each  passing  in  a  direct  line  onward  from  the  upright 
shaft  towards  the  center  of  the  basement  hall,  and  beneath  it,-to  with- 
in a  few  feet  of  the  points  at  which  the  respective  wings  meet  the 
central  portion  of  the  building.  Each  of  these  underground  airducts, 
in  its  passage  beneath  the  hall,  gives  off  four  laterally  ascending 
branches,  which  open  into  a  corresponding  number  of  air  chambers 
in  the  basement  of  the  wings  :  the  united  capacity  of  the  ascending 
branches  being  still  equal-  to  that  of  the  main  air  duct,  and  each  of 
them  opening  into  its  respective  air  chamber,  through  the  floor. 

For  supplying  pure  air  to  the  center  of  the  house,  three  apertures 
are  provided  near  the  basement  windows,  one  on  either  side  of  the 
front  entrance,  and  one  at  a  corresponding  point  in  the  rear ;  and  the 
air  is  introduced  through  them  in  such  a  way  as  to  become  somewhat 
tempered  before  reaching  the  three  air  chambers  in  the  basement  un- 
der the  central  part  of  the  house,  into  which  they  open,  near  the  floor. 
From  the  eleven  air  chambers,  four  for  each  wing  and  three  for  the 
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center,  the  air  is  conducted  upwards  by  ascending  flues,  all  terminat- 
ing near  the  floor  of  the  respective  apartments  to  which  they  lead, 
and  retaining  a  united  capacity  equal  to  that  of  the  external  openings. 
2.  For  the  Supply  of  Heat. — The  heating  apparatus  consists  of  two 
tubular  boilers,  with  furnaces  beneath,  each  boiler  about  three  and  a- 
half  feet  in  diameter  and  sixteen  feet  in  length,  placed  side  by  side 
within  a  large  furnace  room,  which  has  been  provided  for  the  pur- 
pose, in  a  building  at  the  low  ground  in  the  west  of  the  premises, 
near  Church  street,  about  a  hundred  feet  west  from  the  north  wing  of 
the  main  building.  These  boilers  are  made  to  work  either  conjointly 
or  separately,  as  may  be  required  by  the  state  of  the  weather.  The 
fuel  for  the  furnaces  is  deposited  in  a  new  vault  in  their  vicinity. 

Leading  from  the  furnace  room  is  an  underground  tunnel,  following 
the  ascent  of  the  surface,  and  passing  in  a  direct  line  to  the  bottom 
of  the  enlarged  chimney,  which  rises  in  the  west  wall  of  the  north 
wing  to  the  top  of  the  house.  Through  it  the  smoke  and  gases  of  the 
furnaces  are  conducted ;  through  it,  also,  pass  the  several  steam  pipes 
and  water  pipes,  from  and  to  the  boilers,  and  the  cold  water  pir  es 
connecting  the  forcing  pump  in  the  furnace  room  with  the  water 
tanks  in  the  attick. 

The  main  steam  pipe,  about  three  and  a-half  inches  in  diameter 
passing  from  the  boilers,  after  reaching  the  basement  of  the  building, 
is  conducted  along  the  ceiling  of  the  basement  hall,  giving  off  as  it 
passes,  a  lateral  supply  pipe  to  each  of  the  hot  air  chambers ;  one  to 
the  kitchen,  to  furnish  steam  heat  for  cooking ;  one  ascending  to  the 
tanks  in  the  attick  to  heat  the  water  for  baths  and  other  purposes, 
and  for  rarifying  the  air  of  the  ventilating  belfreys ;  and  another  as- 
cending pipe  to  supply  radiating  coils  for  heating  three  small  rooms 
in  the  center  of  the  house. 

The  lateral  supply  pipes  distribute  the  steam  contained  within  them 
to  nests  of  three  quarter  inch  radiating  pipes,  which  are  arranged  in 
horizontal  shelves  in  the  upper  part  of  the  chambers,  and  when  in 
operation,  of  sufficient  force  to  raise  the  temperature  of  the  air  in 
every  apartment  to  68°  Fahrenheit,  and  to  command  a  temperature 
at  least  equal  to  this  during  the  severest  winter  weather. 

The  steam  from  the  top  of  boilers,  after  being  condensed  by  the 
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liberation  of  its  heat,  is  converted  into  hot  water,  which,  returning 
through  a  lower  range  of  tubes,  and  being  collected  at  the  main  re- 
turn pipe,  enters  the  underground  tunnel,  to  be  again  carried  back  to 
the  bottom  of  the  boilers.  Thus,  without  waste  of  steam  or  of  hot 
water,  except  so  much  of  the  latter  as  is  drawn  from  the  return  pipes 
to  supply  the  evaporating  troughs  in  the  air  chambers,  a  continual 
circulation  is  kept  up  and  an  equable  distribution  of  heat  maintained. 

The  steam  pipes  for  cooking,  and  those  going  to  the  attick,  can,  at 
any  time,  be  disconnected  from  the  others  and  kept  in  operation,  when 
artificial  heat  is  not  called  for  in  the  wards. 

The  supply  of  air,  hot  or  cold,  admitted  to  the  apartments,  is  regu- 
lated by  valves  in  the  cool  air  ducts,  and  in  the  latteral  supply  steam 
pipes  leading  to  the  air  chambers,  and  by  wooden  slides  at  the  bottom 
of  the  flues  which  convey  the  fresh  or  heated  air  throughout  the 
house,  and  so  arranged  as  to  be  wholly  beyond  the  control  of  the  in- 
mates of  the  wards ;  but  the  air  flues  leading  to  the  offices  and  small 
apartments  in  the  center,  are  further  regulated  by  registers  at  their 
upper  orifices. 

3.  Additional  Accommodations. — The  two  adjacent  wards  formerly 
existing  on  every  floor  of  each  wing,  with  the  intervening  portion  of  the 
corridor,  have  been  thrown  into  one  large  ward,  occupying  the  whole 
space  within  the  original  walls,  measuring  about  twenty-three  and  a- 
half  feet  by  eighty  feet,  independent  of  the  additions  of  1829,  and  ca- 
pable of  accommodating  not  fewer  than  twenty-four  patients.  This 
important  change  applies  to  all  the  main  wards  above  the  basement, 
excepting  in  the  third  story  of  the  north  wing,  which  is  still,  as  for- 
merly, devoted,  in  part,  to  the  surgical  amphi theatre. 

In  connection  with  this  improvement,  four  spacious  piazzas,  with 
sides  enclosed,  each  three  stories  high,  now  occupy  the  recesses  for- 
merly existing  on  either  side  of  the  extension  of  1829,  at  the  ends  of 
the  wings.  In  these  new  structures,  and  communicating  with  each  of 
the  wards,  are  now,  1st — Refectories  or  Eating  Rooms,  with  the  re- 
quisite fixtures  for  cupboards,  closets,  water  jets,  and  dumb  waiters  ; 
and  2ndly — Convalescent  or  Sitting  Rooms,  with  drawers  and  closets 
for  the  safe-keeping  of  clothing,  bedding,  and  furniture  out  of  use  ; 
each  of  these  new  rooms  measuring  internally  about  twelve  by  twenty 
feet. 
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Between  these,  in  the  extension  of  1829,  one  of  the  former  nurses' 
rooms  has  been  converted  into  a  room  for  the  seclusion  of  special  pa- 
tients, and  the  other  has  been  so  much  enlarged  by  doing  away  with 
one  of  the  former  water  closets,  as  to  furnish  sufficient  accommoda- 
tion for  the  two  nurses  now  in  charge  of  every  ward.  Each  wing  is 
now  also  furnished  with  a  perpendicular  discharge  shaft,  communi- 
cating between  the  several  wards  and  the  basement,  for  the  removal 
of  soiled  clothing,  or  the  dust  and  sweepings  of  the  apartment ;  and 
with  another  corresponding  shaft  for  the  transit  of  food  by  the  dumb 
waiters. 

In  connection  with  the  improvements  in  the  wings,  the  central  por- 
tion of  the  house  has  also  been  renovated. 

4.  Water  Tanks. — In  consequence  of  the  great  elevation  of  the 
building,  and  the  frequent  failures  in  the  supply  of  water  by  pressure 
from  the  hydrants,  it  has  occasionally  been  necessary  to  employ  a  forc- 
ing pump  for  supplying  the  baths  of  the  upper  stories.  To  render  the 
supply  of  hot  and  cold  water  more  reliable,  four  large  tanks,  each  hold- 
ing about  five  hundred  gallons;  two  for  hot  and  two  for  cold  water; 
the  former  of  iron,  the  latter  of  wood,  lined  with  lead,  have  been  placed 
in  the  attick,  immediately  under  the  central  cupola.  The  forcing 
pump  for  supplying  these  with  water  is  placed  in  the  furnace  room, 
and  worked,  when  necessary,  by  steam. 

5.  Drainage  and  Sewerage. — The  drainage  having  become  some- 
what defective,  has  been  newly  arranged  throughout :  and  the  under- 
ground drains  leading  from  the  three  main  buildings,  as  well  as  the 
main  sewer,  as  far  west  as  Church-street,  have  been  entirely  rebuilt. 

6.  Vevtilation. — The  fresh  air  shafts  and  underground  airducts,  give 
to  each  wing  of  the  building  an  equalizing  reservoir  four  and  a-half 
feet  wide  by  seventy-five  feet  long,  in  which  the  air  is  tempered  be- 
fore rising  to  the  wards,  for  either  winter  or  summer  use.  Every 
ward  receives  fresh  air  by  four  distinct  openings,  in  united  capacity 
equal  to  that  of  the  airducts,  and  sufficient,  with  a  current  moving 
only  at  the  almost  imperceptible  rate  of  half  a  mile  an  hour,  to  supply 
each  ward  with  about  three  hundred  cubic  feet  of  pure  air  in  a  mi- 
nute, or  more  than  ten  cubic  feet  per  minute  for  every  patient — a 
supply  sufficient  for  sanitary  purposes.  But,  as  the  current,  under 
ordinary  circumstances,  is  probably  more  than  double  this  speed,  it 
is  believed  that  deficiency  of  pure  air,  by  the  new  arrangements,  in- 
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dependent  of  any  aid  from  doors  or  windows,  has  been  entirely  ob- 
viated. 

The  foul  air  from  the  wards  is  drawn  off,  1st — by  two  wide- 
mouthed  chimneys,  one  at  either  extremity  of  each  ward  ;  by  a  small 
chimney  flue  opening  at  a  register  near  the  ceiling  of  each  of  the 
nurses'  rooms  ;  and  by  another,  in  each  of  the  bathing  rooms — all  of 
which  rise  perpendicularly,  to  give  issue  to  the  foul  air  at  the  top  of 
the  house  :  and  2ndly,  in  addition  to  these,  nine  newly  constructed  ven- 
tilating shafts,  each  about  six  by  nine  inches  wide,  by  rising  at  short 
intervals  along  the  sides  of  each  ward,  some  opening  near  the  floor, 
and  some  near  the  ceiling,  and  all  terminating  at  the  attick  in  large 
trunks,  which  converge  towards  two  upright  turrets  or  belfreys,  rising 
from  the  floor  of  the  attick  on  each  wing  through  the  roof,  above 
which,  through  the  lower  openings  in  their  sides,  the  foul  air  finds 
exit.  The  united  capacity  of  these  various  ventilating  channels  be- 
ing, a*  nearly  as  possible,  equal  to  that  of  the  inlets  for  fresh  air  in 
every  apartment  and  throughout  their  whole  course. 

Thus  far,  the  ventilation  is  in  accordance  with  what  is  technically 
called  the  natural  method,  and  will  probably,  at  all  seasons,  be  suffi- 
cient. But  in  order  to  command  a  rapid  change  of  air,  especially  at 
seasons  in  which  heat  is  not  supplied  to  the  wards,  it  is  proposed  to 
place  coils  of  radiating  steam-pipe  at  the  bottom  of  each  of  the  four 
belfreys,  so  as  to  rarify  the  air  rising  into  these,  and  thus  facilitate  its 
escape.  An  occasional  fire  of  wood  on  the  hearth  at  either  end  of  the 
ward,  will  effect  the  same  object.  The  smoke  flue  from  the  furnaces, 
and  from  the  kitchen  ranges,  rising  in  the  chimneys  at  the  west  end 
of  the  wards,  will  also  rarify  the  air  in  the  contiguous  foul  air  shafts 
connected  with  these  chimneys,  and  at  all  seasons  of  the  year,  assist 
in  ventilation. 

7.  Illumination. — For  the  saving  of  labor,  and  the  promotion  of  clean- 
liness, and  for  supplying  sufficient  light  at  night,  hitherto  defective, 
especially  in  the  surgical  amphitheatre,  gas  illumination  has  been  in- 
troduced, and  supplied  to  every  room. 

8.  Alterations  in  the  Marine,  or  South  Building. — In  the  South  Build- 
ing, the  old  plastering  has  been  scraped  and  renovated — the  old  ven- 
tilating flues  have  been  repaired  :  new  ventilating  openings  have  been 
made  near  the  ceiling,  and  at  the  level  of  the  floor,  between  each  of 
the  larger  wards  and  the  adjoining  corridors  ;  and  additional  forced 
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ventilation  secured,  by  means  of  two  large  hall  stoves  in  the  central 
hall,  on  every  floor.  These  arrangements,  however,  are  only  tempo- 
rary, and  made  in  contemplation  of  other  measures  hereafter  to  be  car- 
ried out,  for  the  improvement  of  this  edifice,  or  for  its  total  reconstruc- 
tion. 

9.  Laundry. — In  order  to  adapt  the  steam  apparatus  to  the  washing 
and  drying  of  clothes,  a  small  one  story  edifice  has  been  erected  over 
the  furnace  room,  to  serve  as  a  laundry,  and  to  allow  the  present 
wash-house  to  be  turned  to  other  uses. 

Remarks  — It  is  estimated,  that  with  the  two  boilers  at  present  in 
operation,  a  sufficient  heat  can  be  produced  not  only  for  the  main 
building,  but  also  for  one  of  the  two  other  Hospital  buildings,  ^ut, 
for  the  heating  of  both  of  these  by  steam — a  measure  still  in  contem- 
plation, an  additional  boiler  will  be  requisite. 

The  iron  steam  and  water  pipe  of  every  sort  employed  in  the  im- 
provements of  the  main  house,  including  the  long  conductors  to  and 
from  the  furnace  room,  and  varying  in  size,  from  half  an  inch,  to  three 
and  a  half  inches  in  diameter — is  in  length,  about  17,279  feet.  But 
the  length  of  three-quarter  inch  radiating  pipe  in  the  air  chambers  for 
warming  the  house,  probably  does  not  exceed  13,771  feet. 

At  the  first  kindling  of  the  fires  in  the  furnace  room,  on  the  22d  of 
October,  there  were  110  tons  of  Lackawanna  coal  in  the  vault;  and 
after  they  had  continued  in  operation  up  to  the  1st  of  February,  or  101 
days,  there  were  15  tons,  or  thereabouts  still  remaining  ;  showing  an 
average  consumption  of  fuel,  for  keeping  the  house  at  a  comfortable 
temperature,  for  the  heating  of  bathing  water,  and  assisting  in  the 
cooking  department,  at  rather  less  than  a  ton  a  day.  The  pressure  of 
steam  in  the  boilers  cannot  exceed  30  lbs.  to  the  inch. 

In  the  adoption  of  the  improvements  now  described,  it  has  been  a 
main  object  to  introduce  every  available  invention  shown  by  experi- 
ence to  be.  the  best  of  its  kind,  for  promoting  the  sanitary  arrange- 
ments of  the  Institution,  and  facilitating  the  labors  of  those  who  have 
in  charge  the  immediate  care  and  treatment  of  the  sick.  The  various 
measures  which  have  resulted  in  these  improvements  were  adopted 
only  after  much  deliberation,  and  full  conviction  of  the  benefits  to  be 
expected  from  them ;  and  it  is  gratifying  to  know,  that  so  far  as  they 
have  yet  been  tested,  they  have  proved  eminently  successful. 
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The  total  cost  of  these  improvements  is  about  $50,000,  of 
which  a  part  was  contracted  and  paid  since  the  beginning  of  the 
present  year.  It  is  respectfully  suggested  to  the  consideration  of 
the  Legislature  that  so  large  an  outlay  for  purposes  of  great  and 
general  utility  may  render  it  necessary  or  expedient  for  the  Cor- 
poration to  rely  hereafter  upon  the  renewed  bounty  of  the  State. 

BLOOMINGDALE     ASYLUM. 

The  number  of  insane  patients  in  the  Asylum  on  the  31st 
December,  1849,  was  103,  and  97  were  admitted  during  the 
last  year,  making  a  total  of  200  persons  who  have  been  under 
the  care  of  this  establishment  during  some  portion  of  the  year 
1850.  The  establishment  of  similar  institutions  in  other  States 
has  diminished  the  number  of  patients  received  from  without 
the  State,  yet  the  number  treated  is  little  less  than  the  average 
of  former  years,  and  that  of  those  remaining  at  the  close  of  the 
year  was  seven  more  than  at  the  close  of  the  year  preceding. 
Of  the  whole  number  there  have  been  discharged,

In  consequence  of  readmissions  during  the  year  of  the  same 
persons,  there  were  six  less  persons  than  the  above  number  of 
cases  or  admissions.  Of  the  whole  number  under  treatment 
during  the  year,  1 1  were  persons  whose  minds  were  not  speci- 
fically affected,  except  when  under  the  direct  effect  of  stimulants 
or  narcotics ;  so  that  the  cases  of  insanity,  under  the  ordinarily 
recognized  forms  of  that  malady,  under  treatment  during  the 
year  1850,  were  183. 
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The  bodily  health  of  the  inmates  has  in  general  been  good. 
There  has  been  no  epidemic,  and  they  were  generally  exempt 
from  acute  diseases.  There  has  been  no  case  of  dysentery  or 
of  severe  diarrhea,  such  as  often  appear  in  such  establishments.

Of  this  excess  the  sum  of  $8,001  did  not  arise  from  the 
ordinary  sources  of  income  of  the  Asylum,  being  furnished  by 
the  receipt  of  a  legacy  and  the  sale  of  land.  The  whole  balance 
was  applied  in  liquidation  of  the  debt  formerly  contracted  by 
the  Asylum  for  the  erection  of  its  buildings,  and  advanced 
from  the  funds  of  the  New-York  Hospital. 

The  land  sold  was  part  of  the  land  originally  purchased 
above  thirty  years  ago.     The  opening  of  the  avenues  or  streets 
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since  that  time,  throwing  portions  out  of  the  immediate  inclosure 
of  the  Asylum  grounds,  has  rendered  them  comparatively  use- 
less for  the  purposes  of  the  Institution.  Most  of  the  land  in 
this  situation  has  now  been  sold,  whilst,  as  mentioned  in  former 
reports,  some  small  pieces  of  land  needed  for  the  convenience 
and  seclusion  of  the  patients  have  been  purchased,  so  as  to  con- 
form the  grounds,  as  far  as  practicable,  to  the  future  improve- 
ments of  the  island. 

The  Bloomingdale  Asylum  is  under  the  medical  charge  of 
Dr.  Charles  H.  Nichols.  Dr.  Nichols  has  devoted  himself  from 
entering  upon  his  profession  to  this  special  branch  of  it,  and 
after  having  served  as  Medical  Assistant  in  the  State  Asylum 
near  Utica,  succeeded  Dr.  Earle,  as  Resident  Physician  of  this 
establishment  in  the  spring  of  1849.  The  general  system  of 
medical  and  moral  treatment  hitherto  successfully  applied  has 
been  continued,  with  such  modifications  and  improvements  as 
are  presented  in  the  gradual  advance  of  practical  knowledge 
of  the  treatment  of  mental  disease  from  the  observations  and 
experience  of  numerous  establishments  in  Europe  and  America 
for  the  relief  of  the  Insane. 

The  extent  of  the  buildings  and  grounds,  and  the  various 
means  of  exercise,  employment  and  amusement  provided  at  the 
Bloomingdale  Asylum,  have  been  found  to  be  the  most  effective 
auxiliaries  to  medical  practice.  The  Governors  have  had  it  in 
view  to  assimilate  the  arrangements  and  economy  of  the  esta- 
blishment, so  far  as  practicable,  to  the  comforts  and  enjoyments 
of  refined  domestic  life.  Some  unfortunate  classes  of  patients 
must,  of  course,  be  without  the  sphere  of  such  influences,  but  to 
many  others  they  are  of  inestimable  value.  Some  improve- 
ments of  this  sort,  small  in  themselves,  but  in  the  aggregate 
adding  to  the  comfort  and  efficiency  of  the  establishment,  have 
been  made  during  the  last.  year. 
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The  Governors  having,  in  their  two  last  annual  reports,  pre- 
sented the  history  and  condition  of  the  two  State  Annuities 
pledged  to  this  Corporation  by  the  Acts  of  1806,  and  1816, 
should  any  doubt  arise  in  relation  to  the  annual  appropriation 
of  their  annuities,  respectfully  refer  the  Legislature  to  the  facts 
and  considerations  therein  set  forth,  as  they  will  be  found  in  the 
Reports  of  this  Board,  printed  in  the  Legislative  documents  for 
1849  and  1850. 

Whilst  the  Governors  feel  the  conviction  that  the  trust  con- 
fided to  them  has  been  faithfully  and  beneficially  discharged, 
they  invite  the  vigilant  supervision  of  the  Legislature,  and  can- 
not doubt  of  the  continued  liberality  of  the  State.

Of  the  admissions,  two  were  a  second  and  third  of  one  patient,  and 
one  a  second  admission  of  another  who  remained  at  date  of  last  re- 
port, and  three  others  were  cases  of  patients  who  were  first  admitted, 
discharged  and  then  re-admitted  in  the  course  of  the  present  year ; 
there  were,  therefore,  six  less  persons  than  admissions,  or  cases  under 
care. 

Three  persons,  all  males,  whose  minds  were  not  supposed  to  be  spe- 
cifically affected,  when  not  under  the  direct  influence  of  stimulant  or 
narcotic  agents,  were  in  the  Institution  at  the  close  of  last  year,  and 
eight  others  of  the  same  description,  six  males  and  two  females,  have 
been  received  since  ;  the  year  was  therefore  commenced  with  one  hun- 
dred cases  of  ordinary  insanity,  and  eighty-three  like  cases  have  been 
admitted  since,  making  one  hundred  and  eighty-three  insane  persons, 
that  have  been  under  care  during  some  portion  of  the  year.

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  state  to  you,  that  the  pros- 
perity of  the  Institution,  though  not  very  extraordinary  in  degree,  has 
been  almost  uniformly  progressive,  and  more  substantial,  perhaps,  than 
ever  before,  inasmuch  as  all  but  one  of  the  admissions,  have  been  of 
private  and  pay  patients,  and  of  that  class  that  will  always  wish  to 
be  accommodated  here — there  being  several  other  Asylums  nearly  as 
convenient  of  access  and  affording  cheaper  accommodations.  More 
persons  have  been  received  this  year  than  last,  while  the  average  rate 
of  board  paid  in  the  month  of  December,  1850,  materially  exceeds  that 
of  December,  1849,  though  the  minimum  extreme  does  not  vary  much 
from  what  it  has  been  for  years. 

The  statements  contained  in  the  last  paragraph  are  relevant  to  each 
other,  and  are  made  with  much  satisfaction,  because  they  have  war- 
ranted a  further  approximation  to  the  comforts  of  refined  home-life,  as 
well  as  important  additions  to  our  means  of  alleviating  suffering ;  and 
also,  because  they  indicate  an  abatement  of  any  prejudice  that  may 
have  existed  in  the  minds  of  the  higher  classes  against  a  public  Insti- 
tution, as  well  as  an  increasing  social  uniformity  among  the  patients, 
which  renders  the  direction  of  their  treatment  more  successful  and 
more  satisfactory  to  all  concerned. 

There  have  been  six  more  recoveries  this  year  than  last,  and  of  the 
fifty  that  occurred,  ten,  eight  males  and  two  females,  were  cases  of 
dipsomania,  or  uncontrollable  inebriety  ;  if  these  be  separated  from 
the  whole  number,  there  will  remain  forty  restorations,  twenty  of  males 
and  twenty  of  females,  in  cases  of  insanity  in  its  generally  recognized 
forms.  The  amount  of  good  accomplished  by  a  Lunatic  Asylum  in  a 
single  year,  has  been  so  well  depicted  by  Dr.  Ray,  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Butler  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  that  I  cannot  forbear  to  quote 
his  words :  "  To  how  few  can  the  simple  statement  that  so  many 
have  recovered,  give  any  idea  of  the  peculiar  joy  experienced  by  those 
who  have  seen  the  cloud  of  disease  lifted  up  from  their  spirits,  and  the 
undimmed  light  of  reason  shining  serenely  out  upon  their  mental  hori- 
zon !  The  hours  of  mental  torture  that  have  been  soothed,  the  crush- 
ing burden  of  distrust  and  apprehension  that  has  been  lightened,  the 
joy  of  those — the  husband,  father,  child — who  welcome  the  return  of 
the  loved  one  as  from  the  grave,  the  relief  of  that  desperate  agony 
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which,  day  after  day.  has  been  aggravated  by  the  appalling  sights  and 
sounds  that  often  crowd  upon  the  shattered  mind,  the  restoration  to 
the  domestic  circle  of  peace,  order,  and  quiet,  that  has  followed  the 
withdrawal  of  some  uneasy  spirit  whom  none  of  the  arts  of  kindness 
could  please  or  soften, — these  are  benefits  that  cannot  be  estimated  by 
figures,  though  not  among  the  least  conferred  upon  a  community  by 
establishments  like  ours.  Neither  are  words  more  adequate  to  the 
purpose,  because  these  benefits  lie  too  far  beyond  the  range  of  ordi- 
nary experience  to  be  conceived  of  by  any  who  have  not  personally 
seen  and  felt  them." 

There  have  been  twenty-seven  less  patients  discharged  improved  or 
unimproved,  or  that  have  died  ;  and  in  every  case  which  left  us  unre- 
stored,  the  patient  was  either  incurable,  or  their  friends  were  abso- 
lutely unable  to  support  them  here  longer.  This  circumstance  indi- 
cates less  impatience  and  more  confidence  on  the  part  of  friends,  and 
whether  it  be  really  due  to  what  it  signifies,  or  be  merely  fortuitous, 
it  is,  nevertheless,  truly  gratifying. 

Of  the  deaths,  three  were  from  epilepsy ;  one  from  anasarca ;  one 
from  phthisis  ;  one  from  ascites  ;  one  from  hemiplegia ;  two  with  chro- 
nic mania  ;  four  with  chronic  melancholia  ;  four  with  paralysie  gene- 
rale  ;  and  one  from  suicide.  In  only  two  cases  had  the  disease  exist- 
ed at  the  time  of  death  less  than  one  year,  and  its  average  duration 
was  9.85  years.  The  period  of  residence  in  the  Asylum,  varied  from 
forty-eight  hours  to  40.44  years,  the  average  time  being  3.12  years. 

The  above  is  as  faithful  an  expression  of  the  immediate  causes  of 
death  as  I  am  able  to  give,  and  it  will  be  seen,  that  we  have  had  no 
epidemic  nor  any  acute  disease,  or  at  least  none  that  proved  fatal  in 
its  first  stages.  There  has  been  no  case  of  dysentery,  and  none  of  se- 
vere diarrhoea,  and  those  affections  more  incident  to  the  cold  seasons, 
have  been  unknown.  In  those  instances  where  a  more  specific  cause 
is  not  assigned,  death  was  the  inevitable  and  awaited  final  issue  of  a 
gradual  deterioration  of  the  organism,  consequent  upon  long-continued 
derangement  and  deficiency  of  innervation. 

There  are  several  particulars  in  the  treatment  of  nervous  diseases 
affecting  the  mind,  to  which  the  attention  of  those  who  for  the  first 
time  contemplate  entrusting  a  friend  thus  affected  wholly  to  the  will 
and  offices  of  strangers,  is  most  anxiously  directed,  and  it  seems  pro- 
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per  that  a  few  fresh  words  calculated  to  guide  the  judgment  and  as- 
sure the  feelings  of  the  inquiring  reader,  should  be  added  to  an  annual 
summary  of  events  like  the  present. 

The  term  insanity  is  expressive  of  the  principal  symptom  of  a  phy- 
sical malady,  over  which,  when  it  already  exists,  the  individual  affect- 
ed has  no  control,  and  as  a  simple  corollary  from  this  view  of  the 
subject,  it  follows,  that  the  insane  are  not  morally  responsible  nor  jit 
subjects  of  punishment,  but  are  to  be  regarded  with  the  compassion  and 
favor  due  to  victims  of  the  severest  misfortune,  and  to  be  treated  at  all 
times  ivith  gentleness  and  solicitude. 

The  liveliest  apprehensions  respecting  the  treatment,  in  regard  to 
kindness  and  its  contrary,  of  patients  in  Asylums,  are  sometimes  enter- 
tained by  their  friends,  but  I  sincerely  believe,  that,  aside  from  the 
efforts  made  for  their  recovery,  they  are  both  more  comfortable  and 
experience  more  uniformly  kind  and  just  usage,  than  would  be  the 
case  at  home.  I  believe  this  is  so,  chiefly  because  not  only  the  medi- 
cal director  but  his  assistants  are  more  enlightened  in  regard  to  the 
nature  of  mental  derangement  than  others  can  be,  and  under  a  more 
charitable,  as  well  as  intelligent  view  of  the  waywardness  of  the  de- 
ranged, school  themselves  to  bear  their  perversity  and  violence  with 
patience  and  forbearance. 

No  person  is  allowed  to  have  any  concern  in  the  immediate  care  of 
the  inmates  of  this  Institution,  that  has  not  both  an  intelligent  com- 
prehension and  a  deep  moral  conviction  that  it  is  as  grossly  wrong  to 
reproach  a  man  for  the  distorted  mental  manifestations  consequent 
upon  disturbed  cerebral  and  nervous  function,  as  to  upbraid  and  pu- 
nish him,  because  he  does  not  breathe  well  through  diseased  lungs  ; 
and  no  matter  how  troublesome  are  the  habits  of  our  patients,  or  how 
perverse  are  their  tempers,  uniform  kindness  and  respectfulness  are 
enforced,  as  the  first  and  greatest  commandment  in  all  their  manage- 
ment, and  any  thing  like  vindictiveness  or  punishment  eschewed,  both 
as  an  unpardonable  violation  of  our  internal  discipline,  and  one  of  the 
meanest,  as  well  as  most  heinous  offences  against  that  great  divine 
law  of  humanity,  which  enjoins  us  to  do  as  we  would  be  done  by.  A 
great  moral  responsibility  rests  upon  our  assistants,  and  we  have 
striven  hard  to  engage  the  services  of  respectable  and  cultivated  per- 
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sons,  who,  as  they  must  be  companions,  may  be  the  exemplary  friends 
of  their  charge,  and  we  believe  ourselves  to  have  been  very  successful 
in  obtaining  the  class  we  desire. 

It  seems  to  me  to  be  one  of  the  grand  mistakes  of  society — I  say  one 
of  the  mistakes,  for  it  is  an  exponent  rather  of  the  weakness  than  the 
depravity  of  human  nature — that  in  every  relation  of  affection,  whe- 
ther of  self-love  or  of  love  to  another,  kindness  degenerates  more  or  less 
into  indulgence  and  laxity  of  discipline,  which  often  lead  to  some  one 
or  another  of  the  many  species  of  misfortune  and  unhappiness-. 

There  are  many  patients  in  an  Asylum  of  this  grade,  who  find  it 
very  hard  to  emancipate  themselves  from  the  various  forms  of  self- 
gratification  that  brought  them  to  it,  but,  though  past  infirmities  of 
appetite  and  temper  are  remembered  against  no  one,  their  indulgence 
here  is  resisted  by  a  firm  but  gentle  authority,  both  because  such  re- 
sistance is  essential  to  a  return  of  health  and  right  reason,  and  because 
the  moral  influence  upon  its  inmates  of  every  public  Institution  foster- 
ed by  the  State,  should  be  at  least  salutary. 

It  is  often  queried,  whether  the  separation  of  insane  persons  with 
sensitive  minds  from  the  family  circle  and  endearments,  and  their  com- 
mitment to  the  care  of  strangers,  will  not  be  attended  with  a  sort  of 
shock  to  the  nervous  system,  and  thus  greatly  aggravate  the  mental 
distress  and  aberration,  and  whether  it  be  suitable  that  a  number  of 
such  persons  should  be  associated  in  a  greater  or  less  degree,  but  I 
believe  it  to  be  the  uniform  opinion  of  those  experienced  in  this  spe- 
cialty of  the  medical  profession,  that  the  injurious  effects  of  removal 
to  an  Asylum,  sometimes  apprehended,  never  occur,  and  that  the  asso- 
ciation of  the  insane,  if  there  be  a  proper  classification,  very  often 
essentially  promotes  recovery,  and  is  attended  with  no  objections 
whatever.  No  points  in  the  management  of  nervo-mental  diseases, 
are  better  settled  than  these,  and,  if  necessary,  are  capable  of  copious 
and  very  conclusive  illustration. 

That  a  few  observations  respecting  the  treatment  of  the  insane  in 
reference  to  a  cure  of  their  malady,  may  be  useful,  it  will  be  necessary 
to  have  clearly  in  view  the  nature  of  the  disease  to  be  remedied. 

Either  from  a  direct  physical  cause,  as  a  fever,  or  a  moral  cause,  as 
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great  grief,  operating  upon  the  brain  and  nervous  system,  their  func- 
tions become  deranged,  exalted  or  depressed,  in  whole  or  in  part;  and 
as  a  consequence,  the  mental  manifestations,  of  which  the  brain  is  the 
instrument,  also  become  deranged,  and  the  individual  affected  is  in- 
sane. 

In  the  first  stage  of  mania,  in  its  violent  forms,  our  chief  reliance  is 
on  medication,  and  all  that  is  needed  beside,  is  to  protect  the  person  in 
the  kindest  manner  from  harm  to  himself  and  to  others.  Perhaps  this 
course  of  procedure  wholly  removes  the  disease  in  a  short  time,  but 
more  probably  it  does  not.  After  the  resources  of  physic  are  exhaust- 
ed, partly  because  the  brain  is  still  weak  from  the  shock  of  the  acute 
stage  of  the  disease,  partly  because  there  is  still  some  little  irregula- 
rity of  its  function  too  subtle  to  be  reached  by  physical  agents,  and 
partly  from  habit,  some  obliquity  of  thought,  feeling,  or  action  remains, 
and  then  we  abandon  wholly  or  in  part  the  medical,  and  betake  our- 
selves to  what  is  termed  the  moral  treatment. 

The  moral  treatment  of  insanity  may  be  said  to  consist  in  engaging 
the  patient's  mind  in  exercises  that  are  at  the  same  time  healthy,  and 
the  farthest  possible  removed  from  those  morbid  trains  of  thought  or 
feeling,  to  which  it  is  prone  ;  and,  as  healthy  activity  of  mind  must 
suspend  that  which  is  morbid,  while  the  first  lasts,  it  follows,  that  the 
more  constant  and  absorbing  is  the  displacing  occupation,  the  more 
ready  and  sure  will  be  the  entire  displacement  aimed  at. 

It  is  unquestionably  true,  that  a  considerable  proportion  of  favor- 
able cases,  if  removed  from  home  and  the  exciting  and  maintaining 
causes  of  aberration,  and  some  attention  paid  to  bodily  health  and 
comfort,  would  recover  spontaneously ;  but  to  effect  the  most  restora- 
tions, or  the  most  improvement  after  the  resiliency  of  the  system  be- 
gins to  yield  to  the  inertia  of  a  habit,  and  reason  has  become  resolved 
into  the  undoubting  handmaid  of  its  own  weakness,  every  species  of 
labor,  study,  and  amusement  known  among  men,  may  in  different 
cases  contribute.  But  in  many  instances  the  mind  is  so  over-borne 
by  its  own  delusions,  or  so  steeped  in  lethargy,  that  it  is  one  of  the 
most  difficult  tasks  in  the  world  to  engage  the  sufferer  in  anything 
useful  or  right,  when  skillful  and  persevering  efforts  prove  it  by  no 
means  impossible,  and  requires,  it  will  be  readily  seen,  the  zealous 
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It  is  desired  that  the  best  wearing  apparel  of  patients  should  be 
sent  with  them.  When  not  needed  it  will  be  carefully  preserved ; 
but  at  that  stage  of  their  recovery  when  they  are  allowed  to  ride, 
walk,  attend  chapel,  &c.,  their  self-respect  has  enough  unavoidable 
trials  to  sustain  without  the  unnecessary  one  of  indifferent  clothing. 

Large  rooms  and  private  attendants  can  always  be  furnished,  when 
desired  by  the  friends  of  patients.
